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“SNAPS.” 

Taken from the Diary of a Well- 
known Collector. 

Collectors should not be content to 
always buy in the usual way, but 
should always be on the outlook for 
‘'snaps.” Many of the smaller post 
offices have many rare stamps still on 
sale, and at others you can work the 
postmaster and get a few periodicals 
at face value. Being in a small place 
of about 2,000 inhabitants recently, 
and having spare time between trains, 

I went to the post office, and after get¬ 
ting acquainted with the post master, 
informed him that I desired certain 
stamps, which, perhaps, he might have, 
and mentioned among others period¬ 
ical stamps. He evidently knew 
nothing of the rule prohibiting their 
sale, and I secured about fifty each of 
the one, two, four and ten cent and a 
i'ew of the twenty-four cent, all at 
face value. T then inquired if there 
were any old stamps or envelopes 
which had been there when he took 
charge of the office. He said he had 
noticed a box of envelopes (white) with 
two stamps on, one green, the other 
red, but had forgotten what had be¬ 
come of them. I told him to hunt 
them up, offering him a g-'od sum 
over their face value for his trouble if 
he found them. I have no doubt they 
were the 1861, four cent blue and red. 

He could not find them and I am 
rather undecided as to whether to go 
back or not. If I do he will be almost 
certain to demand the return of the 
periodicals, as he has probably found 
out by this time he is not allowed to 
sell them. Still, if I do have to give 
them up and secure the envelopes, I 
will be much better off. But if I have 
to part with them and do not get the 
envelopes either, I will feel rather 
mean. But to proceed with another 
experience which is “snappy” also: 

I was going to C-on the morn¬ 

ing train, and had just received my 
mail before starting. As I opened it 
■ in the train one letter contained a 
.. sheet on which were mounted some 


treasury department stamps. A gen¬ 
tleman, an ex-United States treasury 
official, with whom I was acquainted, 
was seated behind me. He had been I 
looking over my shoulder and had 
noticed the stamps, and asked me if 
they were of any value to a collector. 

I told him they were, and he then in¬ 
formed me that he had used a large 
number of them and still had a quan¬ 
tity, which he promised to look up and 
give to me. I forgot all about the 
matter until several weeks later, when 
he called on me and brought with him 
over 1,000 treasury stamps, all unused. 
The majority were ten and fifteen 
cent, with a few of the lower values 
and about a dozen thirty and ninety 
cent values. I offered to pay for them 
but he w ould not accept anything, re¬ 
marking that they cost him nothing 
and I was welcome to them. 

A collector should always improve 
his time and be on the lookort for op¬ 
portunities like these. You may 
strike it rich some day. Stamps ac¬ 
quired in this manner are of much 
more interest than those purchased 
of dealers, and are really collected in 
the fullest sense of the word.

The values present¬ 
ing the most of these are the 10 1 and 
20h The 10 1 will be found with the 
figures 1,00 and 01. The 20 B ap¬ 
pears with 0 and 22 impressed upon it. 
Careful search will undoubtedly bring 
to light many other varieties. .

REVIEW OF CURRENT LITERA¬ 
TURE. 

P HILATELISTS admire an enter¬ 
prising paper, and the increas¬ 
ing popularity of the Bay State Phil¬ 
atelist is due largely to this fact. Their 
“Comparative Auction Review,” of 
great value to those who desire to 
keep in touch with the latest questions 
will be resumed this season. A new 
feature, a comprehensive list of new 
issues and discoveries, will be added 
soon, and under the able management 
of Mr. Raymond L. Perry, should 
prove a success. In the November is¬ 
sue, the following comment on Scott’s 
catalogue expresses our views exact¬ 
ly: 

“Every philatelist who attends an 
auction sale goes equipped with a copy 
of Scott’s catalogue for the purpose of 
referring to the values there given of 
all stamps in which he is interested. 
^ He knows be must have a basis to 
work upon if he intends to bid intel¬ 
ligently and there is no better basi6 
than Scott. It there was, we would 
zee other books used. Scott’s prices 
may not be absolute and may be based 
upon the conditioh of stock on hand, 
Eat for all practical purposes the pri 
ces are a sufficient guide. It is for 
this reason alone that we use the 


Scott catalogue as a comparison. We 
know we can buy stamps cheaper 
than Scott lists them, but we cannot 
carry the value of all the stamps is¬ 
sued in our bead when at a sale. We 
must have a guide, and Scott’s is the 
best extant.” 

In bis usual versatile style, L. G. 
(juackenbush gives some interesting 
vignettes of prominent American phil¬ 
atelists. The author bandies bis sub¬ 
jects handily,the prominent character¬ 
istics of the men he selects being 
brought out with perspicuity and 
force in few words. Although the 
lives of such men as Tiffany and Scott 
are often presented to collectors in 
our papers, we never weary of them, 
each succeeding article being perused 
with steadfast interest. 

Inside ot the artistic colored cover 
that adorns the November Michigan 
Philatelist appears a variety ot matter 
of general intesest. The ex peril, aces 
of W. Sanford with some of our for¬ 
eign brethren coincide with those oth¬ 
ers who have been defrauded by these 
exchangers who do not exchange,” 
as spmebody puts it. The proper and 
the only safe method of obtaining a 
foreign exchange correspondence is 
never to send any stamps until you 
have received an assortment of equal 
value to that you send. “Sputter¬ 
ing?,” by Gerard Varney, deserves a 
weightier title. 


SOMETHING A30UT PROOFS. 

Comparatively few collectors pay 
any attention to proofs of either post¬ 
age or revenue stamps. There seems 
to be a general impression that they 
are outside the domain of philately. 
They are rarely offered for sale by 
dealers, and the auction sale affords 
the only chance to obtain them. They 
are of course not stamps, jet they are 
so closely related to them that they 
very properly a'tract the attention ot 
a vei y intelligent class of collectors. 
They should by no means take the 
place of the real stamp, which has a 
character peculiarly its own, and for 
which there can be no substitute as 
long as we collect stamps as philate¬ 
lists; but as a fitting accompaniment 
of a stamp collection, nothing seems 
to me. can he more beautiful and ap¬ 
propriate than proofs of stamps we 
value so highly. Those on India pa 
per are the most valuable. Proofs on 
thin card board are less desirable, and 
can be had for a little more than half 
the prices of the others, yet they are 
very beautiful. They are generally 
printed in different colors, including 
the proper color of the stamp, hut the 
kind of paper on which these impress¬ 
ions are taken, prevents their use in 
payment of postage, and from being 
mistaken as stamps themselves.

Auction sales are beconi- 
Hucticil ing more popular each 
Sale*. year. The sales transpir¬ 
ing in. our larger cities, 

composer. . thousands of rare stamps, 
and requiring voluminous catalogues 
to list and describe tl ■ m, and the 
weekly or monthly sales of various 
email dealers, consisting of stamps of 
less rarity, all present an attractive 
mode of purchasing stamps for less 
than dealers’ prices to collectors inex¬ 
perienced in bidding at such sales. 
Perhaps after a youthful enthusiast 
has hid a few times on stamps con¬ 
tained in these smaller sales, lie will 
realize that he cannot get what he 
wants for nothing. If lie happens to 
secure a lot, he will probably be im¬ 
pelled to consider himself unfortu¬ 
nate in his lack of knowledge of the 
various tricks and deceptions used by 
unscrupulous dealers to draw the un¬ 
suspecting collector’s money from his 
pocket.

bidding is done both by mail and per¬ 
sonally, there can be nothing but 
commendation. It is of a few of these 
various petty sales, where the collect¬ 
or bids on something he cannot be 
sure is good, that our embj ro philat¬ 
elists should be warned. The list ot 
the stamps m one of these sales may 
be published in the advertising col¬ 
umns of a stamp paper, or may be got 
up in the form of a catalogue. The 
lots offered are, it is stated, to be sold 
to the highest bidder, (if his bid is 
high enough to suit the owner 
of the stamps, we should add). The 
bidder need not expect to secure the 
coveted specimens for a song—the 
auctioneer will see to it that a lot 
brings its full value. This deception 
can easily be carried on, as the bid¬ 
ding is done entirely by mail, no one 
seeing the bids but the person con¬ 
ducting felio sale. If the bidder se¬ 
cures a lot, he must remit the amount 
hid before he can see the stamps, if 
the lot is unsatisfactory, it is usually 
folly for the victim to object to being 
thus swindled. His attention will be 
called to the description of the stamps, 
where some ambiguous statement is 
made to cover any imperfections ex¬ 
isting in them. If this mode of pro¬ 
cedure is not followed, some other 
unscrupulous method is resorted to to 
avoid returning the collector’s money. 
Unless the collector has had long 
acquaintance with the auctioneer, or 
can satisfy himself that he is respon¬ 
sible, he should avoid these exclusive¬ 
ly mail sales. 

It is not our intention to decry mall 
sales of our various philatelic socie¬ 
ties. The auction managers of these 
societies are men ot known worth, 
elected because of this qualification, 
and can be trusted to conduct the 
•ales with perfect honesty. 

At some period of their 
Hll career it becomes the lot 
!HpolC0B. of all philatelic publishers 

to fall a victim to the ten¬ 
der mercies of the individual com¬ 
monly known as “the printer.” We 
have had our experience thus early in 
the day, and beg our readers’ and 
eon temporaries to overlook the num¬ 
erous errors in this number. Owing 
to a misunderstanding, a portion of 
the paper was printed during the ab¬ 
sence of our business manager who 
supervise- ' • work, and as a result 
this i an .snot a glaring success 
in 1 iake up or typographical work.

have considerable to do with the p< s- 
itiveness of the specialist in regards 
to certain of these secret marks. And 
surely a collection of plate numbers 
must carry out Mr. Wilber's idea of 
‘•satisfaction” as stated in the excerpt 
above. In our opinion, the collecting 
of plate numbers has come to stay. 
They are or much interest in them¬ 
selves, and are of invaluable assist¬ 
ance is ascertaining whether a stamp 
is watermarked or not. In the late 
U. 8. issues it is alrrost impossible to 
make sure of the presence or absence 
of a watermark unless the plate num¬ 
ber of the stamp is known. While 
this branch of collecting is a late ar¬ 
rival in this country, it has long been 
recognized in England, where collect¬ 
ors of plate numbers are numerous. 
A ‘‘List of stamps issued and chron¬ 
icled during 1895,’’ by Mr. Zahn, is 
continued in this issue. This is quite 
complete and is invaluable for a ref¬ 
erence list. Considerable labor must 
have been expended in compiling it. 




IRcvtcw of Current 
literature. 


The December number of that typo¬ 
graphical ideal, the Rocky Mountain 
Stamp,is replete with good things. It 
is accompanied by a very neat index 
of volume one, which this number 
completes. The two leading articles, 
‘‘Rich and Rare Departments,” by C. 
E. Severn, and “Specialism,” bv II. 
L. Wilber, while they are but a repe¬ 
tition of ideas previously advanced, 
are interesting.

Counting {perforations. 

So many readers of our paper are 
beginners and so many seem to be 
rather in a fog as to this subject, that 
a few remarks may be allowable. The 
two-centimeter gauge, now universal¬ 
ly adopted, consists in measuring a 
space of two centimetres along the 
bottom or sides of the stamp, and 
counting only the dents in that space. 
Of course, it will be understood that 
if all the denis along one side of a 
stamp were counted, then two stamps 
from the same machine would give 
different perforation numbers if they 
were different in size; whereas, if 
measured by the g~uge, all the 
stamps perforated by the same ma¬ 
chine, (or, rather, by the same set of 
needles), would give the same perfor¬ 
ation number, no matter what size 
the stamps themselves were. A sim¬ 
ple gauge is formed by cutting apiece 
of black paper exactly two centim¬ 
etres long and say iin. wide, and 
gumming it along near the edge of a 
small visiting card. We say “near 
the edge,” as it can then be slipped 
under a mounted stamp without re¬ 
moving the latter. If now one edge 
of the little black strip is made to co¬ 
incide with the very center of one of 
the dents, then counting the dents 
from there to the other end of the 
black paper, will give the perforation 
number of the stamp. 

For those who do not care for the 
trouble of counting for themselves, a 
dozen or more gauge cards have been 
published, marked with all the guag- 
es to be found, from 7 to 16, and the 
stamps can be tried on the different 
numbers until one is found which fits 
its it exactly: the number printed be¬ 
side that particular gauge is the 
gauge number of tiie stamp. One 
(gauge is printed on thin gelatine, so 
Jthat it can be laid over the stamp, be¬ 
ing transparent. The one defect of 
MJVih particular gauge is its suscepti¬ 
bility to moisture and heat, causing 
it to curl up wliea not in a. book. If 
■' varnished on sides, prob¬ 


ably this defect would disappear. In 
using these ready-made gauges the 
the proper way is not to try to fit the 
black dots into the holes of lhe stamp 
but to bring the center of each dot 
against the center of the projecting 
teoth, whrii any variation will be at 
once seen. Also the user must see 
that all the dots (and not merely the 
first and last) correspond with all the 
teeth; for it often happens that the 
first and last correspond nicely, but 
if he looks along the whole line of 
dots, he will see that the middle ones 
do not coincide; as for instance, in the 
perforations 12| and 14, where the be¬ 
ginning and end of a 14 will coincide 
when put to the 124 row.—The Bazaar.

Original and Otherwise. 

Actual experiment shows that ben¬ 
zine is the proper thing to use in de¬ 
tecting water marks. It not only 
discovers the watermark, if there is 
one, but what is of great importance, 
it does not, in the case of unused 
specimens, injure the original gum in 
any way whatever. This then must 
be a very important item to the col¬ 
lector of rare specimens. Method- 
place the stamp face downwards on 
some dark article, for preference a 
piece of japanned tin, then coat over 
freely witli the benzine by means of 
a rather thick camel hair pencil.

to hinge a stamp is on the left side 
and directly in the middle, with only 
about one-eighth of an inch of the 
hinge attached to the stamp, (see il¬ 
lustration); a larger amount does not 
insure any greater security. When 
the hinge is so placed the stamp can 
be turned over like a le f in a book, 
the watermark then being seen in its 
normal position. 

Before the issue of half-penny 
stamps in Jamaica, the government 
authorized the bisecting of the one- 
penny value for use a half-penny 
postage.

We have received the annual report 
of the Birmingham, (England),Phila¬ 
telic society for 1895. A few perti¬ 
nent remarks on this may interest 
members of the N. P. 8. The society 
had 2(i members in 1898, 45 In 1894 and 
77 in 1S95. This is regarded as a good 
showing by them. Their library is 
very complete and it is a pity our 
American national societies do not 
emulate their example. What they 
cannot get by donations, is purchased 
outright, thus making the library a 
useful adjunct. 

The exchange department has some 
features that are worthy of recognit¬ 
ion. No special sheets or books, such 
as our American societies have, are 
used, the members being allowed to 
furnish their own sheets. To secure 
uniformity, the size of the sheet and 
other restrictions are made. The 
price is written above each stamp, a 
space being left belowcfor the signa¬ 
ture of the purchaser. The owners of 
sheets have permission to utilize the 
back of their sheets for notices of ex¬ 
change, etc. Each member is re¬ 
quired to have a rubber stamp to use 
in the place for his name when a 
stamp is removed. All packets are 
required to be forwarded by registered 
mail, and no deviation from this rule 
is allowed, under penalty of removal 
lrom circuits. None but the members 
whose names are on the circuit list 
are permitted to examine or purchase 
from the sheets. All members are re¬ 
quired to send filled sheets into the 
department, those not so deing being 
made last on the list of the circuit, 
thus losing the chance of securing the 
most desirable stamps in the lot. The 
packet cannot be kept longer than 
one day without a payment of a small 
sum per day. Every third member on 
the circuit must notify the secretary 
of the arrival of the packet. A fine 
is inflicted for non-obeyance of this 
rule. Accounts are settled quarterly. 
It will be noticed that their rules are 
very strict, and many of them, while 
perhaps suited to English collectors, 
would be regarded with scorn by so¬ 
ciety members in this country. 

The annual report is a neat pam¬ 
phlet of 20 pages and cover, and is a 
very creditable advertisement for the 
society.

Somewhere about 1854-5, I began collecting 
postage stamps and at that time collecting 
was confined to school boys. I .was one in a 
large school in England and almost every boy 
collected. We used to stick our stamps solid¬ 
ly in old copybooks and carefully cut to shape 
all envelopes and thus we spoiled what are 
now extremely rare stamps. As we had no 
catalogues, we knew nothing of arrangement 
and placed entirely as our fancies dictated. 
The most easily procurable stamps were Eng¬ 
lish, French, Spanish, German States, Prus- 
sias, Sicilian, Neapolian, Tuscan, Canadian, 
Cape of Good Hope, New South Wales, and 
Sardinians were a drug in the market and we 
used to close a deal with each other by throw¬ 
ing a dozen of Sardinias in to complete the 
trade. Mulready envelopes were cheap and 
not uncommon, and black Id common also. 
In those days we little thought of the ultimate 
value of these stamps. No especial value was 
placed on the 4-4 Mecklenburg Schwerins. 
The triangular Cape of Good Hope stamps 
were probably the most valued on account of 
their shape only. Early Mauritius and many 
other now scarce stamps were easily obtained. 

When Russian and Finland stamps came 
out, how we were bothered with the strange 
characters on them, and to where they be¬ 
longed. United States locals soon became 
common and although many were probably 
counterfeits, we were happily unconscious of 
such. At one time I had 203of these locals. (I 
wish I had now). ' 

I still possess many early specimens of en¬ 
velopes that I collected as a boy and often sad¬ 
ly think of the time I so carefully spoiled 
them by close cutting. 

When I came to this country in 1870, I began 
taking the A meri can Journal of Phil¬ 
ately, published by J. W. Scott & Co., and 
secured the first volume, beginning March 1 
- 1868 and studied up the chronological system 
bv W. K. Freeman. Since then rapid strides 
have been made in the science and I have al¬ 
tered the arrangements of my stamps several 

I now have only United States, locals, reve" 
nues, etc., as only a millionaire can keep up a 
general collection. I have, however, reserved 
my English stamps. I have all on separate 
cspis way: 

I draw a design, leaving spaces for stamps, 
and these spaces are cut out of the card which 
i; of a neutral tint. I then mount this card on 
bristol board, which, of course, leaves a de¬ 
pression for the stamps to be mounted on. The 
spaces between stamps are ornamented by 
linesS'f blue and when finished present a very 

sJ appearance.

Honest stamp dealers. By this we do not 
mean to reflect on all stamp dealers or stamp 
dealers as a class. But if collectors will re¬ 
flect upon the course some so-called stamp 
dealers have taken; their many tricks and 
twistings to cheat collectors out of their mon¬ 
ey, we think we know they will agree with us 
when we say we would like to see not some 
honest dealers, but all dealers strictly honest 
and reliable. Mtny collectors will no doubt 
reply, “Of course we would like to see all deal¬ 
ers honest, but we cannot help it if dishonest 
dealers thrive.” Collectors, this is where you 
make a mistake. It lies in your power to 
drive every dishonest dealer from the 
business. Do not patronize them, do not send 
any orders to dealers who are not known to be 
strictly honest and reliable. Do not send a 
single order to a dishonest dealer, no matter 
how cheaply he advertises certain coveted 
stamps. Discourage other collectors from 
dealing with them, and, in short, do all in 
your power to break up their business. If all 
honest collectors would pursue this course, 
and if all honest publishers would refuse to 
insert advertisements which on their face 
show the dishonesty of the dealer, there would 
in a short time be a scarcity of this unwhol- 
some drug on the stamp market. 

The publishers of this paper intend to fol¬ 
low this rule, and thus practice what we 
preach. No advertisements sent by parties 
who are known by us to be unreliable, will be 
inserted.

We are informed by Tiffany that there were 
28,872,780 of these stamps issued. The prices of 
each denomination of this issue in Scott's 
will be found to be well proportioned to the ap¬ 
proximate number of each issued. It will be 
observed by looking back several years that 
while all of this issue have shown a steady ad¬ 
vance, but one or two values have shown any 
remarkable jump. 

Two very prominent firms have sent out cir¬ 
cular letters offering to pay good prices for 
this stamp in large or small quantities and 
dealers as a rule are refusing to furnish the 
stamp in quantities, soffle claiming they have 
none and are not able to purchase. 

Collectors who arc “up to date” arc making 
a great effort to obtain stocks of them, some of 
them probably in the hopes of making a rich 
find, others from purely speculative motives. 
But whatever the cause may be, it is certainly 
becoming quite a craze, somewhat similar in 
nature to that which we were afflicted with by 
the Columbian set. 

The stamp is to be found in all shades run¬ 
ning from a dark rich green to a very light 
pale color. I believe the dark ones are the 
most uncommon. It is extremely hard to find 
an evenly centered and lightly cancelled spec¬ 
imen, while the stamp in a torn, poorly center¬ 
ed or heavily cancelled condition is quite plen¬ 
tiful. The good specimens are few and far 
between, and it is worth every collector’s at¬ 
tention to see that he has a good specimen 
while they are within his reach. 

Of course those who are holding this stamp 
expecting a bonanza in a phenomenal rise in 
the next year are liable to be disappointed. 
Still, with stamps, as other commodities, are 
governed by tib supply and demand, and at 
present this one is surely in great demand, and 
the supply seems to be too small to supply this 
inordinate demand. 

Be this as it may, it is quite certain that it 
will not decrease in value and who can say but 
what by the time the next catalogue is issued, 
some enthusiast will have found another 
scarce variety. - .

JSotleD ©own. 

A new variety of the 6d blue of Victoria 
(1865! has recently been discovered, the exist¬ 
ence of which has remained unsuspected foi 30 
years. Few stamps have been studied more 
carefully than this, and fully fifteen varieties 
of water-nlark and color are already known. 
The newly-found variation has as a water¬ 
mark a double-lined 2. As only one has ever 
been seen, it is probable that not more than a 
sheet was printed, all told. The explanation 
is supposed to be that once when the Victor.an 
office ran out of paper, and borrowed a supply 
from Tasmania of the double lined 1 and 4 pa¬ 
pers, a single sheet of the other was included 
in the lot, no doubt by accident. It is a quaint 
reflection that this mischance of a generation 
ago, should now be the means of enriching 
any man who happens to find a stamp pro¬ 
duced through it. 


It is exasperating to find unused stamps 
pasted down tight in a collection you have 
purchased. To remove them without injuring 
the gum is quite a_trick. Try this method next 
time: When the paper at back of stamp is lar¬ 
ger than the stamp itself, bathe the other side 
of the paper with luke-warm water a few times, 
then raise the stamp slowly with a pen-knife. 
When the paper at the back is ijmaller than 
the stamp, bathe in the same way (being care¬ 
ful not to get the water on the stamp), then re¬ 
move with the thin blade of a pen-knife, as 
with the other method. 


For detecting water-marks, and removing 
dirt from stamps, deodorized benzine is prefer¬ 
able to the common benzine. As its name indi¬ 
cates, it is perfectly odorless, and it is also 
much freer from the heavier colored oils of 
petroleum than the common benzine. 


It is said that the Belgium Sunday stamps 
have proven failures, and that discontinuance 
is contemplated by the government. These 
stamps have not been used very extensively, 
and a set of them will be of some value in a 
few years. 

The revenue of the Republic of Liberia is 
chiefly derived from the sale of postage stamps.

I am going to give you some of my ideas of 
collecting, so I will use “ I ” considerably. It 
can not be avoided, so I ask your pardon. 

I think there are benefits to be gained from 
the collecting of stamps that can not be as 
easily obtained in any other way. This is es¬ 
pecially true of the geographical knowledge 
that is acquired. It is also largely true of the 
miscellaneous information. This miscellan¬ 
eous knowledge embraces a wide range of sub¬ 
jects, but it is mostly concerning foreign people 
and customs. These remarks apply principal¬ 
ly to general collecting. If one makes a science 
of philately, he gets many of the benefits that 
he would get from studying any other science. 

But the benefits of philately would keep but 
few of us collecting. The true reason why 
most of us collect is because we like to. There 
is a certain pleasure about the collecting and 
studying of stamps that must be experienced to 
be appreciated. No one who has been a true 
collector ever entirely loses his interest in 
stamps. Show your collection to some one who 
has been a collector several years back, and see. 

I began collecting in 1887. Like many others, 
my attention was first drawn to stamps through 
the collecting of postmarks. There are two 
events that I will always remember as the hap¬ 
piest moments of my collecting. The first was 
after I had learned that there was such a thing 
as a stamp dealer and had received my first 
packet of 100 for two cents. The second was 
when I saw my first copy of The Philatelic 
Journal of America. I guess we all have had 
some such experiences. 

For several years I have been gradually trad¬ 
ing my general collection for the stamps of 
special countries. At present I only have 
Great Britain, Chile, France and United States. 

So now I guess I am a specialist. I have .not 
become such because it was the fashion, bin 
because I have collected the minor varieties 
and have disposed of the countries that did not 
interest me. 

To anyone who wishes an interesting coun¬ 
try to specialize on, I would recommend Chile. 

The first issue is much more interesting than 
one would suppose from the catalogue. The 
paper is hand-made, and most of the water¬ 
marks in a sheet differ slightly in shape 
size. I am thinking of getting a number of I blank 
blocks and strips and trying to reconstruct a 
sheet from them. 

Until lately I have never heard of an album 
that suited me. Either the style or the price 
was at fault. I have just made one that is sat¬ 
isfactory. To make this album one must get a 
book with a good binding and of the size you 
prefer. I take the Reports of the Nebraska 
State Board of Agriculture. They are well 
bound and come free. When you get a suitable 
book, h'ave the leaves cut out, leaving stubs. 

The width of the stubs should depend upon the 
weight of the paper that you intend to use for 
leaves. Select the paper you wish for leaves, 
have it cut the right size and paste them to the 
stubs as they are needed. Leave several stubs 
between each two leaves. If you use very- 
heavy paper for leaves, some of the stubs 
should be removed to allow for the extra thick¬ 
ness where the leaf is pasted to the stub. A 
border can can be printed or drawn. 

Such an album has no blank pages, yet a 
page can be inserted any where. One can also

The addresses of some of our collector 
friends in England are of such extreme length 


that the envelope occasionally bears a portion 

of the address on its reverse. “Ernest A. M- 

Care Rev. Arthur G-, The Cottage, Dunmow 

Road. Bishop’s Stertford, Herts, England,” is 
a terror! 

In their own papers, however, the names sub' 
scribed to exchange notices are as a rule 
abbreviated as much as possible. “Smith, Ar¬ 
thur’s Road, etc.,” is one that would provoke a 
smile here, where members of the Smith fami¬ 
ly are so numerous. “Philatelist, 98 Cunning¬ 
ham Road, etc.,” “Dew, Shirley Gardens, etc.,” 
“Homewood, Chichester,” “Stamps, Stockwell 
Road, etc.,” and the like are frequent. 


It is an important historical fact that the 
earliest official information that we possess of 
the introduction of'stamps into Great Britain 
is in connection with duties levied on legal 
documents in times of the Stamp-Act, passed 
in the middle of the eighteenth century. The 
amount of these duties was impressed on 
small pieces of blue paper affixed in a peculiar 
manner to the second page of skins of parch¬ 
ment. A small strip of lead foil was inserted 
through the center of this stamp and the 
parchment to which it was affixed, both ends 
of the foil being brought through to the other 
side of the sheet, when a label containing the 
double monogram G. R. surmounted by a 
crown and the figures “57” and “8,” referring 
to the 57th Act of Parliament of the eighth 
year of the reign of George III, was placed 
over both ends of the lead foil, thus rendering 
the stamp in front available for the one docu¬ 
ment and no other. This style of impressing 
duties on parchment and vellum is still in 
force, the label with monogram bearing the 
double twisted letters V. R. instead. These 
parchments with affixed stamps are to be pur¬ 
chased at the offices of internal revenue. 


Stamps that are frequently overlooked are 
the various Great Britain surcharged “Govt. 
Parcels.” The surcharge is not always dis¬ 
tinct, and these varieties are often found 
among lots of common stamps.

It is the same with oth¬ 
ers and this spoils the pleasure except for ad¬ 
vanced collectors. As albums are now printed 
there is bound to be lots of blank spaces, as 
very few collectors get all the varieties, and 
it is necessary to purchase a new album each 
year if j-ou would have it correspond with the 
standard catalogue. 

Note.— Recently movements have been star¬ 
ted by prominent dealers and collectors to car¬ 
ry out some of the reforms Mr. Pilly suggests. 
A new catalogue and an album have already 
been issued that leave out all of the so-called 
“minor” varieties.— Editor.

Altogether my interest in stamps is greater 
now than when starting, I buy fewer than 
then. It takes too much cash to keep up. 

I think collecting is becoming altogether too 
scientific. Too much time consumed in hunt¬ 
ing for minor varieties, which, when secured, 
are but little noticed by other people. At least 
this is my experience. Why not divide col¬ 
lectors into two classes? Class A: Those who 
collect all the minor varieties, watermarks, 
papers, etc.; Class B: Those who recognize on¬ 
ly the same varieties as were collected ten 
years ago. 

It is my opinion that if onr stamp papers 
would give the latter class more attention 
there would be fewer collectors give up our 
pursuit. Three-fourths of the reading matter 
of our publications is devoted to auction sale 
prices, where few stamps that have sold for 
less than $2.50 are mentioned, descriptions of 
new discoveries of minute varieties, uninter¬ 
esting personal matter, etc. It has been stated 
that out of a million collectors, five per cent 
buy stamps priced above $1.00. Say ten per 
cent do, that leaves ninety per cent who do not 
care to read so much about stamps they do not 
own, and many of which they never will pos- 
Let the papers cater more to the major-

who principally had correspondence wi 
United States and Australia, each boy having 
his particular hunting ground. In this way a 
collection of several hundred stamps was made 
composed chiefly of European countries, Aus¬ 
tralia, United States, Canada, New Brunswick, 
etc. These stamps were firmly gummed into a 
copybook, each country having a page, or a 
part, to itself. The gum we generally used 
was made from gum arabic aud water when re¬ 
quired. I well remember my first “postage 
stamp album,” which was given to me by my 
father, and the work I had transferring and 
gumming in again to the new book. We used 
to clean off the gum from the face of the stamp 
with a damp cloth, theji when a brighter and 
cleaner or better perforated specimen was at¬ 
tained it was pasted over the older one. “Op- 
pen’s Postage Stamp Album” was the name 
and it gave a collector far more information 
than the present style of books. The heading 
of each country was in large letters and under¬ 
neath, continent, ruler, date he or she com¬ 
menced to rule, kind of government,population, 
chief city and population of same, coinage re¬ 
duced to English money, complete heraldic 
description of arms, and flags. Covers were 
of cloth with spaces for inserting extra leaves. 
The book contained about 200 pages hard 
white paper, size about S'AxlO'A inches, and 
all for the small sum of 2s 6d, or 60c. In fact 
it was more of a book for the so-called ad¬ 
vanced collector than a beginner. However 
one learned more about the countries without 
being discouraged by the number and varieties 
of issues. 

In 1883 I came to the United States and de¬ 
termined to be the owner of at least one each 
kind of envelope stamp. So I went to the gen¬ 
eral postoftice in New York city and made my

PESSIMISTS, A VAUNT ! 

It has probably occurred to many that there 
have been an unusual number of changes in 
philatelic business circles this spring. Many 
of our papers have suspended publication; a 
number have changed ownershiji — some of our 
most prominent publications coming under the 
latter class. Several prominent dealers are 
disposing of their stocks preparatory- to with¬ 
drawing altogether; a number have changed 
their location from one city- to another, san¬ 
guine, perhaps, of a better trade in a new field. 
Quite a number of collectors have become, de¬ 
termined to withdraw from philately, and 
their collections have been disposed of in auc¬ 
tion sales or by other methods. What is the 
cause of all these changes? A pessimistic 
friend of ours recently asserted that it was 
the alarming prospects of philately's rapidly- 
approaching decline that led all these people 
dispose of their interests in the pursuit. Re¬ 
garding the matter from a reasonable stand¬ 
point, however, we can not think this true. 
The collectors and dealers we had in mind 
when the comments at the beginning of this 
paragraph were written are all men of the 
highest order of intelligence and good judg¬ 
ment — men to whom the prospects of philately- 
can never have appeared more promising. 
Editorials and articles have appeared in all of 
our contemporaries, bearing on “The Future 
of Philately.” Those writers who are fearful 
that stamp collecting will soon be dead are a 
very- small minority, indeed, and we can truth¬ 
fully say that they are as a rule people of 
worthless judgment. Our friend mentioned 
previously- is a pessimist — nothingclse prompt¬ 
ed him to take such a gloomy view of the out¬ 
look. We are not prepared to state just what 
is causing the unusual number of changes 
mentioned above, to which our attention was 
directed by-the aforesaid pessimist. Perhaps 
it is a mere coincidence that they transpired 
in so short a period. At any- rate, we deem the 
matter of small importance, and not worthy 
of causing any commotion among collectors. 
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THE S. S. S. S. AND GREECE. 

The condemnation of the late Greecian com¬ 
memorative issue by the S. S. S. S. is a very 
foolish proceeding'. These are the most artis¬ 
tic stamps philately has seen for a long time. 
The subjects portrayed on them are all of 
works of art renowned the world over for their 
marvelous beauty and perfection. The stamps 
are not to be withdrawn in a short time, as 
other really speculative issue are, but remain 
on sale for an indefinite period. With these 
two facts in mind, collectors will hardly be 
disposed to regard the pronunciamento. 

Mr. Capen says editorially in The Post-Of¬ 
fice ■, in regard to the inflexible rule of the S. S. 
S. S. to place its ban on all commemorative 
issues, regardless of any redeeming features 
connected with the causes of their issuance : 

“We can not regard such a rule as founded 
on good common sense, and our belief is that 
adherence to it or to any other rule of like na¬ 
ture will interfere with and finally destroy the 
influence of the society. We believe that its 
work is a good thing, and will surely be pro¬ 
ductive of great results if it is carried out in a 
consistent and sensible manner. We do not be¬ 
lieve that the members of this society fail to 
see the difference between such an issue as the 
Columbian and the issues Portugal is making. 
We want the benefit of this knowledge of dif¬ 
ference on their part. We want them to dis¬ 
criminate for the general advantage of collect¬ 
ors. When Greece or any other country makes 
a commemorative issue we wish them to decide 
as to whether the event commemorated is of 
sufficient importance to warrant an issue 
of stamps. If a nation show a disposition to 
go into these issues, as Portugal has, for the 
purpose of money making, it should then be 
placed under the ban of the society and collect¬ 
ors notified of the fact.” 


AN IMPORTANT OFFICE. 

In our opinion, there is no office of a society 
which should be more carefully be more care¬ 
fully guarded against allowing an incompetent 
man to gain than that of the exchange super¬ 
intendent. To properly perform the duties of 
this office, the incumbent should have unlimit¬ 
ed time to the work; should be possessed of 
good business judgment; should be well versed 


in counterfeit detecting; and should be noted 
for his veracity. In the approaching elections 
of the various societies, where the candidates 
will be so numerous, collectors should consider 
well the qualifications of the men before mak¬ 
ing their choice. An incompetent incumbent 
in this office can do more harm and cause more 
trouble than any other officer.

T HE first philatelic convention of the Ne¬ 
braska Philatelic League-as the society 
was then known—was held in Lincoln 
during the state fair of 1892, and was a howl¬ 
ing success, as far as it went. I was president 
at the time and Geo. A. Miller, of Cambridge, 
(Miller has since gone to California) was the 
secretary, and after considerable correspond¬ 
ence between us we decided to call the conven¬ 
tion at the state fair as everybody said they 
would be at the fair and would make it a point 
to be there on the days I had set. As I had 
never met a collector in my life outside of Fre¬ 
mont, I was very anxious to be there and in 
order to be able to identify my brother philat¬ 
elists I had some blue silk badges printed and 
sent them out to the members wno had signi¬ 
fied their intention of being on hand. Mr. 
Wilkinson had just moved to Lincoln from 
Broken Bow and he was the reception com¬ 
mittee. He named the Capital hotel as the 
meeting place and stipulated that all were to 
wear their badges. 

Well, the eventful day came, and with it I 
hied myself to Lincoln with my pockets full of 
duplicates and my little blue badge fluttering 
in the most beautiful autumn breeze that Ne¬ 
braska could produce. I thought to myself 


“what a time I will have with the boys.” My 
first annual address was diligently studied and 
upon my arrival I had expected to be received 
with a brass band and usual accompaniments 
but nary a one showed up. My spirits dropped. 
Here I was a stranger in a strange city; the 
country folk gazing at my bit of blue ribbon, 
and not another in sight. 

I was hustled off to an omnibus by a meek¬ 
eyed hotel runner and taken to the Capital 
hotel where I expected to see the “boys.” Af¬ 
ter regestering and telling the clerk all about 
mv badge and what it was for I took a seat in 
the hotel office and waited for somebody to 
show up. Dinner time came and no one on 
deck. Was I to be the whole thing? After 
dinner and another long and painful wait I 
went out to the fair grounds and saw the fair, 
and tried to improve the time that hung so 
heavily on my hands. I didn’t come to see the 
turnips aud cows, nor the cabbage and binder 
twine men. I came to see stamps and stamp 
men; but I was doomed to disappointment. I 
was the only one at the convention. Aud so it 
ended. I had done my duty and the other fel¬ 
lows had failed. Such is life! 

The next year it was held in Omaha with 
with better success. 

I will tell you about that next time.

Gbc approval Sbeet. 

T HE approval sheet should be laid on the 
shelf. Such is the opinion of the writer, 
be it worth much or little. You ask why. 
A few of the%any reasons may be briefly enu¬ 
merated here: 

Firstly, it requires time and time is money, 
says the sage! and no little’labor to prepare ap¬ 
proval sheets for the market. To be properly 
presented, they should be mounted with hing¬ 
es. The cost of hinges is insignificant, but the 
time consumed in adjus.ing them is no small 
matter. 

Secondly, approval sheets often fall into the 
hands of bad company and are led off into evil 
ways. At least we surmise that such a fate 
overtakes them, as they never return to tell of 
their wanderings. To stop the rounds-of the 
sheet would be to deprive the stamp fraud of 
the privilege of “increasing his store” at the 
expense of others, and the sooner this can be 
done the better. This philatelic paradise has 
surely lived long enough. The relegation of 
the approval sheet will be striking him a de¬ 
served blow. The holiest collector could hard¬ 
ly object to this procedure, so long as stamps 
could be obtainable through packets or price- 

Thtrdly, the approval sheet has often had a 
deleterious effect. A youthful collector re¬ 
ceives a sheet and is immediately fascinated 
with the appearance of the stamps. He has 
not the money to buy, but have the stamps he 
must. Accordingly he stores them away, and 
resolves to remain “mum” ever afterwards. He 
has stolen the “penny in his youth,” and now 
we may expect him “to steal a pound in his 
manhood.” The voice of his guardian angel 
has ceased to be a factor in his life, and he 
drifts on from “bad to worse,” until he has 
reached the realm where “hope is a stranger 
and mercy never comes.” Other reasons 
could be given but space forbids .—Stamp Ltrver.

One of the fundimental principles of every 
stamp society is to admit no one who is not 
trustworthy and reputable. Members are sup¬ 
posed to pay some attention to this, and not 
send in the application of anyone who may be 
willing to join, regardless of whether he is 
known or not, and yet we believe it to be a 
fact that a large majority of our society mem¬ 
bers disregard this, standing ready to act as 
sponser for anyone who requests them to do so 
or whom they have asked to join. With this 
fact staring us in the face, we must certainly 
admit that a collector’s honesty can not be ex¬ 
pected just because he belongs to a society. 

A few years ago all a dealer required 
from a collector as reference was his society 
number—few follow this rule now.

new paper under an old name, in its

Everyone should vote 
for an eastern convention seat for 
1897 and remember that according to 
the rule of alternating between East 
and West that we shall ask the 1898 
“meet" for Omaha. 

Convention time is here and let us 
hope that all differences of opinion 
may be settled by wise counsel and 
that the new year may open auspic¬ 
iously and bright. Let us all work 
harder for the welfare of our society 
in the coming months than we have 
worked before.

a ip hi latelic Crash. 

“Will there be a philatelic crash?” 
is the question in the minds of many 
philatelists at present. Various 
stampic publications occasionally re¬ 
fer to “the downfall of our hobby.” 
But the question to be answered is 
“will there be a crash?” To this we 
answer most assuredly NO! Not so 
long as we philatelists cling together 
and work in the inteiestsof philately. 

That no crash is imminent can be 
assured by the steady growth of our 
societies and ranks in general, by the 
success of so many stamp journals 
and dealers, and also by the manifest 
joy which one derive:.' from his stamps. 

Many collectors declare that the 
rapidly increasing number of varie¬ 
ties of postage stamps, taken together 
with the fast increase in catalogue 
prices will tend much to cause a 
downfall to our Philatelic Empire. 

But such is not the opinion of the 
writer. Is there not a recourse from 
these obstacles? Yes; in specialism. 
No crash crash can ever come upon 
such a strongly built empire as phil¬ 
ately’s. Scarcely a half century old 
and she has tens of thousands of ar¬ 
dent contingents. And each succeed¬ 
ing year sees the addition of hun¬ 
dreds, yes, thousands of new recruits 
to her already replete ranks of follow¬ 
ers. How can such a thing as a crash 
which some pessimistic writers nre- 
dict happen to our thriving Philat- 
' ely? Be not afraid of such a down¬ 
fall for such can never, according to 
present indications, occur; and the 
sooner a few pessimists cease predict¬ 
ing a crash, the better it will be for 
the good of philately.

Commemorative llssucs. 

I may be regarded as a “crank,” but 
I really look upon and collect all com¬ 
memorative issues with delight. I 
have my reasons, certainly, and be¬ 
lieve they are reasonable and good. 

No one will combat the statement 
that, as a rule, a commemorative is¬ 
sue is a work of art, far surpassing 
the ordinary stamps. The designs 
are usually selected from drawings 
submitted to a committee by the best 
artists in the world. The stamps are 
engraved in strict accordance witli 
the design, something that can not 
always be affirmed of the ordinary is¬ 
sue. The printing is done in the best 
possible manner, another fact not al¬ 
ways apparent in ordinary issues. Of 
course the arguments above will not 
apply to all commemorative issues, 
but I think it safe to say that nine- 
tenths of them surpass the ordinary 
issues in design and printing. Of 
course there is a reasoa for this—and 
one which 1 am sorry to admit. The 
country making an issue of this sort 
usually expects to make a consider¬ 
able profit from the sales to collectors. 
In order to realize this expectation no 
pains are spared to have the stamps 
as perfect as possible. 

A commemorative issue is issued to 
“commemorate” some important 
event in a nation’s history, and this 
is my one great reason for collecting 
them. By purchasing them as they 
appear, I soon have in my album as 
as neat a history of great events in 
history as could be attained in any 
way, being instructive and interest¬ 
ing at once. By adding to my com¬ 
memorative issues sets like the U, H. 
1869 issue, wuich portray important 
events in a nation’s history but can 
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not come under the head of a special 
or commemorative issue, and placing 
them in a blank album which I have 
had prepared for this purpose, I have 
a historical collection that for novel¬ 
ty, instructiveness, beauty and gener¬ 
al interest cannot be surpassed. 

1 do not wish to be understood as 
championing the cause of such issues 
as those of the Seebeck type. They 
are not worthy of the consideration 
of any collector. But issues issued in 
commemoration of some event in a 
nation’s history worthy of notice are 
deserving of being collected, to my 
notion, because of the few reasons 
presented in this article. And as 
such, I shall continue to collect them, 
keeping my ‘'historical album” up-to- 
date. ,T. A. Jamesell. 

Cbe S. 5. S. S. Correct. 

Since our last month’s criticism of 
of the ban the S. 8. 8 8. has pi iced on 
the Olympian stamps of Greece, we 
have been shown correspondence and 
had other evidence submitted that 
show conclusively that this issue is 
purely speculative—issued to fleece 
the stamp collector. We had enter¬ 
tained an opinion that the extension 
of the period during which the stamps 
would be sold in place of the regular 
issue was good evidence that the is¬ 
sue was not speculative. although it 
was commemorative, aud as we have 
no objections to make against a series 
of stamps not issued for the sole pur¬ 
pose of gaining revenue from collect¬ 
ors, we felt called upon to remark 
that the 8. 8. 8. 8. was wrong. But 
it has subsequently appeared that the 
decree placing them on sale until Oc¬ 
tober was made because of the fact 
that collectors and dealers have re-

garded the ruling of the 8. 8. S. 8. 
and refrained fiom purchasing auy 
considerable quantity the stamps thus 
disappointing the Greecian govern- 
governmeiit, which undoubtedly ex¬ 
pected collectors to in? est heavily in 
the set, and making it necessary to 
continue their sale in order to realize 
a larger sum to assist in defraying the 
expenses of the Olympian games. A 
statement made by the president of 
the Athens Philatelic Club, published 
in tiie “America:., Journal of Philate¬ 
ly” some time ago certainly admits 
the series is speculative, although he 
is endeavoring to show that it is not. 
He says: 

‘‘The Helenic government has not, 
like some other states, proceeded to 
issue these stamps as a speculation, 
but to help the commission of the 
Olympian games, which had to go to 
considerable expense.” 

The stamps are beautiful and inter¬ 
esting, but collectors who wish to re¬ 
gard principle have and will refuse to 
purchase them. Every issue that is 
boycotted means that we are drawing 
that much nearer to the time when 
the governments of the world will rec¬ 
ognize the tact that stamp collectors 
are not all “suckers,” by any means. 

The fact that the sale of the Olym¬ 
pian set was greatly hurt by the ban 
placed upon it by the 8. S. 8. 8., and 
there is no doubt but what this was 
what caused dealers and collectors to 
boycott the issue so generally, shows 
that this society lias an influence not 
to be despised. Although mauy of 
their decisions may appear unjust, we 
believe that after a careful examina¬ 
tion of the facts in each case is made, 
it will be admitted that their action 
was correct. The Editor.

Even with this guarantee before them 
most collectors are wary, and view a 
specimen of doubtful appearance with 
disfavor, the “guaranteed” being 
deemed of small import.

Do not follow 
the policy of one publication too close¬ 
ly—it may lead you into ruts. Sub¬ 
scribe for some other paper that is 
just as good and be benefitted by the 
change. Keep up your old subscrip¬ 
tion by all means it your purse allows, 
but an occasional change will do you 
good. The perusal of the same paper 
aftpr month for a number of years 
will tend to cause its contents to be¬ 
come just a wee bit dry. Pick out a 
different one occasionally, when your 
subscription to an old visitor expires, 
and if your choice is up to the stand¬ 
ard you will not regret the change. 


What is witnessed every fall—the 
renewed activity and zeal of collectors 
is now beginning. The discussion of 
the causes are left until the spring and 
summer, when such topics are more 
relevant. What is now to be noticed 
is that The Philatelic West desires 
its iriends and dealers to patronize its 
advertising columns. Results, good; 
inducements, numerous. We are un¬ 
able 1o boast of over 5000 circulation, 
but can assert that our circulation is 
choice —and that is more to be de- 
‘desired than a great, number of copies 
distributed among unthinking,unbuy¬ 
ing and unbeleiving collectors. For 


more detailed information on this 
subject, the dealer is referred to pre¬ 
vious numbers, where our statements 
are evinced by good arguments. 


If the much talked of advance in 
U. S. revenue prices does come to 
pass in the next catalogue, the major¬ 
ity of the dealers of this country will 
have a pretty good thing of it, for, 
judging from the advertisements, 
nearly every dealer of any moment 
has a good stock of these stamps. Jusl 
scan the advertising columns of any 
paper, and you will see revenues of 
all issues and grades offered for sale. 
What is to be drawn from this fact? 
It certainly gives rise to some doubt 
in our minds as to whether this pre¬ 
ordained advance is altogether on ac¬ 
count of an unusual demand. When 
ever our leading dealers are all well 
stocked with a certain class of stamps, 
stamps*which have not received their 
share of attention in the past, and it 
is heralded over the country that there 
is to be a tremendous advance in pri¬ 
ces soon, and “buy while you can at 
the appended low prices” circulars 
are sent out. we certainly must be al¬ 
lowed to take the “unusual demand” 
statement cum grano salis, promul¬ 
gated, as it appears to Lave been, or 
iginally by our influential dealers. 

We must not be understood as 
preaching a sermon against these rev¬ 
enues. They are pretty and interest¬ 
ing, with just enough varieties in 
paper and shades to make them inter- 
besting to specialist and non-specialist 
alike. We also believe them to be a 
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good investment, for it must be a 
foregone conclusion that a series of 
stamps issued a number of years ago, 
and now obsolute, must necessarily 
advance in value, for various reasons. 
The point we wish to make is this— 
that in this case a sudden great ad¬ 
vance in prices this winter will not be 
altogether on account of a revival of 
interest and correspondingly increas¬ 
ed demand, but. from conclusions we 
have drawn and formed from various 
sources, will be ultimately found to 
have been a result due in part to tbe 
dealers. _

If a friend questions you in any 
raanner concerning stamps, endeavor 
to get him interested by showing him 
your collection, and describing toe 
various specimens etc. You will sel¬ 
dom fail m your proiect provided you 
pursue the right course. 

Another way in which you can ben¬ 
efit philately is to expose all frauds 
and the like, and to discourage the 
dealers’ custom of sending out unso¬ 
licited lots of approval sheets, and en- 
aeavor to your utmost to discourage 
all inclinations in philatelists towards 
speculation in stamps.

Wants the conventions in 1898. 
Hurrah for Omaha! 
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Canadian Revenues. 

Since the collecting of revenue 
stamps has become so popular it will 
be my intention in this article to take 
up only the issues of Canada and her 
provinces. 

In taste, desigB and color, they are 
far the most beautiful stamps ever is¬ 
sued, for a legitimate purpose. Hav¬ 
ing but few errors, or minor varieties 
they are equally interesting to a be¬ 
ginner or an advanced collector. 

Their uses in all cases were, and are 
similar to our own internal revenue 
stamps. 

The first issue commonly known as 
‘ Bill Stamps” was in 1864, the sec¬ 
ond issue in 1865 and the third and 
last issue in 1869. 

These interesting stamps were in 
continual u-e for 18 years, or until 
1882, when tlie law requiring the col¬ 
lection of this tax was repealed. 

The first issue, 1864 consisted of 
seventeen varieties, all blue, and of 
like design. 

In shape they were almost square, 
being 22x25mm, the dollar values 
somewhat larger. Head of queen 
facing to tne lett in oval 13mm wide, 
perpindicular frame, “Bill Stamp” at 
top 17mm wide, “Canada” below, val¬ 
ue in large numerals at either upper 
corner, and in words at bottom in 
straight line 21mm in length. 

With the 50c value the design was 
slightly changed, having head in octa¬ 
gon 13mm wide, “Bill Stamp” at. top, 
“Canada” below; otherwise the design 
was the same as smaller values. 

This issue was both perforate and 
imperforate. The perforated ones are 


all 13J and most of them had wide 
margins. The paper, in each variety, 
was of a very thm white wove. 

The only error worthy of notice in 
this issue, was the seven cent yalue— 
a few of them being printed “sfven.” 
Genuine copies of this stamp are very 
rar*\ 

In 1865 appeared the second issue, 
consisting of nineteen varieties, var¬ 
ious colors, and designs. This is by 
far the most interesting ot the three 
issues, and being the product of the 
American Bank Note company of New 
York, are perfect specimens of true 
art in printing. No stamp more beau¬ 
tiful can adorn the pages of an album, 
and are true philatelic treasures, of 
which any collector may well feel 
proud to own. 

The paper was both pelure and thin 
white wove. 

The 1, 2, 3. 4, 5, 5.7, 8 and 9c val¬ 
ues were a bright red, pe forated 12. 
They were oblong in shape, 20x25 m 
m Head of Queen to left in oval 16 
mm wide, “Canada Bill Stamp” at 
top in two curved lines, value in 
curved line at bottom 17 mm in length, 
also a large figure just above and at 
either side of oval. 

Beginning with the 10c value, the 
•color was changed to blue, and design 
to that of octagon. The size ot the 
stamp remaining the same, head of 
Queen to left in octagon 16 mm wide, 
“Bill Stamp” at top in double curved 
line.

“Canada” in curved line below, val¬ 
ue in words in straight line at bottom 
and in figures at upper corners. The 
dollar values were somewhat larger, 
10x25 mm„ head of queen to left in 
circle 18 mm wide, “Canada” abovei 
“Bill Stamp” below, value in words at 
bottom in double curved line, also in 
large figures at upper corners, word 
dollars between 9mm in length. 

The dollar values were printed in 
two colors, one dollar red. green cen¬ 
ter; one dollar greeD, red center, two 
dollar red, purple center; three dol¬ 
lar red, blue center. 

The 30c value of the issue was also 
printed in red, but as about one fifth 
the number printed were in this color, 
they are not very scarce, not as much 
so as the 30 and 50c imperforate, 
which are by no means common. 

In 1869 we come to the third and 
last issue of these interesting “Bill 
Stamps.” 

While this issue is attractive as well 
as interesting they by no means com¬ 
pare with the previous issue, either in 
beauty or artistic design. 

The paper was both white wove and 
pelure, very similar to that of the 
second issue. 

This issue had head and shoulder 
profile of queen (with widow’s cap) 


chin resting on band, facing to the 
left in oval topped rectangular frame 
16mm wide. 

Size of stamp same as second issue ? 
20x25mm, perforated 12. 

The 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, and 9c were 
all of same design, “Canada” above in 
curved line, “Bill Stamp” below, val¬ 
ue in words in straight line atboUom* 
also in numerals at either upper cor¬ 
ner. 

With the 10c value the design was 
slightly changed, profile of queen fac¬ 
ing the left in circle 19mm wide. 
“Canada Bill Stamp” above circle, 
value at bottom in straight line. 
Value was also in large figures at 
either end, and just above line of 
value. 

The 1, 2,4 and 8c were printed in 
brown, the 2, 5, and 7c in red orange, 
the 3, 6 and 9c in green, and the 10, 
20, 30, 40 and 50c values in blue. 

The dollar values as in the second 
issue were printed in two colors, one 
dollar blue, black center; two dollar 
red, black center; and three dollar 
green, black center. 

The dollar value of this issue is 
known to exist with inverted medal¬ 
lion but is very rare in this condition. 
While a number may be found in all 
issues with double perforations, im¬ 
perforates, minor varieties and the 
like, they are to be regarded as oddi¬ 
ties more than anything else.

Pertinent Paragraphs. 

By S. Estle Miller. 

The gall of some wholesale stamp 
dealers is unlimited. They issue 
“Wholesale price lists to dealers only” 
and price their stamps at so much per 
tenor hundred, and then advertise 
single stamps elsewhere for the aver¬ 
age puce per ten. Is this not taking 
a decided advantage of the retail 
dealer? In this way he is put m di¬ 
rect competition with the wholesale 
dealer, and is of necessity compelled 
to sell his stamps at cost and lose the 
postage ‘-into the bargain.” But this 
is only “one of many” cute ways of 
doing business. We favor a retail 
dealers protective association. 

A certain philatelic writer sojourn¬ 
ing “beyond the border” denominates 
the “denunciation of philatelic spec¬ 
ulators” as “another chestnut.” In 
opinion it is not so much of “a chest¬ 
nut” after all. Against certain classes 
of speculators I offer no protest. 1c 
is perfectly legitimate to buy stamps 
at the lowest possible price and “hold 
t hem for a rise.” But it is not honest 
business to go about in an effort to 
create false or fictitious values with 
the single thought of “feathering 
your own nest” and “swamping the

Perhaps Nebraska collectors have 
missed our “Nebraska Notes.” Well, 
no notes, no notes—none are sent us, 
so we have none to publish. There is 
undoubtedly much that transpires in 
our state worthy of publication, but 
to get it—“aye, there’s the rub.” We 
cannot print “space fillers”—must be 
newsy, terse and not too old to be 
stale—hence much of that leceived 
we are unable to use. We are still 
open tor assistance in this line—not as 
an object of charity, but for the good 
of our Nebraska fraternity. 


The Young Collector. 


We are contemplating a special ed¬ 
ition for December. Will yon be 
with us? Nothing extraordinary, 
you know, bnt something that will 
pay advertisers. Let us hear from 
you. 


As to our friend the young collect¬ 
or — we have not spoken of him in 
these columns before—but we are de¬ 
cidedly in favor of the movement on 
foot fo pay moie attention to him. 
I he idea of publishing special albums 
and catalogues, for his benefit is, per- 
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liaps, to be commended. We believe, 
however, that a catalogue containing 
every legitimate variety, but with a 
complete and perfectly clear descrip¬ 
tion of the salient points of difference 
between each, would prove just as ac¬ 
ceptable to the young beginner, and 
would be of much greater worth and 
benefit. Seeing the numerous varie¬ 
ties, and from the explanations that 
should there appear, being capable of 
conceiving a clear comprehension of 
the differences, would he not be in¬ 
clined to enter more deeply into phil¬ 
ately and stuht his stamps? One of 
the most frequently mentioned of the 
benefits derived from stamp collecting 
is the immense amount of good the 
collector obtains from the study of his 
stamps—good that is unconsciously 
partaken of and therefore of greater 
value. Can this argument be sus¬ 
tained if the study of the stamp is 
done away with? 

We do not believe in the idea of col¬ 
lecting stamps like buttons or tobacco 
tags—just to be able to say “I’ve a 
thousand varieties,” or “I’ve fiye hun¬ 
dred varieties.” If a stamp of cer¬ 
tain design has Peen in use for a peri¬ 
od covering some years, and at differ¬ 
ent dates during that time changes or 
alterations in perforation, watermark 
or paper have been made, or if the de¬ 
sign is changed or re-touehed, each 
change marking a different issue and 
a different year, why should not the 
collector, be he novitiate or no, pay 
serious attention to these things? As 
the matter now stands, it would cer 
tainly be perpleving to the beginner 
to determine ail these various points. 


But with a radically improved system 
of cataloguing these varieties, where 
the perspicuity and completeness of 
explanations that appear whenever 
necessary is a prominent feature, we 
believe this difficulty will be speedily 
overcome. Certainly no sane man 
desires to encourage any young col¬ 
lector to continue who lacks the sim¬ 
ple intelligence necessary to conceive 
a plain and comprehensive state¬ 
ment of what such and such a variety 
is, and the mode ot distinguishing it. 
Philately cannot pose as willing to 
accept such people. The boy or girl 
collector is all right, and should be 
desired and sought after, but let them 
be started on their careers correctly. 
With our numerous publications— 
magazines hand books, etc.—surely he 
can from the perusal of these gain a 
good idea of the delights open to 
those who take up collecting in the 
manner which we contend should be 
done, and, fortified with a properly 
prepared catalogue, something, by the 
way, that is not only to be desired for 
the beginner’s enlightenment, but also 
for many of the older collectors’ guid¬ 
ance, he will find his road easy to fol¬ 
low. 

We are told that some collectors of 
many years experience are giving up 
this collecting of many difterent va¬ 
rieties of the same stamp, returning 
to the ways of our ancestors. If this 
be true, well and good. But we ven¬ 
ture to say that such men are of 
“small minds” and lack that subtle 
patience and love of study that should 
characterize all true philatelist?. 

Pray let us consider this subject 
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with momentous care, tor it concerns 
to a considerable extent the future of 
philately. Furnish the beginner with 
catalogues prepared as suggested, let 
other collectors who have gained from 
experience give him the benefit of 
their knowledge if necessary, and he 
becomes a most worthy addition to 
our ranks, and is much more likely to 
continue collecting than he who mere¬ 
ly starts out with the idea of securing 
as many different stamps, without re¬ 
gard to detail, as he can, and whose 
advent, alter all, cannot be hailed 
with much delight, unless, perchance, 
by the few dealers whom he enriches 
slightly. It is admitted that the lat¬ 
ter class may become a student after¬ 
wards, but the chances in favor of 
this argument proving true are few. 
Start him correctly —that is what 
should be done, then the terse phrase 
“once a collector, always a collector,” 
can be applicably applied to b : m. 
Onr prominent dealers, collectors and 
publishers who are advocating this 
removal from the sight of the begin¬ 
ner the delicious delights and perma¬ 
nent benefits gained from the study 
of stamps, would do well to concen¬ 
trate their energies towards the 
building up and fostering of these 
things. Do not ask him to descend to 
the level of he who collects unknow¬ 
ingly, being actuated with the mere 
desire to possess number rather than 
knowledge and benefit. 

We doubt if the collectors of any 
other state or locality are as fraternal 
and interested in each other as are 
those of Nebraska. Nebraska cannot 


claim as great a number of collectors 
as eastern states, but all who are here 
are alive to the interests of this local¬ 
ity. Of course the Nebraska Phila¬ 
telic Society—“Nebraska’s Pride”—is 
responsible for mueh of this, Anoth¬ 
er thing that draws the collectors of 
the state more closely together is the 
“Nebraska Philatelic Blue Book,” a 
little work that should be in the hands 
of every collector claiming allegiance 
to the state. We do not feel it is ex¬ 
hibiting an unnecessary amount of 
egotism to assert that The Philatelic 
West has done, and will continue to 
do its share of this work. Originally 
designed for their interests primarily, 
the management still keeps this policy 
in view, and se far the results have 
been very flattering. Just one word 
to the members of the N. P. S.—are 
your dues paid up, or are you allow¬ 
ing yourself to fall in arrears? Don’t 
allow yourself to drop out of our lit¬ 
tle world—and a withdrawal from our 
society means this to a certain extent. 
So far, our members have not experi¬ 
enced any of the troubles caused by 
unduly heated elections, exorbitant 
dues and incompetent officers, and we 
are sanguine that they never will. Be 
one of us—try and induce others to 
join. 

The Approval Sheet. 

In a previous number of The Phil¬ 
atelic West, “Stamp Lover” discussed 
the evils of the approval sheet. Ad¬ 
mitting that there are evils, are there 
not many good points connected with 
this system of sale? I think so. 

I believe the apprqyal sheet is one 
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of the most “up-to date” things of 
stamp collecting. Suppose, now, that 
there were no approval sheets, how 
would the collector in some of the out- 
of-the-way places get his stamps? Of 
course he can buy packets, and at the 
same time get a lot of stamps he does 
not want and probably cannot make 
use of unless he does considerable ex¬ 
changing. He can also order from 
dealers’ lists of sets, and the same 
trouble is found as with the packets. 
He can, it his collection is well ad¬ 
vanced, order sepaiate stamps, but, as 
dealers’ time is worth so much money 
they probably will not fill a list unless 
worth about twenty-five or thirty dol¬ 
lars. What is left for him to do? “Get 
some approval sheets,” involuntaiily 
comes to your lips. Certainly, any 
, dealer who wants trade will send you 
soma if vou are known to him, and if 
otherwise will do so if you send him 
references or a small cash deposit. 
And when this course is taken how 
and why should the receiver store 
them away and keep “mum?” He 
has given reference oi his cash deposit 
and so he will gain little if anything 
by this way of doing his business, 
which I think would not be found, or 
at least ought not, in a person compe¬ 
tent of being a philatelist. If a per¬ 
son once gets sheets and never returns 
them it is usually the fault of the 
dealer by either sending the sheets 
ithout being asked to do so, or not 
aving been careful to get references, 
r getting them and not examining 
ibenri to see if they are good or worth¬ 
less. A person who is not upright in 


his dealings should be excluded from 
the philatelic world. By all means 
let us have the approval sheet.

other fellow.” Such business, any¬ 
where and everywhere, is nefarious. 
Who believes that the broker’s busi¬ 
ness at the stock exchange is surfeited 
with legitimacy ? Very few people, 
indeed. And where’s the difference 
between the speculator at the stamp 
mart and a speculator at the stock ex¬ 
change? Rightly viewed, the cru¬ 
sade against a certain class of statnpic 
speculators, may not be so much of “a 
chestnut” after all. 

Then I find an illusion to another 
“chestnut”—the article on “advice to 
beginners.” I do not wish to be un¬ 
derstood as making a plea for more of 
such articles. I am no Oliver Twist 
here at least. But allow the question 
—were such articles ever timely? If 
so, why not “now,” as well as “then?” 
Are there not beginners in the ranks 
all times? Are there no recruits en¬ 
tering at the present day? Then is 
philately in a deplorable condition, 
and there is truth in the statement 
that “the boy trade is dying out.’’ If 
such be the actual condition, may it 
not be due to this very fact that the 
many papers nave closed their doors 
to all articles written tor beginners? 
To capture and hold the young we 
must give them matter suited te their 
age and mental reach. Don’t grow 
exclusively technical and scientific. 
The young idea can’t reach it.

BOILED DOWN. 

Original and Otherwise. 

A prominent dealer of San Francis¬ 
co recently made a find of revenues, 
the catalogue value being $17,665.00, 
and none under five cents each were 
removed from the documents. At the 
rate U. S. revenues have been un¬ 
earthed during the last year, the mar¬ 
ket price cannot consistently advance 
a great deal this winter, as is con¬ 
fidently expected and hoped by many. 

Spanish stamps issued in 1875 all 
bear on the back a number printed 
in blue within a white square, the 
square being inclosed within a frame 


of faint dons, this being surrounded 
by a border of wayv lines. The num¬ 
ber is different on every stamp in the 
sheet, making 100 varieties on each 
sheet for those who go in for such va¬ 
rieties. 

An English firm, so, we are inform¬ 
ed, has made a “find” of Nova Scotia 
remainders aggregating 200,000 sets, 
and the 8f cent stamp has already 
dropped to $1.75, and the others pro¬ 
portionately with the exception of the 
5 cent blue, which was the one value 
missing from the find. 

The gum on each stamp of the Lee¬ 
ward Islands is carefully examined by 
advanced specialists to determine 
what plate the stamp belongs to. 

The Philadelphia party is still en¬ 
deavoring to dispose of nis $2.00 Col¬ 
umbians at 15 per cent below face 
value. 

An odd point about the internation¬ 
al postal system is that registered let¬ 
ters may be recalled by the senders at 
any time before they are actually de 
livered. Not long ago a German bank 
sent securities representing a large 
sum of money to a firm in New York 
city. Soon afterward the bank learn¬ 
ed that the New York firm was in¬ 
solvent and on the point of bankrupt¬ 
cy, the news being received by cable. 
A cable message was sent without de¬ 
lay to intercept the securities on their 
arrival at New York, and the regis¬ 
tered letter containing them was re¬ 
turned unopened to the bank. Great 
Britain, however, does not permit this 
privilege, holding that when a person 
has mailed a letter, it must be consid¬ 
ered the property of the addressee. 

Hanover, or Hannover, as it is 
spelled in German, is pronounced 
with the accent on the second sylable.

CANADIAN REVENUES. 

S. P. HUGHES. 

Began in October Number. 

NOVA SCOTIA. 

In 1869 the Canadian government 
surcharged the then current Bill 
Stamps “N. S.”—in large black capi¬ 
tals—for use in the province of Nova 
Scotia. With the exception of the 
dollar values, the surcharge was near 
the tup, on these near the bottom of 
stamp. The dollar values of these 
stamps are very rare, and are lacking 
in many collections. The paper of 
course being the same a» preceding 
issues, the entire set consisting of 18 
values and 36 varieties. 

“weights and measures.” 

In 1876 a new variety of revenues 
were issued, and from their use are 
called Weights and Measures. The 
entire issue consisted of eleven values, 
andoveradozen varieties. The stamps 
were of a much different design of any 
revenue yet issued, being 22x55 mm. 
in size. In the center of the stamp is 
a blank space 11x18 mm. in which the 
registered number is printed, in either 
red or blue, as the case may be. This 
registered number is sometimes found 
printed across the top of stamp. 

Word “weights” in straight line 
above frame surrounding blank space, 
“measures” just below, value in figures 
in lower part of stamp enclosed in 


Number 6. 


oblong frame 4x11 mm. surrounded 
by irregular frame of fine scroll 
engraving. In 1887 a variety of this 
stamp appealed printed in red, that 
had neither number nor value. I dc 
not believe it was ever used, as I have 
neither ever seen or heard of a used 
copy. 

These “Weights and Measures” as 
well as most ot the following stamps 
were engraved and printed by the 
“British American Bank Note Co.” of 
Montreal, and are still in use. 

“gas inspection.” 

“Gas Inspection” stamps were first 
issued in 1876, and as far as I know, 
are at. pre>ent exactly the same design 
as those issued for use twenty years 
ago. The stamps are used by “3as 
inspectors” and affixed to the certifi¬ 
cates given gas companies, as to the 
quality of gas they manufacture. 
These are of the same design as 
“Weights and Measures,” even in 
regard to size and perforation. 

They at e printed in blue and consist 
of nine values: 5 cents, 25 cents, 50 
cents, SI 00, S1.50, 12.00, $3.00, $4.00, 
$5 00, $10.00. 

The registered number is printed in 
red across the middle of the stamp. 

“Electric Light Stamps” or “Inspec¬ 
tion” proper have just been issued. 

The design is the same as the two 
preceding stamps, and consist of seven 
values all printed in red. The regis¬ 
tered number is printed is blue across 
center of stamp. 

The values are 25 and 50 cents, 
$1.00, $2.00, $3.00, $5.00 and $10.00.

Original and Otherwise. 

The Spanish 4 cuartos of 1864, rose 
on flesh-colored paper, is said to have 
been found p erforated 12 f. 

The Philatelic Exhibition booked for 
London in 1897 promises to eclipse 
all previous efforts in this direction. 

The only time when the U. S. varied 
the rule of having the busts of its 
departed statesmen on its stamps was 
in the 1869 issue. 

J. B. Moens, a prominent dealer of 
Belgium, confines his business to the 
mail only, refusing to transact it in 
any other manner. 

There have been 1,625,000 stamps 
printed in Ban Marino during the past 
nineteen years. The population of 
this interesting country is about 8000. 

The stamp to “commemorate” the 
Brussels Exposition of 1897 is out. It 
measures 35 mm. by 24 mm., has a 
perforated Sunday label and has a 
face value of ten cents. 

The following French stamps are 
being called in and their issuance is to 
be discontinued: 75 centimes adhesive 
stamp, 5 centimes large size and 15 
centimes small size envelopes, 3 cen¬ 
times stamped wrapper and 60 centime 
and one franc postage due. 

The latest feature of a stamp society 
is the “Grand Stamp Lottery,” started 
by the Bombay Philatelic Society. 
Each member supplies a packet of 
stamps, and then some kind of a draw¬ 
ing is held, wherein some get good 
prizes, while others get left. 


Every ship that carries the mails 
across the ocean has a completely 
equipped postoffice. Though crowded 
into small space it is provided with 
everything of importance that is to 
be found in a postoffice on land. The 
clerk in charge is the postmaster of 
the sea postoffice. On an average trip 
he has to sort 75,000 letters and in 
addition the contents of perhaps fifty 
bags of printed matter. 

Only two issues of stamps were ever 
declared obsolete by the department.. 
They were the issues of 1847 and 1851. 
When the war came, the department 
had no means of getting at the post¬ 
masters in the seceded states, and 
making them surrender the large 
stock of stamps which they had on 
hand. The only way to prevent their 
use was to put out another issue, and 
declare all the old stamps valueless. 
This was done in 1861. All stamps 
issued since that time are as good 
today as on the day they were printed. 

The sea postoffice on board a ship of 
the North German Lloyd line, such as 
the Elbe, has two clerks, one an 
American and the other a German. 
On the voyage to Europe the ship is 
called a United States German post- 
office, and is under the direction of the 
American clerk. On the way back it 
is termed a Deutsch-Amerikanisch 
postoffice and is under the charge of 
the German clerk. The latter is quite 
an impressive personage, wearing a 
uniform of blue with brass buttons 
and a sword. The American clerk has 
no such distinctive costume or regalia, 
but only a regulation cap.

The catalogue of a 
large sale is circulated extensively, and 
a good advertisement therein would 
certainly prove profitable to the dealer, 
besides yielding some remuneration to 
the publisher. 


The perpetrators of the famous 
“philatelic” murder of Paris have at 
last received their just dues, one being 
sentenced for life and one for three 
years. _ 

R. W. French says: “We get enough 
replies from our ad. in The Philatelic 
West to lead us to believe your circu¬ 
lation is an honest one — more than I 
can say for many of the others.” 

Send us an ad. for our January 
number. Ads. in the Philatelic West 
are always profitable—in a special 
number they are sure to be a good 
thing. Ask our business manager for 
particulars. 

We notice that our style of heading 
“In the interests of philately and the 
Nebraska Philatelic Society” is being 
copied or imitated by several of our 
esteemed contemporaries. Comment is 
unnecessary. 

Holders of Denmark stamps will 
have no cause for grumbling over the 
prices in the 57th catalogue. Many of 
the early issues have advanced con¬ 
siderable. Early issues of Cuba have 
also gone up. 

Advertisers who wish to get in on 
the ground floor in our big January 
number are invited to address the 
business manager. We are going to 
depart from the usual routine slightly. 
Instead of raising the price, we intend 
to make it reasonable enough to make 
it an inducement for dealers to contract 
for space. This applies, of course, only 
to advertisements of a reasonable size. 
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What is the cause of so many resip- 
nations being made in the American 
Philatelic Association? Nineteen in 
one week looks bad. And what.’s more 
to be regretted the applications for 
membership are not coming in fast 
enough' to offset this exodus. 

The “U. S. Bov's Paper,” as the 
Philatelic Record dubs our new paper, 
is meeting with much adverse com¬ 
ment We cannot be in sympathy 
with this idea of encouraging the 
beginner to collect in an unintelligent 
impractible manner, and have so 
stated, and can see no benefit to come 
from this new paper. 

‘‘Two cents for each ounce or frac¬ 
tion thereof” is the rate charged for 
first-class mail matter. Letters are 
occasionally seen bearing three cents 
postage. This amount can not be 
correct, as it should be two cents, four 
cents, six cents, etc. This fact par¬ 
tially accounts for the scarcity of the 
three cents due stamps. 

It is rumored that philatelic litera¬ 
ture collectors are considering the 
formation of a society or combination 
to prevent the issue of the various 
small papers having no value to 
collectors and apparently likely to die 
after the first few numbers We would 
suggest that its promoters term it 
“The Pool for the Prevention of Poor 
Philatelic Papers,” thus making it a 
rival of the S. S. S. S. 


English papers are commenting on 
two new orders issued from headquar¬ 
ters to colonial postmasters. The first 


order pertains to the practice of post 
marking stamps to order, and the 
postmasters of the several colonies are 
ordered to desist at once. The other 
instruction prohibits the sale of more 
than $25 worth of stamps of the same 
value at a time to any stamp dealer. 
This last is a good example of some of 
the foolish ideas of the British depart¬ 
ment, and, if enforced, will cause much 
inconvenience to collectors in general. 
We understand, however, that it is 
not likely to be put into operation. 


This is an age of abbreviations. In 
every line of business the practice of 
dispensing with unnecessary words 
and letters is rapidly becoming more 
common. Among stamp collectors this 
is particularly noticeable. The use of 
“U. S.” and “Foreign” for “U. 8. 
Stamps” and “foreign Stamps” is 
reserted to by all. “Perf.” for Perfo¬ 
rated* “Imperf” for Imperforated, 
“Wmk” for Watermark, etc., are fre¬ 
quently met with. The compilers of 
auction sale catalogues find their space 
limited and we find “N. E.” when they 
desire to call attention to the upper 
left hand corner of the stamp they are 
describing, “N. W.” for upper right 
hand corner, etc. Signs are commonly 
used to designate a used or unused 
stamp, cut square or entire envelope, 
perforation and watermarks. To the 
un-initiated, the pages of a modern 
auction sale catalogue are as a sealed 
book, as far as understanding them 
goes. 


Many and various are the methods 
employed by collectors to get the 
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current U. S. The usual way is by 
personal solicitation of firms having a 
large correspondence. Another way is 
to pay the office boy a small sum for 
all stamps he secures. The latest 
thing in this line, to which our atten¬ 
tion was recently called, is to negotiate 
with the janitors of office buildings, 
paying them so much per hundred for 
each value. This is the best way we 
have yet heard of, as the janitor 
usually empties the waste baskets and 
has a very good opportunity to secure 
stamps in quantities. The collector 
starting the scheme sent circular letters 
to the janitors of the various buildings 
where stamps were likely to be found, 
stating what he wanted and asking for 
an interview if the party to whom the 
letter was addressed became interested 
in the matter. A schedule of prices 
allowed was then furnished, and 
arrangements made to call for the 
stamps once a week, payment being 
forthcoming upon delivery. After a 
month devoted to making arrange¬ 
ments, the collector’s labors were easy. 
Properly managed, this method will 
bring in hundreds of specimens, and 
at a considerable less expense than 
where they are purchased of collectors, 
and many of the higher values will 
often be picked up. 

FASHIONS IN STAMPS. 

Stamp collectors are in a measure 
like the women of fashion—it needs 
but for some one to start a new fad, 
and they all zealously take after the 
originator or originators. I say all 
advisedly, but many collectors are 
certainly very like unto a flock of 


sheep, following a leader with much 
devotion. 

A few years ago it was Mexican 
revenues—an influential firm secured 
control of the bulk of the old issues, 
and by issuing special albums and 
catalogues and advertising extensively 
managed to create quite a boom. But 
where are Mexican revenues now? I 
know of one collector who invested 
quite a sum in these stamps and has a 
very nice lot of them, but they are now 
worth but a fraction of the amount 
expended for them. This same craze 
is frequently met with. Some country 
or group of countries, or some partic¬ 
ular issue of a country suddenly 
becomes popular and collectors all 
engage in a wild scramble to secure 
specimens, paying exoi'bitant prices to 
secure coveted specimens, so far does 
their fanatic zeal lead them on. And 
after the boom has bursted—then 
indeed have they cause to ask the slang 
question, “where are we at.” Like the 
boom of a new western town—once 
the excitement has died down and 
people have regained their sober senses, 
the fictitious values must drop to their 
true value, leaving those who invested 
“holding the sack”—and often an 
empty one at that. 

Much has been said on this topic— 
it forms a good question for the space- 
filler to take up. But in my opinion, 
the evil of these fads should be 
kept before collectors until they 
desist in their mad attempts to keep 
up with every new one that comes out. 
To engage in a new line of collecting, 
or take up a new country or emission 
that has become popular is admissable, 
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but we should not allow our zeal to 
carry us too far. Secure new varieties 
but do not pay high prices; the unusual 
demand causes them to advance. Wait 
until they come down to their proper 
level, as they surely will. 

The favorite this winter will be 
U. S. Revenues. Collect them care¬ 
fully, understandingly and economic¬ 
ally. Do not reach out. for it like a 
drowning man would grasp for a life 
preserver; pay a reasonable price or 
let it go. 

These are my ideas on the subject. 
Let us hear from some one else.

EXCHANGING EXTRAORDINARY. 

In the present advanced stage of 
philately, when the statement is made 
that anything, from an article of 
wearing apparel to a town lot, may be 
obtained in exchange for stamps, it 
provokes no unusual comment. 

A careful observation of the ex¬ 
change columns in our papers pub¬ 
lished in the last two years reveals 
many interesting facts. One of the 
most amusing was an advertisement 
that appeared some time ago in a now 
defunct stamp paper, wherein the 
proprietors of a boarding-house in an 
eastern city desired to give board for 
periods of a week, month or year for 
collections of stamps. 

Have you a desire to till the soil of 
the balmy south? You can obtain five 
acres of Florida land if you have such 
a thing as a “dealer’s outfit’’ of suffi¬ 
cient value to offer in exchange. If 
you are thinking of taking a course of 
study in some university, do not 


unwisely squander your hard-earned 
money for the scholarship. If you will 
give up your collection, you may 
receive in turn a three-years’ tuition 
in a prominent western college, this 
offer being made by a member of the 
college’s faculty. 

Are you out of work or dissatisfied 
with your present position and desir¬ 
ous of changing your location? A 
pleasant position in a stamp dealer’s 
office is offered to you, providing you 
will turn into your prospective em¬ 
ployer’s stock your accumulation of 
duplicates, to aggregate to a certain 
value. If you are of a fastidious turn 
of mind, and wish a new suit of clothes 
or an overcoat made in the latest 
fashion, a tailor in the east offers to fit 
you out in exchange for U. S. stamps 
for his collection. What an oppor¬ 
tunity for some unfortunate who has 
perchance, an over - abundance of 
stamps, and a lack of clothes. 

Anyone who has became satiated 
with all the delights of Philately, has 
became troubled with ennui in connec¬ 
tion with his stamps, and wishes to 
take up some other hobby, may, with¬ 
out. difficulty, be equipped in whatever 
hobby he may choose, be it bird’s eggs, 
coins, post-marks, autographs, old 
books, curiosities, or anything that is 
collectable. 

An amusing advertisement recently 
appearing in an English paper was 
that of a collector who wished to 
exchange for “old Chromos of the 
Liebig’s Meat Extract Co.” 

We doubt not that if you need any¬ 
thing procurable, you can get it if you 
are possessed of an assortment of good 
stamps.

ORIGINAL AND OTHERWISE. 

The handling of stamps should 
always be carefully done and only 
when the hands are perfectly clean; 
especially is this true in the case 
of unused stamps, which generally 
have a glossy finish, which repeated 
handling tends to destroy, as well 
as many delicate colors. In the 
case of rare stamps tweezers should 
be used, as by their use soiling or 
tearing is reduced to a minimum. 
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One of the disadvantages which 
English collectors labor under is in 
having a penny as the unit of value 
in ordering common stamps from 
catalogues. Prominent dealers are 
considering the advisabilitj^ of cat¬ 
aloguing stamps at V^d, instead of 
Id.

The portrait on the Argentine 5c 
slate violet, is that of Higinio. This 
is one of several Latinized forms 
which the name O’Higgins has* 
taken in several parts of South 
America. It was not so long ago 
that the whole civilized world was 
reading with bated breath the story 
of one of the great naval fights of 
modern times, in which the princi¬ 
pal combatant was the Chilian iron¬ 
clad “O’Higgins.” One of the larg¬ 
est provinces in Chili bears the same 
melodious name. It has been the 
appellation of more than one soldier 
or politician prominent in the revo¬ 
lutions of these republics; and in 
the shape of Higinio, softened for 
Paraguayan tongues, it presumably 
represents an individual of the same 
redoubtable tribe. 

A prominent collector of England 
is authority for the assertion that 
English collectors are less prone to 
collect the stamps of their own 
country than Americans.

Norway stamps issued from 1872 
to 1878 have a post-horn delicately 
shaded with fine curved sidewise 
lines.

IN CYNICAL MOOD. 

We have heard of collectors who 
occasionally inclosed a stamp in 
letters of inquiry, but we must con¬ 
fess we regard with suspicion the 
tale recently circulated regarding a 
man who religiously incloses a 
stamped addressed envelope in each 
one of his letters. Such a man 
should not lack for correspondents. 

A dealer advertises “well mixed 
Continentals” for only 25 cents per 
thousand. We suppose that his 
wholesale lots of trash are so re- 
ligiousty “mixed” before the packets 
are made up that the German and 
English and Italian and French 
issues worth as much as a few cents 
per million are given in equal quan¬ 
tities in each packet. These cheap 
packets afford the dealer his only 
opportunity of disposing of his 
rubbish, and he must make the most 
of it; the poor collector must be be¬ 
guiled into purchasing by assuran¬ 
ces that the packet contains stamps 
“of unequalled value,” “well mixed,” 
“just the thing for ‘traders’,” etc. 
Heaven protect the boy collector 
from the omnivorous dealer, who 
advertises cheap packets of impos¬ 
sible value. 

We might give the critics the 
pleasant task of declaring us guilty 
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of plagiarism by publishing the 
following as original, but we know 
they would take too much pleasure 
in such work. We cannot give credit 
to any philatelic paper for it, how-' 
ever. In fact we are unable to state 


who is the genuis who wrote it or 


where it first appeared. But here it 
is—it fits our case exactly: 


“If you have frequent fainting spells, 
accompanied by chills, cramps, bunions, 
chilblains, epilepsy and jaundice, it is a 
sure sign you are having bad health and 
are liable to shuffle off this mortal coil at 
any moment. Die with a clear conscience 
by paying up your arrearages and sub¬ 
scribing for this paper for a year or two in 
advance.”

“SUPREME COURT STAMPS.” 

These are the stamps that are not 
only the largest but the most beau¬ 
tiful of all Canadian Revenues. The 
set consists of six values, 10 cents, 
20 cents, 25 cents, 50 cents, $1.00 and 
$5.00, all printed in blue. Thej r first 
came into use in 1870, and are still 
used. In size they compare with 
our high value revenues, being 
35x75 mm. in size. The value is 
expressed in figures across top and 
bottom in an oblong frame, also in 
words at bottom of stamp. Queen’s 
head facing to left in circle 15 mm. 
wide, above circle word “Canada,” 
below “Law Stamp.” Between the 
circle and scroll at bottom is the 
registered number in red. 

“LAW STAMPS.” 

The Canadian Law Stamps, taken 
as a whole, rank with any of the 
preceding revenues, both as to 
engraving and artistic printing. 
These " Law Stamps” are at present 
still in use in most of the provinces, 
and are quite common. The}* are 
used to documents filed bj f the 
court, summonses, etc., etc. The 
provinces to first issue “L,aw 
Stamps” were Manitoba, New 
Brunswick,British Columbia, Que¬ 
bec, and Ontario. The first Law 
Stamps were issued in Ontario in 
1864, and are known as “Upper Can¬ 
ada” stamps. The set consisted of 
15 values, all similar design: large 
figure of “Justice” blindfolded, 
holding a pair of balances in right 
hand, in left a large sword pointing 
downward. Frame surrounding

figure is rectangular with oval top, 
17x32 mm. Word “ Canada ” down 
right side of stamp, Law Stamp at 
left, both being surrounded by an 
ornamental scroll work. Just above 
the figure of Justice is a blank 
space for the surcharge which is 
either “C. F.” (Consolidated Fund), 
“F. F.” (Fee Fund), or “L. S.” (Law 
Society). These surcharges are 
printed “C. F.” in blue, “F. F.” in 
yellow and “L. S.” in brown. 

At the upper corners of stamp is a 
frame inclosing the large figure of 
value, and just between in words 10 
mm. long, also at bottom of stamp in 
frame 25 mm. in length, is the value 
again represented in words. The 5, 
10, 20, 30, 40, 50, 60, 70, 80, 90 cent and 
$1.00values were all printed in green, 
the 2,3,4 and 5 dollar values having 
the figure of Justice printed in black. 

“ONTARIO LAWS.” 

In 1870 the previous stamps went 
out of use, and were superseded by 
“Ontario Laws,” consisting - of four¬ 
teen values and twenty-eight varie¬ 
ties. The first set was printed in 
carmine, the second in Vermillion. 
The design very similar to preceding 
stamps somewhat smaller, per¬ 
haps—being 28x44 mm. in size, per¬ 
forated 12. The figure of Justice in 
this issue was not blindfolded. “ On¬ 
tario Law Stamp” above frame- in 
two curved lines, value in figures at 
lower corners, “Cents” between, also 
in curved line 10 mm. in length. 

“BRITISH COLUMBIA.” 

According to an act of parliament 
in 1879, British Columbia fell in line, 
and issued a set of Law Stamps, 
consisting of four values. This first 
set was printed in blue, and con¬ 
sisted of a 10, 30, 50 cent and $1.00. 
The design was very similar to the 
preceding stamps, the only real dif¬ 
ference being in the color. In 1886 
the 10c stamp was printed in black, 
then in 1889 the 30c in red, and the 50c 
in brown, the dollar value remaining 
the same as when first issued.

We notice in Mekeel’s Weekly 
Stamp News, dated December 3d, in 
‘‘California Notes,’’ that “K. Narca’’ 
takes a position regarding the late 
outcry against minor varieties 
which we must commend, inasmuch 
as it agrees with previous editorials 
we have presented on the subject. 
We are of the opinion that the 
stamp-collecting public will come 
to its senses about this thing some 
day, and if the “boy collector,” now 
verv much in evidence, wishes to 
paj T attention to such details as 
watermarks, dies, papers, and such, 
he will be allowed to do so in peace, 
and, perchance, even be assisted in 
his labors. 


The non-appearance of “Official 
Seals” in the new catalogue doubt¬ 
less surprised many, and probably 
rather unpleasantly, too, for with 
their removal from the catalogue 
their value is almost certain to 
decrease. One prophet has already 
ventured to assert that fifty cents 
will be their market value within a 
year. This will make those who 
paid anywhere near the old cata¬ 
logue price for specimens feel in¬ 
clined to be a bit discouraged, and 
justly, too, for what collector likes 


In the same issue of the above- 
mentioned paper S. B. Hopkins 
reviews The Philatelic Literaturist, 
and makes use of the opportunity 
to dub literature collectors as 
“accumulators of stamp papers.” 
We are rather glad that we do not 
collect philatelic literature, for we 
should dislike being alluded to as 
an “accumulator.” 

We must commend the plan of 
marking the date purchased and 
price paid on the back of the stamp, 
or, if preferred, upon the hinge 
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which attaches it to the album 
page. Such a system forms a valu¬ 
able reference and well repays the 
collector who takes the time to so 
mark his specimens. New mounts 
recently advertised have provision 
made on their backs for such work, 
and should meet with favor. 

How our ideals fall! Men whom 
we held in considerable esteem and 
regarded as worth}’- of any confi¬ 
dence exposed as frauds and thieves. 
We have in mind recent occurrences 
in one of our leading societies, 
where one man was expelled for 
nothing less than thievery from the 
exchange books of the society. This 
man is well known in stamp circles, 
and previous to this occurrence was 
regarded as perfectly reliable, but 
now collectors must recognize their 
error. Such things lead us to won¬ 
der who can we trust and who must 
we cast suspicious glances upon in 
these days of wholesale thievery. 
Temptations beset the collector 
upon all sides, and even the most 
upright are liable to err. It is only 
a matter of time until the dishonest 
are exposed, but how much damage 
the}- may do before they are found 
out. A man may enter into philately 
and in a few years build up a repu¬ 
tation and establish himself as 
honest and reliable. Dealers will 
accommodate him and collectors 
place confidence in him. Then he 
is in a position to do inconceivable 
damage in a few short months, both 
to the pocketbooks and stocks of 
the dealers and collectors. Thus 
are our idols destroyed. 


Well, the long expected has hap¬ 
pened. The Daily Stamp Item, be¬ 
loved child of an office cat, has 
expired. Considerable credit is due 
the Messrs. Mekeel for their fair 
trial of the merits of such a publi¬ 
cation. We have our doubts as to 
whether any other firm or individ¬ 
ual could or would have persisted 
as long. Peace to its ashes! 

From all reports our dealers do 
not appear to be purchasing old 
collections with any great avidity. 
A collector recently desired to dis¬ 
pose of his collection, numbering 
4,(XX) varieties, and met with curt 
refusals from five different dealers, 
the sixth man to whom lie offered 
it only taking it at a ruinously low 
figure, declaring then that he would 
lose money on the transaction. Per¬ 
chance the dealers have leagued 
together and agreed to refuse to 
purchase collections, thus compel¬ 
ling the collector to keep his collec¬ 
tion, or to refuse to sell it for the 
low offers small, dealers might ten¬ 
der him. 

The publishers of this paper have 
not caught the premium fever that 
seems to have attacked some of our 
esteemed contemporaries so severe¬ 
ly that it has caused them to make 
wonderful offers to new subscribers. 
We do not understand how collect¬ 
ors can think well of the man who 
will offer a set or packet of stamps 
“catalogued at $1.50” and a year’s 
subscription for 25 cents. I low any 
sensible collector can allow himself 
to be taken in in this manner is 
beyond our ken. We have offered. 
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it is true, hand-books and advertis¬ 
ing space for new subscribers, but 
our eagerness to enlarge our sub¬ 
scription lists have never, and, we 
hope, never will lead us to make 
transparent offers of the same char¬ 
acter as the one above mentioned. 
It certainly must appear reasonable 
to advertisers that a publication 
whose subscribers are composed of 
that class of collectors who hasten 
to take advantage of such offers is 
not the advertising medium from 
which they can expect the best 
results; such collectors belong to 
one of two classes; they either de¬ 
sire the earth with a fence around 
it, and the dealer would make small 
profit in his transactions with them, 
or they belong to the unintelligent, 
aimless class whom the unscrupu¬ 
lous could dupe, perchance, but 
with whom the honest dealer would 
not wish to do business.

“THE DECADENCE OF PHILATELY.” 

Despite the fact that recent arti¬ 
cles going the rounds of the news¬ 
papers, stating that philately or 
“stamp-collecting” is “rapidly dying 
out” and “will soon be but a mem¬ 
ory,” etc., etc., have been alluded to 
'in our philatelic publications as 
false and unreliable, we know of 
at least two cases wherein said arti¬ 
cles “took effect,” as it were, and two 
collectors were ready to dispose of 
their stamps. They had became 
possessed of a great fear that jirices 
were going to drop, inspired, no 
doubt, by just such articles as those 
mentioned above, and were endeav¬ 
oring to sell their collections before 


the anticipated lowering of prices 
came. Happily, those whom they 
approached soon caused them to 
perceive the fallacy of such stories, 
and now they are glad, no doubt, 
that they retained their albums. It 
seems to be a queer but unexplain¬ 
able fact that the American people 
are always ready, aye, eager, to be¬ 
lieve newspaper stories regarding 
the decline of philately, crimes re¬ 
sulting from either the criminal or 
victim being a collector, and other 
trash of a like nature, but articles 
anent philatelic prosperity, finds of 
rare stamps, benefits and pleasures 
of collecting, values, etc., are regard¬ 
ed with suspicion and received with 
scorn, as a rule. We believe that it 
were far better for those interested 
in stamps to make some kind of an 
effort to stop such business as this, 
if such a scheme is feasable, than to 
be eternally quarreling about See- 
becks, specialism, minor varieties, 
and such matters. There must be a 
source to every spring - ; most of these 
misleading articles that appear in 
the Associated Press matter prob- 
abl 3 r emanate from the same man; 
locate the source and the rest is 
easy. Good reasonable articles on 
stamps, noted for their perspicuity, 
are valuable to give the newspaper- 
loving public, but if it is possible to 
put a stop to the publication of all 
articles pertaining to stamps, 
whether good or bad, and thereby 
prevent the appearance of the ruin¬ 
ous type mentioned, it would be 
well. The remedy for the evil is 
apparent to all; the mode of applica¬ 
tion is not so easily determined.

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CANADIAN REVENUES. 

S. P. HUGHES.

NEW BRUNSWICK. 

The first Law Stamps for this 
province were authorized and 
issued in 1884. As far as I know 
onl}' the four values and five varie¬ 
ties mentioned in this article have 
as j r et made their appearance. The 
design is very similar to those of 
British Columbia — figure of Justice 
holding balance in right hand, 
sword in left. The value expressed 
both in words and figures at bottom 
of stamp. The first issue consists of 
a 10,20,30 cents and $2.00, all printed 
in blue. In 1887 the government 
reissued the 20c stamp and printed 
it in red, thus making the fifth 
variety. 

MANITOBA. 

Manitoba fell into line in 1887, 
when her first issue of Law Stamps 
appeared. The set consists of six 
values and about fifty varieties. 

The design of the 10, 20, 23 and 30c 
were all similar, and all values were 
printed in green. The general 
design was similar to the other 
provincial La wStamps— full length 
figure of Justice holding a pair of 
balances and sword. In the cent 
-values the words " Manitoba Law 
Stamp” is across the top in two 
curved lines, while the value is 
expressed in large numerals at 


eitherlower corner, with word cents 
between. 

The difference in the dollar values 
was in the wording of the value. At 
either upper corner, value expressed 
in numerals, with $ sign, als<, word 
Dollar between, just below this 
word Manitoba, and between frame 
surrounding Justice and bottom of 
stamp words Xar Stamp. All the 
Manitoba Law Stamps were sur¬ 
charged for special use. The sur¬ 
charges meaning as follows: L. S., 
Law Societies; J. F., Judges Fees; 
C. F., Court Fees; and B. F., Bailiff's 
Fees. In 1888 the entire set was 
reissued, but with no change in 
design of stamp. 

QUEBEC. 

The first time Quebec came to 
make use of Law Stamps was in 
1864. Having no issue of her own, 
the Upper Canada (Ontario) stamps 
were surcharged “L. C." (Lower 
Canada) in red. By some these 
stamps are considered as a distinct 
and separate issue, but being iden¬ 
tical with the Ontario stamps can 
hardly be considered as such. The 
set consisted of fourteen varieties, 
and all values as used in Ontario. 
In 1870 these L. C. stamps went out 
of use, and were followed by a 
regular issue for this province, 
somewhat similar to the stamps 
issued for Ontario in the same year. 
The figure of Justice within an oval 
topped rectangular frame 14x26 
mm., the size of stamp being 27x47 
mm., perforated 12. The words 
“Law Stamp” at top of stamp 22 
mm. in length, “Quebec” at bottom 
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13 mm. in length. The value of the 
denominations under $1.00 ex¬ 
pressed in large numerals in curved 
line just below the words “Law 
Stamp,” and is followed by the word 
“Cents.” Those not having word 
“Cents” spelled out in full have an 
abbreviation “Cts” separated from 
the numeral by an ornament about 
2 mm. wide, and resting- just on top . 
of frame surrounding Justice. The 
design of the dollar values, as with 
other provinces, was somewhat dif¬ 
ferent. On either side of central 
frame, instead of scroll work, as in 
the lower values, these stamps had 
“Quebec” and “Province.” Words 
“Law Stamp” at top in straight 
line, figures of value and word 
“Dollar” just below. Of the first 
issue the 10,20,30,10, 50, 60, 70, 80 and 
90c issues were red, the dollar values 
dark blue; then the cent values were 
changed to vermillion, and the 
dollar values to light blue. 

In 1889 three new values were 
added: 10, 20 and 30 dollars, thus 
making a total of sixteen values 
and thirty varieties. The colors of 
these last stamps were: $10, yellow; 
$20, green; and $30, brown. The 
government finding the$10adequate 
for all purposes, only issued a few 
sheets of the higher values, hence 
they are very scarce. 

rn 1866 Quebec issued a “Law 
Registration” stamp, which was 
used on all papers filed in registry 
offices. The first issue of 1866 con¬ 
sisted of three values, and six varie¬ 
ties. These stamps were about 
square in size, with design much 
different from any revenue y 7 et 
issued. The value expressed in 
large white figures occupied center 
of stamp, surrounded by “Registra¬ 
tion, Lower Canada .” A leaf orna¬ 
ment in each corner of stamp, and 
between ornaments at bottom was 
word “Cents.” The three first values 
—3,15 and 30 cents -were printed in 
brown, the succeeding ones of the 
same issue printed in vermillion.

U. S. REVENUES. 

During the past summer, while 
examining the business papers of 
one of our older merchants, recent¬ 
ly deceased, I found some revenue 
stamps entirely new to me. I con¬ 
sulted what catalogues were avail¬ 
able and found no reference to 
them. I then sent specimens of them 
to Chief Engineer Eaton, U. S. N., a 
collector of many years and owner 
of a superb collection of stamps. 
He wrote that he had heard of these 
stamps, but had until my letter 
never seen one. 

The stamps are two cents and are 
for receipts. There are two varie¬ 
ties, differing only in that one has 
at the bottom the sentence in two 
lines, “Good when issued for the 
payment of money 7 .” The stamps— 
made in the paper like the checks so 
long in use-^-are of orange tint. 
They 7 are oblong, the smaller 30x45 
mm., the large 30x50 mm. The 
oblong has an oval—two arcs con¬ 
cave to each other and making a 
sharp point above and below. In 
the upper angle of this oval is the 
monogram “U. S.” Below is a shield 
having on upper rim “Internal Rev¬ 
enue,” below an eagle with spread 
wings and underneath in a straight 
label “Two Cents.” Still below is 
the numeral “2.” None of these were 
found prior to 1869 or subsequent to 
1870. They were adapted to the use 
of firms having an extensive trade 
requiring many- stamped receipts. 
They were probably used in the 
large cities for a short time. They 
are well executed and seem worthy 
some attention. Oren Root. 
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BOILED DOWN. 

ORIGINAL AND OTHERWISE. 

Ere this the annual destruction of 
old plates by the Bureau of Engrav¬ 
ing- and Printing will have occurred. 
They are taken to the navy yard and 
melted down, thus destroying them 
completely. 

* * 

A bureau that undertakes to col¬ 
lect debts and ascertain the relia- 
bilit}- of stamp collectors has lately 
been started in England, the idea 
being gained from our own firm of 
like nature which has its headquar¬ 
ters in Detroit. 

When the receiving teller of the 
Bank of British North America, in 
Toronto, was appointed, he had to 
give a bond of $10,000. It was not 
easy to do. He thought of a few old 
stamps he had collected when a 
boy. He had been told that some of 
them were valuable. They had been 
lying in an old drawer for twenty 
years or more. Getting them out, 
he sent a catalogue to a wealthy 
philatelist, who replied that he 
would pay $10,(XX) cash for the lot. 
Taking the letter to the bank, he 
offered it and the old stamps as his 
bond. The bank accepted, and has 
had the collection locked up in its 
vaults ever since. Its value a week 
ago was estimated at $35,000. 

The Postmaster General of Brit¬ 
ish Central Africa states that none 
of the revenue stamps of that coun¬ 
try were ever used postally. Prom¬ 
inent English dealers, however, are 
still prone to believe that some of 
these fiscals did do postal duty. 


A collector sends in the following 
to an English paper: “History in¬ 
forms us that it was in the year 1855 
that Victoria, Queen of Great Brit¬ 
ain, first used garters, they then 
being bf small size. During the 
next 3 r ear, she used the medium 
size; but in the following year (1857) 
she was obliged to use the large 
size.” It might be well to state that 
these remarks referred to the water¬ 
marks on certain Great Britain 
stamps.

COUNTERFEIT DETECTOR’S REPORT. 

The Counterfeit Detector has not been 
getting in much fine work on counterfeits 
ibis term, chiefly because the members of 
the X. P. S. either are not aware of the 
existence of such an individual or prefer to 
ignore the usefulness of the information 
which may possibly be derived. Perhaps 
there are no counterfeits in Nebraska, or 
that they are so evident that any one can 
discern them. However, it has occurred 
to me that the N. P. S. could make good use 
of the department in this way. If each 
member who has any counterfeits which 
lie does not want will send them to me, I 
will mount them in a small album and 
with those I have already on hand form 
the nucleus of a counterfeit collection to 
be the property of the N. P. S. and to be 
handed over by each officer to his successor 
at the end of each term, and if necessary it 
could be mailed to any member on advance 
postage for his or her inspection. 

r think it would be quite an interesting 
album after awhile, and would be the 
means of keeping us acquainted with 
many of the frauds in stamps extant. 
Some of the worst are those printed early 
in the seventies, and are found in all old 
albums. 

So far only one member has sent in a 
specimen for examination. A report was 
made thereon, but have heard nothing 
since from him.

Plate numbers have suffered ma¬ 
terial reductions in the recent plate 
number catalogue. If the publish¬ 
ers of our standard catalogue would 
follow the good example set and 
cut down prices to their proper 
level, it would be well. As it is, this 
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standard catalogue is full of inflated 
values, and the queer part of the 
business is that live collectors know 
it, dealers know it, and the publish¬ 
ers know it. Fifty and forty per 
cent less than catalogue is a com¬ 
mon reduction. This being true, 
how eminently proper it would be 
to set those prices down that are 
so inflated. 

The collector of today has two 
values he places on a stamp. Before 
it is purchased, it is considerable 
less than its catalogue price. After 
it is secured and placed in his col¬ 
lection, its value is full catalogue 
price. And then how hard it is for 
him, if disposing of his collection, 
to have to part with it at a small 
per cent, of its catalogue value, 
though why he should expect to 
receive anywhere near the catalogue 
value is a mystery. 

It must be that the one thing 
lacking to make stamp-collecting as 
lively as it once was is that same 
mysterious element needed to 
awaken to new activity the general 
business interests of our countrj^. 
“Confidence restored” and we will 
again see prosperous stamp collect¬ 
ing. Despite statements made en¬ 
deavoring to show that collecting is 
in a healthy condition, dealers every 
place can be heard complaining of 
poor trade. Some of our papers, in 
an honest effort, perhaps, to improve 
a poor outlook, are scoffing at this 
fact, but we must admit its truth. 
We, of course, would not mention 
names, but suffice it to say that 


personal conversation with promi¬ 
nent dealers by correspondents and 
by ourselves compel us to admit 
that collecting is not what it should 
be. We look for a noticeable im¬ 
provement, but can not expect it for 
some time.

MY COLLECTION. 

BY J. C. LONG. 

In the spring of 1892 L became 
interested in stamps through a lad 3 ' 
friend who asked me for permission 
to cut off the postage stamps on all 
our old letters. My father was a 
great correspondent in his 3 r ounger 
days, and from 1850 to 1870 wrote 
several letters a week. He always 
saved all old letters, and b 3 ' the time 
I got around and hunted them up I 
found about a bushel. Having no 
knowledge of stamps or their value, 
doubtless I let many scarce stamps 
slip through my fingers. Shorty 
afterward I caught the fever, and 
was soon collecting with a vim that 
would do credit to an 3 ' school bo 3 *. 
At first m 3 ' specialties were the 
Central American countries, Mexico 
and the LTnited States. At that time 
there was no tabooing of Seebecks 
as now, and I had no knowledge of 
them. I soon learned their history 
and disposed of them. Later, I 
dropped Mexico, and now have onl 3 r 
the United States left. 

When I began collecting, I only 
put unused copies in my album, but 
my pocket book wouldn’t stand it. 
Gradually I got rid of m 3 ' unused 
stamps and replaced them with 
lights - cancelled copies. I think 
these are nearly as handsome and 
they carry with them the evidence 
of having done something. Being 
one of these poor “church mice” 
collectors, I haven’t any 90c ’69 or 
$ 20.00 state, but have many desirable 
copies of good stamps obtained 
through friends. Most of my col¬ 
lection has been formed through 
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exchanging, and this is a desirable 
wav of acquiring new specimens 
when both parties are not bent on 
getting something for nothing. 

Well can I remember my first 
registered letter. On going for my 
mail the postmaster said he had a 
special package and got out his 
registry book. With feelings of 
wonder and excitement I managed 
to scratch my name so he could read 
it. He then gave me the letter 
prepaid with four 3c 1890. It was 
the handsomest letter I had ever 
received. I kept it a long time to 
show my friends. It contained a 
good many fine stamps which found 
a resting place in 1113 - album. 

In looking over 1113 - entire envel¬ 
opes I find some curious addresses 
written during the war. One reads 
like this: “To Jas. H. Reagan, Sam 
Clage and others, Athens, Tenn.” 
Probablj' there were no organized 
companies at that date. Should a 
postmaster receive such an address 
now-a-da 3 r s he would have some 
trouble delivering it. 

In conclusion I must add that my 
stamps are alwa 3 r s a source of 
amusement and pleasure, never 
growing old or losing an 3 ' of their 
interest.

COMMENTS UPON JAPAN.

Not long ago I was shown a phil¬ 
atelic paper that was printed in 
Chinese. It was as curious as a 
laundry check, but nevertheless it 
was philatelic.

First, the 
people were very much dissatisfied 
with the stamps because it was 
considered by them to be a disgrace 
for the general whose portrait 
appeared upon the stamp to have 
“his face”, circulated all over the 
countr 3 r , and to have “his face” 
stamped by the ugly cancelling 
machine. Second, one general’s face 
was printed on the two-cent speci¬ 
men, and another general's was 
printed on the five-cent stamp. Some 
considered it more of an honor for 
the general whose portrait was on 
the five-cent value, because the 
denomination was higher, and on 
the other hand some arbitrated that 
the general on the two-cent stamp 
was more highly honored because 
the two-gent value would necessari- 
I 3 ' have a larger circulation than 
the five-cent. Consequently to rem¬ 
edy this latter disagreement two 
sets were issued, with the same por¬ 
trait on the two and five of one set, 
and the other portrait appeared in 
the same fashion on the other set. 
Yet there was much dissentment 
over this issue on account of other 
such odd ideas. VeriR-, the Japanese 
are a curious race.

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CANADIAN REVENUES. 

S. P. HUGHES.

QUEBEC CONTINUED. 

In 1871 these stamps were reissued, 
design was changed, also the color, 
which was in green. Size of stamp, 
22x30 mm., perforated 12. This series 
of stamps is found perforated very 
irregularly, often with very wide 
margins and again with no margins 
at all. Design was a beaver facing 
to left in circle, 19 mm. wide; at top 
in straight line word Registration, 
20 mm. in length; just below Quebec 
in curved line, while at either end 
was value in figures; the value also 
expressed in words in straight line 
at bottom 20 mm. in length. These 
last six varieties might be consid¬ 
ered by some as onlj- three, as the 
only difference is in the light and 
dark shade of green. 

ASSURANCE STAMPS. 

In 1870 Quebec issued a set of 
Assurance stamps. The design con¬ 
sisted of the word Quebec in an oval 
frame 18 mm. in length, Assurance 
License Stamp just above in two 
curved and one straight line, just 
below frame is value in figures, also 
expressed in words at bottom of 
stamp. The set consists of fifteen 
values, and as many varieties. The 
1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 10, 20. 30, 40 and 30 cent 
values were green, the 1, 2, 3, 4 and 
5 dollar values in lilac. 


LICENSES. 

In 1889 Quebec issued a $2.00 brown 
stamp to be used in the transfer of 
licenses, and as far as I know is still 
in use, as no other has ever ueen 
issued. In size the stamp is about 
25x45 mm. At top of stamp in curved 
line is word Licenses. In center of 
stamp is a large numeral 2, just 
above word Two and below word 
Dollars. Quebec at bottom of stamp 
in an oblong frame. 

There are a number of other Ca¬ 
nadian revenues, but for various 
reasons they will not be given now, 
but taken up at some future date.

SEEBECKS AND THE BEGINNER. 

S. W. HACKER, AUBURN, NEB. 

Being a reader of the Post Office, 
the article in the December number 
entitled the “Hope of Philately,’’ bi- 
Mr. Capen, interested me very 
much, as indeed does all of this 
gentlemen’s writings. And yet there 
are certain parts of it to which 1 
must take exceptions. 

Speaking of discouragements to 
beginners, he says: “The principal 
one is the calling of certain stamps 
which are most pleasing and at¬ 
tractive to the young ‘rubbish.’ The 
young collector who has filled cer¬ 
tain spaces in his album at a con¬ 
siderable expense for his limited 
means, does not feel happy when 
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one to whose opinion he defers, 
speaks slightingly of his acquisi¬ 
tions. The agitation against Seebeck 
issues has done more to injure col¬ 
lecting than the issues themselves 
could have done by any possibility. 
It is to be hoped that the talk * * 
against all the most attractive 
stamps * * will die out.” 

Now I, for one, fail to see why 
Seebecks should be let alone. I do 
not believe that the young collector 
would be benefited thereby, but 
rather injured, and I can see no one 
who would be benefited unless it is 
the manufacturer of and dealer in 
such goods. 

For in the first place the “begin¬ 
ner,” if he ever does any good to 
philately, must some day become a 
•‘collector,” and he will then find out 
that the stuff he has been spending 
money for, is trash. Will he feel 
any better then than if he had found 
it out at first? It seems to me that 
his disgust will be in proportion to 
the time and money he has fooled 
away upon them. If there would be 
risk that he would give up at first, 
there would be much more risk at a 
later date. 

But if the young collector is in¬ 
formed of the character of these 
stamps before he has spent much 
money on them, he will not be dis¬ 
couraged; on the other hand, if he 
has the true spirit of the collector, 
if he has in him the making of a 
philatelist, if he will ever be of any 
benefit to our hobby, he will take 
pride in gaining knowledge and 
displaying it in making discrimina¬ 
tions between trash and stamps 
worthy of his attention. 


I can well remember my own 
experience with this trash. I had 
been collecting fora few months,and 
of course had been buying a lot of 
these “cheap and pretty” stamps. I 
had in my possession one day a lot 
of approval sheets filled with See¬ 
becks and reprints, from which I 
was making some selections, when 
a brother collector, Rev. Whitmer, 
dropped in on me and gave me a 
hint as to their character. Well, of 
course I felt disgusted with the 
dealer who furnished me the trash, 
but did not feel discouraged, nor 
have less love, but rather more, for 
the genuine stamp. I also know of 
other similar cases, where the be¬ 
ginner, while spurning the See¬ 
becks and reprints, did not get dis¬ 
couraged and give up collecting. 
It is safe to say, however, that the 
dealer who imposed upon us with 
such trash sold us no more stamps. 

Mr. Capen urges upon all collect¬ 
ors to do all they can to induce 
others, especially the young, to 
begin collecting. If we are to be the 
instruments of interesting others in 
our hobby, why not at the same 
time warn them of the character of 
Seebecks, just as we would of coun¬ 
terfeits, and then any danger of 
future trouble, even if any exists, 
will be avoided. 

But there is another phase to this 
matter. If we ought to be quiet 
about Seebecks so as not to discour¬ 
age or injure the young collector, 
why not apply the same reasoning 
to reprints and counterfeits? See¬ 
becks, in the form we usually get 
them, are not stamps. In my opin¬ 
ion, they rank with reprints. They 
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were never intended to do postal 
duty, but to sell to the collector; 
never went, nor were even intended 
to go, to the country from which 
they are supposed to be issued, but 
were intended like reprints to fleece 
the collector. Now Mr. Capen is 
certainly not in favor of reprints 
and counterfeits masquerading in 
the character of genuine stamps! 
Why, then, Seebecks? Is there not 
just as much sense, just as much 
logic, just as much honesty in one 
as the other? 

The fact is, a fraud is a fraud; a 
counterfeit is a counterfeit; a 
reprint is a reprint; trash is trash; 
truth is truth; and a Seebeck is a 
Seebeck, and all the whitewashing 
in the world cannot change its 
character—nor can all the silence, 
either. 

Now I am not gaying that one 
should not collect Seebecks. I have 
no right to do that. I collect pos¬ 
tal ly used copies, and even others if 
they happen to come in my way 
without costing me anything, just 
as I do reprints. But for pity'’s sake 
let us be honest with the beginner 
and not deceive and defraud him, or 
cause him to be defrauded. 

If you knowingly sell me a coun¬ 
terfeit for a genuine stamp, you are 
dishonest. If you purposely sell 
me a reprint for an original, you 
are a fraud. And if I sell you a 
Seebeck and leave you ignorant of 
its character, I certainly should be 
placed in the same category. 

Then let the young collector know 
the character of the goods he is 
buy'ing, and do not leave him the 
opportunity to charge us some day 
with having been dishonest. 


The Brief Story of My Stamp Collecting. 

I began on January 10,1896. In my 
home, which was the home of my 
father before me for more than forty 
years, letters had been accumulating 
in the garret. They had come from 
both sides of my ancestry : my father 
as the eldest brother of his family 
and my mother as the eldest sister, 
had received the family correspon¬ 
dence. Both of my grandmother’s 
had passed away' in this home. 1 
knew that my mother had spent 
hours in the garret over the old 
letters, and she had often said that 
they' should be burned in December, 
1895. Rummaging in the garret, 1 
found letters scattered over the 
floor and, looking more sharply 
discovered boxes, partly broken, 
filled with the relics of the past. I 
determined to look over the letters, 
preserve those worth preserving, 
and destroys the others. My' first 
venture was a great box holding 
two or three bushels. It was a task 
of weeks. A fire on the hearth in my 
study made way with the refuse. 
Now and then a letter of interest 
would go to my wife and daughter 
in the room adjoining the study. 
For some weeks I paid no attention 
to stamps. I have no knowledge as 
to what I may' have burned. But 
during my holiday visit to New 
York, passing along 23d street going 
from lunch at Dorlon’s, I saw Scott’s 
stamp catalogue in a show case. I 
stepped in and bought the 56th 
edition. On January 10th I came 
across a curious stamp on a letter to 
my grandmother from Philadel¬ 
phia. It so aroused my curiosity' 
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that I sought my catalogue. It was 
a “Blood’s Penny Post.” In the same 
package I found a 10c of 1847. These 
two determined my fate. Thereafter 
no stamp went into the fire. I found 
that some collector had been 
through most of the files, as from a 
large number of foreign letters of 
1863-65 the stamps had been removed. 
However, here and there a letter had 
been overlooked. When the garret 
treasures had been examined and 
the fires died out above the sacri¬ 
ficed correspondence, I had quite a 
gathering of U. S. stamps and a few 
good foreign, as a Baden of 1864, 
when my younger brother was a 
student at Heidelberg. 

At this time, most fortunately, 
writing to my friend Chief Engineer 
Eaton of the U. S. Navy, on other 
matters, I mentioned my stamps. 
His reply was a little about the 
other matters and very much about 
stamps. He had been a collector for 
thirty years. He told me what to 
do and what not to do, and in his 
great heartedness sent me a fine lot 
of Chinese and Japanese stamps. 
This letter clinched it. My father 
had been a collector all his life — of 
minerals, of fossils, of shells, of 
coins, and of violins and divers 
other things. In my boyhood I had 
collected a cabinet of a thousand 
minerals. Now, after more than 
fortj T years, the collecting craze 
came upon me “hard and fast,” and— 
it was stamps. 

I have very little money to spend 
on stamps. I put in that line only 
what comes from unexpected sour¬ 
ces. My friends here and there over 
the earth have been very kind in 


answering my letters. I had some 
pleasant experiences, in exchanges. 
A boy in a Paris school whose par¬ 
ents are in Egypt was for a time a 
charming correspondent. A doctor 
in Penang sent one good letter with 
stamps and to my response with 
more valuable stamps there has 
been no echo. This is better than 
K. Toda of Japan, who did not even 
acknowledge the first lot. But I 
have found the stamp men gentle¬ 
men in the main. 

I had as a result of my father’s 
coin collecting a large number of 
copper, silver and base metal coins. 
Many of them are curious to coin 
collectors. These I have exchanged 
for stamps. I have now after one 
year something over 2,100 stamps. 
They have been of interest when 
matters of greater interest would 
have been of no avail. I spend 
neither time nor money upon them 
to the neglect of an)' other interest. 
They please me, interest me; and I 
shall hold on to my stamp collect¬ 
ing. R. 

THE PROMOTER. 

The promoter is a character well 
known in this country. He is more 
frequently found in the smaller 
cities, it being questionable if he 
could thrive in the more notable 
philatelic centers, where he would 
not be so conspicuous, and can not 
succeed in impressing collectors 
with his far-sighted greatness in 
affairs philatelic as he can in locali¬ 
ties where collectors are not quite 
so numerous, where his ability to 
cause his associates to regard him 
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as a philatelic light of some conse¬ 
quence because he professes to 
belong- to philatelic societies, na¬ 
tional, international and foreign, 
too numerous to mention. 

As a rule, he is found full of con¬ 
servative dignity. He is generally 
in a hurry, and to talk with his 
brother collectors in apparently a 
condescension on his part. When 
reading his stamp papers, it will be 
found he is apparently deeply en¬ 
grossed in the auction sale prices, 
“chronicles of new issues,” etc. If 
he converses with a companion, his 
theme is the rise in values of certain 
prices, or the latest counterfeit. 

The light and airy way in which 
he speaks of disposing of dollar 
Columbians, or purchasing Wood 
Block Triangular Capes tills his 
hearers with awe and envy. He 
talks of the St. Louis stamps as he 
would of a lot of Continentals, 
although he may not possess a 
sufficient sum to buy the most com¬ 
mon variety. 

The promotor is peculiar to him¬ 
self. His prototype has always 
existed in life apart from philately, 
but his presence has never been 
so much noticed in our circles as at 
present. He is in evidence every¬ 
where. He does no harm, and his 
talk creates no discussions, so he is 
not disturbed. But whenever a man 
comes to you and tells you fabulous 
stories of “finds;” bores you with his 
version of the cause of the recent 
fluctuations in the prices of Sj r dney 
Views, or the great advance in Eng¬ 
lish V. A’s.; tires you with a lengthy 
discussion on the reliability^ of the 
standard catalogue, put him down 


as what we term “The Promoter." 
He is probabty one of those “oddi¬ 
ties” designated by some one as “a 
collector who does not collect.” 
Well posted on the latest philatelic 
topics, and able to hold his own in 
any discussion, able to describe and 
find all the minor varieties, water¬ 
marks, papers and perforations, but, 
incongruous as it may seem, not 
owning a collection. Of the \ urious 
types of character to be found in 
our midst, none are so incongruous, 
paradoxical or unexplainable as 
“The Promoter.”

“Omaha in ’98” is rapidly becom¬ 
ing a by-word in stamp circles.

The resignation of the president 
of the Nebraska Philatelic Society, 
Mr. Fred B. Woolston, was consider¬ 
able of a surprise to many members. 
His resignation is received with 
both regret and pleasant anticipa¬ 


Mr. Woolston’s example is one 
that, if considered by society officers 
in general, would place our societies 
upon a much more firm and secure 
foundation than they enjoy at pres¬ 
ent. It is one of the evils of phila¬ 
telic societies to have elected to hold 
office men, who, while possibty cap¬ 
able and willing, can not spare the 
time needed to properly discharge 
the duties of the office they hold. 
Mr. Woolston saw this, and readily 
perceived the fact that his duty as a 
loyal member of the Nebraska Phil¬ 
atelic Society, one interested in its 
welfare, was to turn over the keys to 
the vice-pre'Sident. Our leading 
societies are unfortunate in being 
encumbered with officers who, if 
they were as generous and loyal as 
Mr. Woolston, would resign, allow¬ 
ing some member to take charge 
who could conduct the office in a 
proper manner. The fault does not 
altogether lie with the officers—the 
members must receive their share 
of the blame. In the annual elec¬ 
tions, men are oftentimes nominated 
for office despite their wishes to the 
contrary, thej r perceiving that they 
can not do themselves nor the 
society credit—elected, they are so 
much dead wood—a hindrance to 
the advancement of the interests of 
the members of the society.

About a year ago the matter of a 
joint discussion by the members of 
the Nebraska Philatelic Society of 
topics pertaining to stamps th. ough 
the columns of The Philatelic 
West was considered by a few who 
thought the scheme feasible and 
giving promise of beneficial results.

The question may 
here be raised as to whether a society 
can be held liable for the doings of 
its officers.

FRENCH POSTAGE DUE STAMPS. 

Postage-due stamps were essenti¬ 
ally a French invention, and were 
the converse of the postage stamps, 
as the j’ represented the postage to be 
paid by the recipient, whereas the 
postage stamp represented the 
postage that had been paid b} r the 
sender. In England, it is customary 
to describe the charge for postage 
as a “rate.” On the Continent it is 
described as a “tax,” and as the 
stamps issued to denote the postage 
to be paid b 3 r the recipient alwa 3 r s 
bore the amount in plain figures, 
they were in consequence described 
as Chiffres-taxe; they mere! 3 ' repre¬ 
sent the charge to be paid b 3 r the 
recipient, on account of the letter 
having been posted unpaid or in¬ 
sufficient^ prepaid. 

Up to 1st June, 1853, no difference 
was made in the charge for postage, 
whether the latter was prepaid or 
not, but at that time a difference was 
made in the letters posted and de¬ 
livered in Paris. The rate of 15c was 
reduced to 10 c, in case the letter was 
prepaid; and on the 1st Jup-, 1854, a 
similar premium of one-third of the 
unpaid letter-rate was accorded to 
all the letters for the interior of the 
Empire. 

- The effects of the previous legis¬ 
lation may be seen by the small 
results which had followed the in¬ 
troduction of postage stamps. In 


4. 

1847 and 1848, before the introduction 
of postage stamps, 10 per cent of the 
letters posted were prepaid. After 
the introduction of postage stamps, 
on 1st Januar 3 r , 1849, the proportion 
of prepaid letters rose onty to 15 per 
cent, and in 1851 to 20 per cent; but 
in consequence of the above-men¬ 
tioned changes in the rates in favor 
of prepaid letters, they rose in 1855 to 
85 per cent. On the unpaid letters it 
had always been the custom to 
denote the amount to be paid by the 
recipient in figures, in pen and ink, 
or by a hand-stamp bearing large 
figures of the amount in black; and 
the same was done with insufficient- 
ly prepaid letters. This was applied 
b 3 r the distributing office, and so 
there was a check upon the letters 
when the receiving office was not at 
the same time the distributing 
office. 

In cases, however, where the let¬ 
ter did not travel out of the circuit 
of the receiving office, and was dis¬ 
tributable within that circuit, there 
was no check, and this gave rise to 
the invention of the first postage due 
stamps, which the postmaster of the 
delivering office was ordered to affix 
to all those district letters which 
were liable to payment of postage, 
as being unpaid or insufficiently 
prepaid, and the public was warned 
not to pa 3 r an 3 r postage, except it 
was denoted by such stamps. 

The approaching issue of the 
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postage-due stamp was announced 
at the end of 1858 by the following 
circular: 

By order of the Minister of Finance, of 
the 14th October last, the tax on unpaid 
local correspondence, instead of being 
marked on the letters by a numeral, made 
by hand, will be represented by adhesive 
stamps, called Chinres-taxes (sic), which 
the postmasters, distributors and letter- 
carriers, as the case may be, will affix on 
the address of the letters in sufficient 
number, and will obliterate them by means 
of the dated stamp of the office, or the 
stamp “O. R.” 

This latter stamp was one carried 
by the postmen, and the initials 
signified Origine Rurtile. A further 
circular, sent to the country offices, 
directed that no unpaid local cor¬ 
respondence was to be distributed 
by the letter-carrier under pain of 
dismissal, unless the charge to be 
paid was indicated by the new 
stamp, duly obliterated. 

Three designs were made for this 
stamp, which was to be of the value 
of 10c. and were submitted to the 
Postmaster-General, who made 
choice of one of them, which was 
ordered to be printed by litho¬ 
graphy, at the Imperial printing 
office. The issue took place on 1st 
January, 1859. The impression was 
in black, varying in intensity of 
tone, and was on plain white wove 
paper. The experiment proving 
successful, it was extended on 1st 
J line, 1859, to all articles not prepaid, 
which originated in and were dis¬ 
tributable within the postal radius 
of each postoffice, 

To supply the demands of the 
service for this enlarged use of the 
stamps,thedesign was typographed 
and printed in sheets of 240, in 12 
rows of 20, and was so issued 1st 
June, 1859. (See Scott’s type VI.) 


The design of the typographed 
stamp is similar to that of the litho¬ 
graphed issue of January, 1859, 
except in some small particulars, 
which afford a ready mode of dis¬ 
tinguishing between the two, even 
in the absence of those general indi¬ 
cations which serve to distinguish 
lithographed from typographed 
stamps. In the lithographed issue, 
the lettering is clearer, both in that 
of the inscriptions in the frame and 
that in the center; but the most 
appreciable difference is that in the 
lithographed issue the accent on 
the letter “a” in the center is almost 
horizontal, extending over the let¬ 
ter, while in the typographed issue 
the accent points downward, near 
the middle of the letter. 

The impression at first was on 
paper of a bluish tone of white, but 
afterwards it is found on rougher 
paper of a yellowish tone, and the 
printing on this latter paper does 
not give such clear impressions as 
on that of finer grain. 

No further change was made till 
1st January, 1863, when, in conse¬ 
quence of the charge on unpaid 
letters being raised from 10c to 15c, 
the postage-due stamp of 10c was 
superseded by' one of 15c of a similar 
design, also printed by- typography- 
in black. The impression of this is 
also found on paper slightly azured, 
or on the yellowish paper.

Norwegian, Danish, German and 
Chinese locals have fallen into dis¬ 
favor on account of the many un¬ 
necessary speculative issues they 
are continually sending out. 

The stamps of Tobago offer a good 
investment to the speculative col¬ 
lector, or to he who is not but who 
wishes to put his money' into stamps 
that will not depreciate. Prices of 
these stamps are rising every year. 
*** 

A writer in the Bazaar thus defines 
speculation and investment: The 
term “speculation” should be dis¬ 
couraged when applied to philately 
and the word investment should be 
fostered. The more stamps get to 
be looked upon as an investment, 
the more firmly established and 
popular will philately become. At 
present collectors are inclined to 
mix the two terms, investment and 
speculation. To explain my mean¬ 
ing: in buying stocks or shares, 
when the interest is four or five per 
cent it is called an investment— 
when 30 or 40 per cent, a speculation, 
so that a collector who looks for any 
great and rapid increase in the value 
of his stamps is turning his hobby 
into a speculation rather than an 
investment. Any philatelist should 
be satisfied with a 5 per cent per 
annum advance in the value of. his 


stamps; it is very good interest for 
these days, and there is also the 
pleasure derived from the hobby. 
One need have little fear for the 
future of a hobby that is considered 
a safe investment, payung 5 per cent. 

Mr. Gilbert Lockyer, a philatelist 
and author of note of Great Britain, 
recently died. 

The late officially sealed commem¬ 
orative stamps of Chili bear the 
portrait of Arturo Prat, the Chilian 
patriot who lost his life boarding 
the monitor Huascar in the Peruvian 
war.

We believe 
that these numerous societies, as 
long as they continue as they are at 
present, can do no apparent harm, 
and, in fact, rather have a tendency^ 
to create new interest and impart 
new vitality into philatety. Let there 
be but one national society in this 
country, and that zeal that now 
actuates a society member to make 
efforts to secure new members for 


bly, and decided to let amalgama¬ 
tion alone. Now the same topic for 
discussion has arisen in the U. S. 
Well, we all remember the war of 
words this subject led to a few years 
ago, and that, too, without any 
results. It alwaj’s has been true 
that stamp-collecting means stamp- 
societies. Some collector, perhaps 
for personal reasons, desires to hold 


his favorite society will vanish, for 
the cause of his efforts, the desire 
to see the society for which he 
labors prosper and rival or out-dis¬ 
tance other societies,-will have van¬ 
ished. Collectors as a rule are not 
prone to join societies of their own 
free will.

society than could ever be given. 
Let there be societies and societies. 
They do no great harm, and per¬ 
chance from some of them, and cer¬ 
tainly from the good work of mem¬ 
bers in trying to secure new mem¬ 
bers, philately receives some bene¬ 
fit. The American Philatelic Society 
for the more sedate, advanced class, 
the Philatelic Sons of America for 
those who dislike the Sons of Phi¬ 
lately, the Sons of Philately for those 
who are not enchanted with the 
Philatelic Sons of America, the 
League of American Philatelists and 
the Columbian Philatelic Society 
for those who prefer these to the 
ones first mentioned, or, if he be a 
“jiner.” all of them for he of such 
mind. 

Scott’s 57th catalogue is all right 
in every particular except prices. 
The majority of the U. S. seem to be 
priced at considerable, in many 
instances at double market prices. 
Why must this farce be foisted upon 
the philatelic public annually^, or, 
forsooth, we may better pen the 
query, why will the philatelic public 
accept this as a “standa rd” work each 
year, knowing its unreliability? No 
dealer has had the temerity to issue 
a general catalogue of any great 
worth wherein prices are governed 
by the markets. Why?

THE COLLEGE*VnD PHILATELY. 

I find many of our college students 
who have collected stamps. I find 
very few who continue it. The rea¬ 
sons are not hard to learn. The boy 
going to college enters upon entirel y 
new paths. Usually it is leaving 
home for the first time. He has a 
chum and a group of new associates. 
More than this, his time is well filled 
with work. If ambitious, he puts full 
time on his studies, that he may take 
a high place. If he be not ambitious 
he must do considerable studying 
or he may fail in examinations and 
be dropped. Then—at least in this 
college — there is much stir in regard 
to essays and declamations. Prize 
essays, requiring considerable read¬ 
ing and much painstaking, attract 
the ambitious students. 

There is also an environment so 
diverse from that of home, that 
there seems no time for the home 
pleasures. Stamp collecting seems 
a part of boyhood, and the college 
boy feels himself already a man. _ 
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The college vacations are very 
brief,save the suminer vacation; and 
in July and August out-of-door 
amusements are more attractive. 

The majority of boys who collect 
stamps are not “born collectors.” 
They collect stamps from curiosity 
or a desire to keep up with some one 
else. So soon as some other interests 
enter, the stamps go into obscurity. 
It is a “survival of the fittest.” So 
here and there a boy collector keeps 
up his interest in college, and after 
graduation,whenever leisure comes, 
he returns to stamps. The best col¬ 
lector whom I know, valedictorian 
of his class in an eastern college, 
then graduating at Anapolis as a 
Cadet Engineer, has clung to his 
stamps, as he went hither and 
thither over the world in vessels of 
the U. S. Navy; and now his collec¬ 
tion is large in number and unique 
in the grade and value of its stamps. 

College shuts off many boy col¬ 
lectors. The students of this college, 
without doubt, as they find me now 
and then in my study with my cards 
of stamps, think and perhaps talk of 
the childishness of the Mathemati¬ 
cal Professor who “goes in” for 
stamps.

FRENCH POSTAGE DUE STAMPS. 

Began in April Number. 

When the manufactory of stamps 
for the country was transferred to 
Bordeaux during 1 the siege and 
investment of Paris in 1870-71, the 
unpaid-letter stamp of 15c was 
printed by lithography at Bordeaux, 
and it requires a practised eye to 
distinguish between thisimpression 
and that of 1863. It is, therefore, at 
times requisite to depend on the 
ordinary mode of distinguishing 
lithographic from typographic im¬ 
pressions, namely, the absence of all 
indentation in the former, though 
for this purpose it is necessa^ to 
examine the backs of the stamps. 

When the rates of postage were 
increased, after the Franco-German 
war, those for unpaid local letters 
were fixed from 1st Sept., 1871, at 25c 
for single letters, 40c for double 
ones, and 60c for those weighing 
between 20 and 50 grammes. The 
postage-due stamp of 15c was there¬ 
fore superseded, and stamps of a 
similar design, of the value of 25c, 
40c and 60c were issued, that of 25c 
being in black, that of 40c in blue, 
and that of 60c in ochre. These 
continued in use until the estab¬ 
lishment of the uniform rate on all 
letters for the interior, which came 
into operation 1st June, 1878. The 
postage-due stamps of 25c and 40c 
then became unnecessary, and were 


withdrawn; while the color of the 
60c was changed from ochre to blue, 
and a new value of 30c, printed in 
black, was issued, the impression 
being on plain, white-wove paper, as 
in the last preceding issue. 

None of these stamps had ever 
been issued perforated, though 
some are occasionally found rou- 
letted, and there is a solitary in¬ 
stance of one being found perforat¬ 
ed; but all these must be due to 
private enterprise,or they were done 
unofficially in the country post- 
offices, which alone made use of 
them, as they were not employed in 
Paris itself. 

In 1880, the Minister of Finance 
ordered the design of the postage- 
due stamp of 30c to be altered, and 
it made its appearance in June, 1881, 
being of the same shape and size as 
the ordinary postage-stamps, and 
similarly perforated (Scott type V2). 
There is not much to be said in 
favor of this design, which is poor, 
and the Republic is only represented 
by the letters R. F. in the upper left 
and lower right angles; but on 1st 
Oct., 1882, the system of postage due 
stamps was extended to the whole 
of the correspondence of the inter¬ 
ior, and the amount of deficient 
postage was ordered to be denoted 
by stamps of this kind. Postage- 
due-stamps, therefore, were issued 
on 1st Oct., 1882, of the following 
values, in addition to that of 30c, 
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and of a similar design: lc, 2c, 3c, 
4c, 5c, 10c, 15c, 20c, 40c, 00c, lfr., 2fr. 
and 5fr.; the whole printed in black, 
on plain, white wove paper, and 
perforated. 

Such a multiplicity of stamps, all 
of the same color, led to confusion, 
and mistakes were constantly being 
made between the stamps of 1,2 and 
5 francs, and those of 1, 2, and 5 
centimes, so that, in 1884, the color 
of the three higher values of 1,2 and 
5fr. was changed to brown. In 
practice it was found that some of 
the values were absolutely useless, 
and this led to the suppression of 
the 20c and 40c in 1887 and that of 
the 2fr. in 1888, the stocks in hand 
being destroyed, as well as the 1, 2 
and 5fr. in black. 

In 1894, some further alterations 
were made for facilitating the use 
of these stamps, by printing some 
of the values in distinguishing 
colors. The 5c is now in pale blue, 
the 10c in pale brown, the 15c in pale 
green; (lie 30c was printed in orange- 
red, and at present in brick red; the 
50c is in claret, and the 60c is in 
violet on cream color. 

I have given a somewhat prolix 
history of these stamps, because 
they were successfully used in 
France, and the system has since 
been adopted in many other coun¬ 
tries. It offers a ready and effectual 
mode of keeping the accounts, and 
one which it is surprising that the 
British Post Office has not adopted. 
In this country the antiquated sys¬ 
tem of the hand-stamp is still in 
vogue, and the extra charges on 
postal matter collected by the 
country offices are remitted to the 
head office in postage stamps of 
high values, attached to their 
accounts. A Parisian Collector in 
flic Bazaar, England. 


THE EXCHANGE DEPARTMENT. 

The statement has often been 
made that an exchange department 
is the real backbone of any society, 
and no truer statement has ever 
been made. There is, and always 
has been, more or less trouble in 
the exchange departments of all 
societies. The great cause, or at 
least for most of it, is dissatisfac¬ 
tion. What pleases one member 
very often displeases another. Then 
political ambitions are allowed to 
creep in and work havoc with what 
might otherwise be an agreeable 
and profitable exchange. As a 
usual thing the Kxchange Superin¬ 
tendent is not allowed the freedom 
he should have; but fortunately 
here in our own X. P. S. all rates 
and regulations are left entirely to 
the man in charge. 

Some of the Associations require 
the Superintendent to circulate all 
stamps sent in. This in itself is all 
right, but many members abuse the 
privilege of sending in stuff that is 
not fit for circulation. If all Super¬ 
intendents would refuse this class 
of stamps and return them to their 
owners, they would soon find their 
sales of good stamps largely on the 
increase. Stamps that some con¬ 
sider desirable, are often called 
rubbish by others, and the Super¬ 
intendent should have the right to 
refuse to circulate stamps, when in 
his opinion they will not sell. So 
many people have different ideas as 
to the value of stamps. Some of the 
European societies have rules as to 
pricing stamps, and it might not be 
a bad idea in this country. The 
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fault is always over-pricing’, the 
cases of under-pricing being rare. 
There is, however, a class of people 
who expect to find $5.00 state stamps 
priced at 25c each, and when they 
don’t get them find fault with the 
exchange department. There is an 
old rule about “doing unto others, 
as you would have them do unto 
you,” that might well be remem¬ 
bered by r all patrons of exchange 
departments. If tliey r would think 
of it occasionally^ and govern them¬ 
selves accordingly, almost all the 
causes for complaint would be 
found to exist only in imagination. 

If members of Philatelic Associa¬ 
tions would patronize the exchange 
department for the sole purpose of 
increasing their collections, and 
never let monetary value enter their 
heads, tlieyr would be surprised at 
how easily they could buy and sell 
stamps. The average collector wants 
the best end of the bargain alway r s, 
and as the other fellow wants it too, 
the result is somebody finds fault. 
The true philatelist collects not for 
gain as an investment, but from 
real pleasure derived from his 
stamps. A collector of this class 
never has room to complain of any r - 
tliing. 

Many members do not seem to 
care for the rights of others; but by 
delaying lots and neglecting their 
duty cause a great deal of trouble 
all around. 

Any' infringement of rules should 
be heavity fined, and the Snperin- 
tendent should be backed up by the 
trustees. However, this is not done, 
and as a result a fine is seldom col¬ 
lected. “A. D.”

We really 
did enjoy perusing its pages, not 
because of anything of value likely 
to be found therein, but just because 
Major Eagan was so fond of being 
“independent”—we took pleasure in 
this particular instance in following 
this up and endeavoring to ascertain 
if the collector of today regards 
with favor these so-called “inde¬ 
pendent” publications. The true 
collector, he who is really interested 
in his stamps, does not care to 
peruse a paper merely because it is 
“independent,” for.an “independent” 
publication so frequently contains 
so little matter pertaining to the 
study of stamps proper. 

Omaha seems to have a “lead- 
pipe cinch” for the ’98 “meets.” Some 
few cities may have the temerity to 
try and “get in the push,” but we 
are much afraid all but Omaha will

be extended the “marble heart” by 
collectors who carefully consider 
the advantages and good accruing 
from the holding of this convention 
in Omaha during the Trans-Missis¬ 
sippi Exposition. But our friends 
in the west should not be caught 
napping—keep up the work as vig¬ 
orously as has been done in the 
past and no fear of the result need 
be indulged in. 

The P. S. of A. is having trouble 
with its exchange department man¬ 
ager. An unwarranted allowance 
of substitution without punishing 
the offender is the principal charge. 
This is the most common and the 
worst of all evils attached to a soci¬ 
ety exchange department. Man 
after man has taxed his brains en¬ 
deavoring to discover a preventa¬ 
tive, with but indifferent success. 
It is with no small amount of trou¬ 
ble, but certainly when he is located, 
he should receive all the penalties 
the constitution of the society 
allow.

And now come the advent of 
spring and summer, so frequently 
and properly referred to as the 
“sleepy” period of stamp collecting, 
when our pursuit lapses for the 
nonce into a state of inocuous 
desuetude. One good feature we 
can see in our little political im¬ 
broglios, and about the only one, is 
that they serve to rouse collectors 
from their somnolence during this 
aforesaid period of lassitude. Say 
what you may, stamp collecting is 
not for summer—it is in winter and 
winter only that the majority of us 
care to devote our leisure time to 


study. In summer the bicj'de, the 
camera and so many out-door 
recreations claim our attention.

THE ENGLISH STAMP. 

The English stamp carries pecu¬ 
liar significance. During its exist¬ 
ence there has been but one sove¬ 
reign. Victoria, crowned in 1837, 
authorized the first British postage 
stamp in 1840. There may be col¬ 
lectors who go back to 18K), but none 
can date 1837. So while “faces full” 
and “faces profile” of bearded men 
and moustached men and clean 
shaved men and youth and children 
have in varied tints served postal 
purposes in other lands, Victoria 
regnant has been the one figure of 
British stamps from the beginning. 
Of course allegorical figures have 
been introduced, and stamps with¬ 
out personal reference; but when¬ 
ever a real face was to be on a 
stamp, it was Victoria. So the pro¬ 
cession of the stamps of Great Bri¬ 
tain become of interest as marking 
the progress of Victoria—youthful, 
mature, matronly. The English 
stamps, moreover, trumpet English 
power. Take your stamp catalogue 
and turn to where the 1 -penny and 
14 -penny recur. It means England’s 
power everywhere on the “round 
world.” 

The English stamps may not be 
the rage, but England is there and 
issues the stamp. O. R.

A SHORT STORY OF MY STAMPS AND HOW I 
OBTAINED THEM. 

I was asked the other day by a 
friend, “Does it pay to collect 
stamps?" and I answered with a yell 
that could be heard for a half block, 
‘ Of course it does.” “But,” he said, 
“it costs too much to get any kind 
of a collection at all.” 1 then told 
him how I secured mine, just as you 
will find it here. 

I think it was about the year of 
'92 when I first began to collect 
stamps. I always had a great desire 
to collect nearly everything, having 
several small collections, consisting 
of Indian relics, minerals, fossils, 
specimens of wood, etc. I never 
thought that there were very many 
kinds of stamps to collect, until a 
friend of mine (I was living in Illi¬ 
nois at this time) told me where I 
could get one hundred varieties for 
fifteen cents. I was delighted and at 
once sent for the packet, thinking 
that that was about all the kinds 
there were. 

You can imagine how surprised I 
was when the stamps came and I 
saw the price lists of so many differ¬ 
ent kinds, and some of the prices so 
high, especially the United States 
stamps. I took a memorandum 
book and pasted my stamps down 
flat in it (not knowing the use of 
hinges then). 

I soon made a visit to my grand¬ 
mother’s, and of course asked to 
look over her old letters to get the 
stamps from them; and to my sur¬ 
prise, the first ones that I came 


across was, a 12c black of the 1851 
issue, some lc buffs of the 1869 issue, 
several 30 and 90 and other war 
department stamps, some treasury, 
and a good many envelopes of the 
centennial issue,and a few revenues. 

I took them home and “pasted” 
one of each in my “memorandum 
book,” and the rest I traded off for 
other stamps, stamp for stamp, 
without regard to their value. 

Soon my book became full. I then 
sent for a sample copy of Mekeel’s 
weekly to get the prices of albums, 
and ordered a Popular album and 
some hinges, and fixed my stamps 
up in nice order. Although I did 
not have but several hundred I felt 
very proud of them. I also bought 
a good many stamps from approval 
sheets with my spare money, not 
missing it at all. 

Then in 1894 I lost the interest that 
I had taken, and did not collect any¬ 
more for about two y-ears. I did not 
dispose of my collection, however. 
Then when I came to Nebraska in 
’96 I brought my collection with me, 
thinking that I might be able to 
improve it as I was to be assistant 
postmaster. I was very 7 much sur¬ 
prised to find so much interest 
manifested in stamps here. I soon 
got acquainted with a member of 
the N. P. S. (as most stamp collect¬ 
ors soon get acquainted with each 
other), and he commenced at once 
to tell me what a nice society there 
was here, and the benefits received 
from it, etc. I resolved at once to 
join. My 7 friend received some of 
the exchange books soon, and I saw 
at once that there were some fine 
bargains in them, and purchased 
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several good ones at about half the 
catalogue price. I also obtained 
some good packets of stamps and 
exchanged the duplicates for others 
that I did not have, and now have a 
very fair collection of nearly one 
thousand, and have purchased them 
a few at a time, not noticing the cost. 
And what I have done anyone can 
do. And my advice to others would 
be, to save the money that you spend 
for cigars, candy, tobacco, etc., for a 
while and put it in stamps, and you 
will soon have a collection that you 
will be proud of. It has paid me 
and it will pay^ y r ou. Try r it and see.

BOILED DOWN.

Collectors who are troubled with 
weak eyes should be careful not to 
devote too much time to examining 
their stamps under artificial light. 
We know of nothing that is harder 
on the eyesight. 

The Columbian envelopes are a 
good field for special study and 
reveal a number of minor varieties 
to the close observer. There are 
four distinct dies that are entitled to 
recognition as much as many that 
are catalogued. They are as fol¬ 
lows: 


Die 1. Period after “Cents,” me¬ 
ridian back of Columbus’ head. 

Die 2. Period after “Cents,” no 
meridian back of Columbus’ head. 

Die 3. No period after “Cents,” 
meridian back of Columbus’ head. 

Die 4. No period after “Cents,” no 
meridian back of Columbus’ head. 

The lc is found in the first three 
dies, the 2c all four, the 5c dies 1 and 
2, the 10c in die 3 only. Die 3 of the 
5c might exist, but is certainly 
quite scarce. Die 4, found only in 
the 2c. is most common on size P 
“large commercial.” The scarcer 
sizes come generally one die only . 


It is said the only reason that 
prompts the government to continue 
to manufacture the 2c manila and 
manila amber envelopes is because 
there is a demand for them by col¬ 
lectors. Certainly the public does 
not require them to any great 
extent.

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A LETTER FROM BRAZIL. 

In January appeared the 10 Reis 
stamps with a few alterations. The 
first emission was like this below: 

DKZ (10) RKIS. 

And now it is like this: 

RKIS (10) RKIS 

Also the numerals are different and 
thinner. 

When the greatest music com¬ 
poser, Carlos Gomez, died here, one 
of our members of house of repre¬ 
sentatives presented a bill to emit, 
on the anniversary of his death, 
special stamps bearing his likeness, 
and that with the proceeds of this 
sale a statue should be erected in 
memory of him. This proposal was 
accepted, and so Brazil will have 
also a commemorative stamp; but I 
for m 3 ' part hope that these stamps, 
which have absolutely' no reason to 
be emitted, as Brazil ought to be 
rich enough to erect statues to 
whomsoever she chooses with her 
own money and not take the funds 
out of the collectors’ pockets, will be 
blacklisted by the S. S. S. S. 

If these stamps would be of some 
artistic design, like the Saurez of 
Uruguay, the}' might serve at least 
as a nice sort of labels, to paper 
walls with; but with the beautiful 
printing house, a government con¬ 
cern, they will be like everything 
turned out of this establishment 


that is to say, ugl}' and without any 
merit. In my' next letter perhaps I 
can tell you more about this. 

It seems that our postoffn o 
officials are getting smarter every 
day and have found out that the 
collectors are quite willing to pay' 
for stamps. There are still existing 
some 400,000 dollars’ worth of stamps 
of the empire and early time of 
republic which are going to be sold 
to collectors to raise funds for the 
necessary alterations in the post- 
office. Up to now I have not seen a 
detailed list but I expect to get one 
soon, as the commission which had 
to classify' all the stamps have 
finished their task a few days ago. 

Stamp collecting is getting the 
fashion here. At the beginning of 
1896 we had not one stamp paper, 
while actually' we have three. Two 
of them, the Revista Philatelica, 
Rio de Janeiro, and the Jornal 
Philatelico, San Paula, are edited 
by dealers and for that reason 
defend alway's more or less their 
respective houses, while the O. Col- 
leccianador cle Sillos, published in 
this town, is edited by' collectors 
only' and for the benefit of same. 

Club life is also very' active. There 
exist the “Club Philatelico de San 
Paulo,” with about thirty mem¬ 
bers; a section of “Societe d’ ex¬ 
changes,” about twenty-five mem¬ 
bers; and the “Seccan Brazil of 
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the Philatelic Club of Berlin, Ger¬ 
many, actually eighty members, 
whose president the writer is, with 
branches in Santos, Petropolis, Rio 
Grande, Pilatas e Malto Grosso. As 
you see, in comparison with the 
total number of collectors, a very 
small number, as there are over 1,500 
active collectors known. 

For today you must be satisfied 
with this; my next will be more 
extensive.

A LETTER FROM JAPAN. 

I notice in one of 3 r our numbers 
sent me an article relating to the 
Japanese Commemorative (not Jub¬ 
ilee) stamps of last 3 ^ear’s issue, and 
of the usual amount of mistakes 
that characterize the average acci¬ 
dental writer of this empire. 1st 
there was no warfare in the Japanese 
press over the selecting of two de¬ 
ceased princes of the blood to com¬ 
memorate the great victor over 
China. A protest went up against 
the wholesale obliteration of the 
portraits b 3 ^ the postmasters and 
they were ordered to cancel the 
stamps as near in the corners as 
possible, to remove an 3 " feeling of 
“disrespect” towards the deceased. 
Such a protest could come onty 
from the common classes, and was 
no doubt akin to the feeling that 
refused to print the image of its 
emperor of Brazil on his earty 
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emmissions. 2d — The writer is 
wholly off his base when he speaks 
of the discrimination between the 
two generals. At least six months 
before the stamps appeared it was 
announced.that both warriors would 
be commemorated, and on equal 
terms. The issue was opened to the 
public patronage on August 1 last. 
There were fourteen million copies 
of the four designs originally print¬ 
ed, though in what proportions I do 
not know. They were very sparingly 
issued. The chief clerk in the cen¬ 
tral Tokyo postoffice told me a few 
days in advance that they would 
not have but seven hundred sets 
to sell on August 1, and a corres- 
sponding limit would be made the 
other postoffices throughout the 
empire on that da 3 T . Of course they 
were taken up like wild fire. The 
next distribution was made about 
November 15, and it did not long 
remain unsold. Since that date I 
have not kept any notice of the 
limit of their distribution, though I 
believe it is about every two months. 
In consequence the stamps are very 
scarce here, and I am informed that 
the Kit a Shirakana, 5 sen blue, is 
almost impossible to obtain now. 

I had the pleasure of meeting Mr. 
Stanley Gibbons last month on his 
visit to Tokyo, as well as supply 
some “wants” from my duplicates 
for his great stock. He agrees with 
me that when the U. S. and English 
colonials have towered above the 
average purse, the old stamps of 
Japan are going to have their day.

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We take leave to insert the follow¬ 
ing valuable clipping from Stanley 
Gibbons’ Monthly Journal regard¬ 
ing the three varieties of the France 
24c, 1870: 

“Type I. differs from types II. and 
III. in a very marked manner, the 
pearls in the circle enclosing the 
head are irregularly formed, and 
the circle is upward of a millimeter 
distant from the upper tablet, while 
in tj pes II. and III. the pearls are 
more regular in shape, and the 
circle is not more than a third of a 
millimeter from the tablet. 

The shading, such as it is, on the 
face of Ceres in type I., is in dots, 
and there are six grapes in the 
second row of the cluster, while in 
types II. and III. the shading is in 
lines, and there are four grapes. 

“Type III. is readily distinguish¬ 
able from type II., as the lettering, 
especially that in the upper tablet, 
is much larger and more distinct 
than in the latter. 

“Don't tr-y- to distinguish these 
types by means of the Greek border 
in the right lower portion of the 
frame, as has been suggested in 
various quarters.”

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HOW THEY WERE USED. 

Almost all of the different values 
f United States stamps have been 
ssued for some especial use; that is, 
here has been some rate that 
equired each value. The relative 
alue of some of them can be better 
inderstood if we consider what they 
vere most used for. 

The one cent has been used to paj r 
he single newspaper rate since 
£851; the single rate on drop letters 
:rom 1851 to 1863; and during late 
years, the single rates on drop 
etters, printed matter or merchan¬ 
dise. 

The two cent value was originally 
•issued in 1863 to pay the single rate 
on drop letters; since 1883 it has been 
iused to pay the single rate on 
domestic letters. 

The three cent was first issued in 
tl851 for the single letter rate, in 
rwhich use it continued until 1883. 
There is no three cent rate at pres¬ 
ent,and as it cannot be conveniently 
i used on letters it is generally met 
'with on third and fourth class 
matter. Unused three cent stamps 
• were redeemed from 1884 to 1895, the 
object being to relieve persons 
holding quantities of them when 
the letter rate was reduced from 
: three to two cents. 

The four cent was issued in 1883 
i for double letter postage. 

The five cent was used from 1847 to 
1851 for the single letter rate; from 


1851 to 1856 for the single rate on 
unpaid letters, and from 1856 to 1863 
for the registration fee. It was 
discontinued in 1868. Since 1875 it 
has been used for the postal union 
single letter rate. 

The six cents was first issued in 

1869 for the double letter rate and 
the single rate to England. In 1871 
the single rate to Germany and 
several other countries was reduced 
to six cents. In 1875 it ceased to be 
of especial use for foreign postage 
and in 1883 for double domestic 
rates. Since 1883 it has been used 
principally for triple letter rates. 

The seven cents was issued from 

1870 to 1875 for the single rate to 
Denmark and other countries. 

The eight cents was issued for the 
registration fee in 1893. As all 
offices keep this value it is used on 
packages more than any value 
above the five cent. 

The ten cent has alwa} s been used 
.for various single foreign rates, and 
since 1875 for the double rate to 
postal union countries. Beginning 
with 1855 it was used for a few years 
for the single letter rate to Califor¬ 
nia. From 1870 to 1893 it was used 
for the registration fee. Since 1893 
it has been largely used on regis¬ 
tered letters to pay the registration 
fee and the postage. 

The twelve cent was issued for 
several foreign rates from 1851 to 
1875. 
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The fifteen cent was issued for the 
registration fee in 1875. 

The twenty-four cent was first 
issued in 1875 for the rate to Eng¬ 
land and other countries. 

The thirty cent was first used for 
the single rate to Germany. 

The fifty cent of 1893 took the place 
of the thirty cent for packages. 

The ninety cent was first intended 
for the triple rate to Germany. 

The dollar values took the place 
of the ninety cent. 

The stamps most used on packa¬ 
ges at any particular period were 
the stamps used for the single 
foreign letter rate and the registra¬ 
tion fee at that period because most 
all offices kept these in stock.

U. S. CANCELLATIONS. 

Lack of uniformity in the cancel¬ 
lation and obliteration of postage 
stamps of the United States seems to 
be one of the chief characteristics of 
the postoffice department. Very 
seldom do we find that the oblitera¬ 
tion and postmark of our town is 
similar to that of the adjoining 
village. Anything from a pen scratch 
to a smudge of lampblack seems to 
be good enough for Uncle Sam. The 
comparison with foreign countries 
is not favorable to us in this respect, 
with the exception of a few over- 
zealous British officials who insist 
on making the denomination of the 
stamp undiscernible. There is a 
large field for improvement in this 
branch of our postoffice department, 
and probably in time will develop 
moreuniform methods. What would 
be the result if something happened 
that our present and past issues 
become obsolete and remainders 


sold at less than face value, like our 
neighbors, N. Brunswick and B. E. 
Islands and B. Columbia, etc. Then 
some wonderful authority would 
arise and state that stamps with 
such and such a postmark were the 
onlj- genuine cancellations and all 
others were forgeries, or that the 
stamps to be genuine must be on 
the original covers. Herewith is 
appended a short description of a 
few of our cancellations since 1873. 

1. Series. Five concentric rings, 
two heavy, three light, purple ink. 

2. Two concentric rings, large dot 
in center, blue ink. 

3. Ring, enclosing five pointed 
star, black ink. 

4. Ring with spoke-like arms 
radiating from center, and having 
the center portion of wavy-line 
circles, black ink. 

5. Plain five pointed star, black 
ink. 

6. Maltese cross, white border 
round edges of outline, black and 
purple ink. 

7. Maltese cross, cut from cork, 
circular outlines, black ink. 

8. Maltese cross, cut from cork, 
straight outlines, black ink. 

9. Gridiron of square dots about 
*4 in. square, black ink. 

10. Same, only round dots, black 
ink. 

11. Maltese cross, outer edges cut 
out to resemble hearts, black ink. 

12. Plain dot from cork of ink 
bottle, black ink, etc. 

These are only a few of our 
cancellations, but it is enough to 
show how terrible a job it would be 
to determine the correct one, 
supposing such an unlikely event 
as above mentioned should occur

The first issue of this country is 
> teresting. It furnishes one of the 
-est fields at present for the student 
: minor varieties in the way of 
aade, paper, watermark and print- 
ig. Mr. Slade has mentioned very' 
any lines, etc., that he thinks may 
e printers’ marks. I have not been 
fble to settle an\ r that he describes 
n any particular printing, y r et it 
sems very likely' that marks might 
ave been made to distinguish the 
-orlt of the different printers. This 
•> an excellent opportunity' for 
mneone to discover an engraver’s 
lark that will be a sure test for the 
ifferent prints. Mr. Slade’s articles 
an be found in the Philatelists’ 
‘upplement to the Bazaar for 
October, 1896, or the Daily Stamp 
\tein for November 10,1890. 

The stamps are engraved in taille 
ouce — each plate being made from 
' die. It is probable that there was 
more than one plate for at least the 
j centavos, because the early' speci¬ 
mens are very irregularly' placed 
while later copies are more even, 
"he paper is hand made, varying in 
thickness, and watermarked; the 
'alue in outline numerals. As in 
aandmade stamp paper, a different 
vire die or bit was required for 
jach stamp in the sheet. Two 
different sets of dies were used for 
he 10 centavos. The small 10 water¬ 
mark measures 8 mm. high and 
he large 10 9 mm. The large 10 is 
much plainer than the small 10. For 
the o centavos there were probably 
three sets of dies. These have been 
described as the small 5 (with the 
oar connecting the upper and lower 


parts of the 5 vertical), the medium 
or slanting 5 (with the bar slanting), 
and the large 5 (1867). Both the 
vertical and slanting 5 and 5s with 
all degrees of slant between them 
are found on the 1853 printing, while 
only' the true slanting' 5 is found on 
the 1854 and 1857 prints. So it does 
not appear that the vertical and 
slanting 5 represent two separate 
sets of wire dies. The 10 centavos, 
of which fewer were printed than of 
the 5 centavos, required two sets of 
dies, and the 1854 and 1857 printing 
does not bear the strictly vertical 5 
that is found on the 1853 print. So 
it is evident that there must have 
been a change in the 5 watermark 
in 1854 and that the vertical 
and slant 5s do not represent 
this change but are found to¬ 
gether in the first set. There does 
not seem to have been much differ¬ 
ence between these two sets, except 
that the second set are all slanting 
5s. All of the watermarks differ 
more or less in size and shape. With 
a sufficient number of blocks and 
pairs it would be possible to re-con¬ 
struct a sheet of watermarks. That 
would be the only sure way to 
determine the difference between 
the first and second sets of the 5 
centavos watermark. 

The edges of the sheet have 
watermarked lines as in the early 
English stamps, and also the value 
in outline capitals. These lines 
would help m reconstructing. From 
the proportion of stamps showing- 
lines the sheets cannot be very' 
large. The wire bits probably 
became bent, as tjumerous missha¬ 
pen watermarks are found. The 
large 5 is not found with the lines.

: A great deal has been said and 
written regarding watermarks, but 
:he simplest, cheapest and easiest 
way is to place the stamp face down 
on a piece of unsensitized ferreotype 
ond moisten with pure benzine. 
Unused stamps treated in this way 
i are uninjured, as the benzine quickly 
evaporates. 


Authorities claim but 40,000 of the 
10c blue San Marino, 1887, were ever 
issued. Considering the number 
likely to be in dealers’ and collect¬ 
ors’ hands, would this not be a good 
stamp to buy. 

Queen Wilhelmina of Holland 
will celebrate her sixteenth birth¬ 
day by issuing a new set of postage 
stamps. The issue may be looked 
for next August. 

China has a new issue of adhesive 
stamps and has gone into the stamp 
business on a large scale. So far I 
have seen but five values, % cent 
red-brown, 1 cent yellow, 2 cents 
orange, 4 cents brown, 5 cents red. 
Design of stamp similar to Scott’s 
A3 excepting the customary dragon 
in center. Size of stamp 20x23 m.m., 
perforated 11, on very thin hard 
wove paper, poorly gummed. The 
Inspector General of this enlight¬ 
ened country has issued a circular 
regarding the Imperial Chinese 
Post in which he say's that commu¬ 
nication will be maintained all 
winter both by T land and sea between 
the following places: Peking, Che- 
foo, New Chang, Tientsin, Shaing- 
hai and Chinkiang.

The 25 centovas lilac Mexico, 1880 
issue, may be found in a very 
distinct shade, almost a blue-grey. 
The 25 centovas red of the 1872 issue 
on watermarked paper, pin perfora¬ 
tion, is a pink and not red as given 
in the catalogues. The reprints of 
the 20 centovas lilacs, 1880 issue, are 
very dark, almost black. The paper 
is very thin, poorly gummed and 
inclined to curl.

UNITED STATES. 

There are several items of interest 
in the postmaster-general’s report. 
The most important is his recom¬ 
mendation that the newspaper 
stamps be abandoned. He suggests 
that the accounts be kept by a 
system of duplicate receipts. This 
change will be very welcome to 
those connected with the depart¬ 
ment, but from a philatelic stand¬ 
point it is not so nice. We have two 
alarming conditions staring us in 
the face. If the remainders are 
destroyed the present set will be 
very rare, or if they are hoisted on 


the public there is no telling where 
the present prices will drop. Per¬ 
sonally we are not sorry to see them 
go, as we do not consider them 
collectable in the highest sense of 
the word—they not being sold to the 
public. 

He also suggests a special regis-] 
tration envelope of the denomina-: 
tion of 10 cents—8 cents for the 
register fee and 2 cents for one letter 
rate. This envelope is to be made 
of a superior quality of paper. It 
will come under the special request 
provisions and will be popular with 
banks and business firms. If this 
10 cent envelope is issued a 13 cent 
for foreign use will probably follow. 

He also wishes a law requiring 
full prepayment on all mail. At 
present first class mail is forwarded 
if one full rate, two cents, is paid. 
This rule would lessen the use of 1 
due stamps. Wanamaker wanted to 
have any class of matter sent C.O.D. 
at the option of the writer. 

* * * 

THAT EXHIBITION. 

We are very glad to hear that the 
exhibition committee of the N. P. S. 
have secured space at the Trans- 
Mississippi Exposition. Now we 
must strive to make it a success. It 
is the best possible way to impress 
upon the public the scientific, 
artistic and commercial sides of 
philately. Although I think that 
under the head of commercial phil¬ 
ately they have perhaps had enough 
talk about the high values paid for 
rare stamps. Most of the public not 
having experienced the joy of 
having or the sorrow of not having 
a 90 cent Justice, are not able to 
appreciate the value we set upon 
them; and when they hear of the 
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.igure we set upon some stamps, 
itie sober citizen is apt to call us 
ranks. 

It is not fair to exchange or sell 
(tamps of different degrees of per¬ 
fection at a uniform rate of catalog. 

When we are in doubt as to the 
correct classification of a stamp, we 
lave found it quite safe, if not 
scientific, to guess it as the com¬ 
monest variety. 

Some collectors hold aloft from 
oddities and freaks, yet almost every 
abnormal stamp can show us some¬ 
thing concerning how the stamps 
:are made. 

We have a friend who has solved 
the question of mounting minor 
varieties—he does not mount them 
but keeps his stamps in a stock 
book where they can be readily 
examined.

The recent newspaper dispatches 
in regard to the suppression of the 
Clipperton Island Guano Co. by the 
Mexican government lead us to 
believe that the old saying has been 
fulfilled—the devil has come after 
his own. 

We Nebraskans can feel proud—if 
we want to — of the fact that we are 
to have a Trans-Mississippi issue. 
The values will be 1, 2, 5, 10 and 50 
cent, $1.00 and $2.00, twice the size of 
the current set. The designs will be 
symbolical of the Trans-Mississippi 
region. Commemorative stamps 
have not been popular with the 
American public in the past, and we 
venture to predict and sincerely 


hope that the department’s expecta¬ 
tion “to realize handsomely” will 
not be fulfilled. 

The Jubilee issues have been 
receiving all kinds of uncompli¬ 
mentary talk. It is said that the $4 
and $5 Canada cannot be used for 
postage because the postage on a 
single package can never be that 
high. The same objection was made 
to the Columbians, but it is a 
mistake in both cases. There is no 
limit to the weight of first class 
matter in Canada or the United 
States. The real grounds for com¬ 
plaint is that they are issued for a 
short time only and in additiou to 
the regular set. The selling of the 
Jubilee stamps in sets only is an 
outrage to the public as well as to 
philately. 

* 

There is very little that can be 
said against Chilians, from the 
standpoint of a specialist or of a 
general collector. They furnish 
good material for study while there 
are no objectionable minor varie¬ 
ties. They are far ahead of most 
South Americans, being almost free 
from counterfeits, surcharges, re¬ 
prints and unnecessary issues. The 
early stamps printed by Perkins, 
Bacon & Co. resemble the early 
English,while the later issues,being 
the work of the American Bank 
Note Co., are very much like our 
own stamps. There is a great deal 
yet to be learned about the first 
issue. 

P. M. Wolseiffer of Chicago has 
sent a protest to the P. M. General 
against the proposed issue to com¬ 
memorate the Omaha Exposition.

The Stamp Collectors’ Fortnightly 
has the following to sav about the 
differences between the dies: 


“As will be remembered, die I. was 
used for the penny black of 1840, and 
for the penny red of 1841-54; and the 
retouch, by Mr. Humphrey, in 1854 is 
known as die II. The difficulty in 
distinguishing between the dies is 
chiefly due to the fact that good 
copies of die I. are very similar to 
die II., but, as at least one of the 
sixteen points enumerated below 
will be observable, even in used 
copies, I hope that a perusal of them 
will help to dispel any doubts as to 
the identity of any particular copy. 

(I. signifies the original, II. the 
re-engraved die.) 

I. The upper of the two rows of 
jewels in the band of the diadem 
appears to be of round stones. II. 
The deep shading at the side of 
each stone in the upper of the two 
rows of jewels in the band of the 
diadem gives them a diamond¬ 
shaped appearance.

A line has 
been added to the bottom of the 
chin, almost at the edge, following 
its curve up to the above-mentioned 
indentation. 

I. The top of the band behind the 
ear is faint. II. The top of the 
band behind the ear is quite distinct. 

I. The lower edge of the band is 
formed by two faint lines, with an 
intermediate white space. II. The 
lower edge of the band forms one 
thick line, the white space having 
disappeared. 

I. The penultimate twist of the 
pendent curl appears to go almost 
straight down to the next twist.

There are many shades of all 
values in each printing.

The pen marked specimens were 
used as revenues. Several off colors 
have been mentioned, among which 
are the 5 centavos black and 20 
centavos blue. These may be acci¬ 
dental changes or proofs.

The second issue of Chili was 
printed by the National Bank Note 
Company of New York. With the 
change of printers, the waterm arked 
lines, blued paper and dull look of 
Perkins, Bacon & Co.’s stamps are 
superseded by the imprint, crow¬ 
foot and bright appearance of the 
stamps of the National Company. 
The 2,10 and 20 centavos appeared 
in 1867, the 1 and 5 centavos in 1868. 
The stamps are engraved, on white 
wove paper, perforated 12. The 
imprint, in Spanish, is 2 mm. from 
the stamps. The first dated cancel¬ 
lations are found on this issue. The 
pen marked copies were used as 
revenues.

The third issue, with the word 
“centavos” across the numerals of 
value, is engraved, on white wove 
paper, rouletted. The 5 centavos 
appeared in December, 1877, the 
other values in January, 1878. The 
National Bank Note Company 
merged into the American Bank 
Note Company in 1879. This issue 
bears the American imprint in 
English. I have not been able to 
find any National imprints. The 
Catalog for Advanced Collectors 
mentions half of the 10 centavos 
used as 5 centavos.

During the war with Peru in 1880, I 
the 1,2 and 5 centavos revenues were 1 1 
used for postage. They are perfor- j 
ate 12 and engraved on white wove I 
paper by the American Bank Note I 
Company. 

During the revolution of 1891 the 1 
1, 2, 5,10 and 20 centavos and 1 peso I 
revenues and the 2,5 and 10 centavos 1 
and 1 peso telegraph were used for 
postage. The 1 peso telegraph is 
given upon the authority" of the list 
of the official collection of Chilian 
stamps in the National Library" at 
Valparaiso, published in the Inter¬ 
national Philatelist. The list I 
mentions the fact that only" the 10 1 
centavos was used throughout the | 
republic, the balance being used in 
the northern provinces only. The I 
telegraphs have the same impres- I 
sion, separation and paper as the I 
revenues already described. The I 
imprints are in English. It will be I 
noticed that the 1, 2 and 5 centavos ] 
used during the Peruvian war and 
the same values used during the 
revolution can only be distin¬ 
guished by" the dates of the post¬ 
marks. The fiscal cancellations are 
circular with a star in the center, in 
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ed and blue rubber stamp ink. 

Due Stamps. 

A provisional set of 2, 4, 9,10, 16, 20 
3 and 40 centavos was issued in 
394 for use in Valparaiso. They 
'ere printed in black on yellow 
aper. 

A permanent issue, followed in 
395. They were printed in red on 
ellow and straw paper. 

The 1 peso has lately been sur- 
harged “100 centavos” to distin- 
uish it from the 1 centavo.

THE STAMPS OF MEXICO. 

BY r„. G. DORPAT. 

Fashion, which takes hold of 
tamps as well as most all things, 
I'requefltly seems to be without any 
‘Reasonable ground; hence we hear 
'he saying: Fashion is foolish, fads 
tre follies. This saying is only in 
uart true. By closer investigation 
t will be found that all fashions, all 
ads, and even all follies, have some 
easonable cause. There is always 
iome underlying principle which is 


quite reasonable, but the a ppl ication 
of which is not always readily 
apparent and sometimes much 
overdone. The great favor shown to 
British Colonial stamps is no doubt 
due to the great rarity of some of 
them, besides the patriotism and 
machination of British collectors 
and dealers; but nothing has helped 
these stamps more into favor than 
their beauty, for which stamp 
collectors have a quick eye. Beauty 
is probably the principal reason 
why modern speculative issues hold 
their own in spite of all endeavors to 
bring them into general discredit. 
On the other hand, stamps which 
lack beauty can hardly be raised to 
general favor though the greatest 
efforts be made. Such are most of 
the stamps manufactured in 
Spanish speaking countries. The 
stamps of Spain may appeal to the 
philatelic student, and he may find 
them as interesting as the stamps of 
Mauritius and New Zealand, but the 
average collector will slight them, 
because they have no beauty to 
appeal to his favor. The same will 
be found true in regard to stamps of 
the Spanish colonies and the South 
American republics. These latter 
are just now somewhat in promi¬ 
nence, but the hojje for their general 
acceptance to favor lies in the strong 
sprinkling the} 7 contain of stamps 
manufactured in the United States, 
and the beauty of these in contrast 
with the homeliness of the rest. 
Similarly it is with the stamps of 
Mexico. The excessive homeliness 
of so great a number of them seems 
to offend the sense for beauty. Fiven 
the very first issue, the design of 
which is very fair, shows such very 
poor execution that" the inexperi- 
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enced will be tempted to ask: Are 
they genuine? The same may be 
said of the third issue, that of 1864, 
design of the Mexican eagle. This 
design, if properly executed, would 
make a beautiful stamp, but alas! 
see what poor, blurred blotches were 
made of it. The portrait issue of 1864 
is non-objectionable in regard to 
beauty, but this issue was made in 
New York and used for a very short 
time only. The Maximilian issues of 
1866, though not pretty , are better 
than the first and third. Then comes 
a long list of provisionals’ and 
surcharges, with very little to gratify 
the aesthetic. In the issue of 1868 we 
would find the non plus ultra of 
homeliness if not a few of the native 
Indian productions excelled in 
these questionable prerogatives. 
The issue of 1872 is but little better, 
and it was but wise that the contract 
for manufacturing stamps was 
again given to the people of N.ew 
York. From 1882on, Mexico made its 
own stamps again, and though there 
is a great improvement over former 
attempts, no first class work has been 
done up to date. Besides the regular 
issues the Porte de Mar stamps, the 
use of which has been much 
doubted, augment rather than 
diminish the want of beauty when 
we take Mexican stamps as a whole. 
It is not surprising therefore that 
very few collectors will take much 
interest in Mexican stamps, and that 
some even feel an aversion against 
them. For this there may be other 
causes, but the principal one is lack 
of beauty, and that will affect the 
student as well as the amateur. Yet 
there is something in Mexican 
stamps that must appeal to all. It is 
the portraiture of the country’s 


history. Mexico was a colony of 
Spain the same as Cuba is now; after 
a long struggle it became free but 
suffered under continual revolu¬ 
tions for a period of fifty years, 
which sufficiently" accounts for the 
lack of art and fine taste as por¬ 
trayed in the first issues of postage 
stamps. When the first issue was 
made the country" had not y'et fully 
settled to peace, but the feeling for 
liberty wasstrong among the people, 
hence theportraitof Miguel Hidalgo 
y Costilla, the liberator of 1810, was 
chosen for the central design of the 
first stamp. Hidalgo was a priest, 
though, and the desire for religious 
liberty beside political liberty" soon 
suppressed Hidalgo’s portrait and 
set the eagle, the national emblem, 
in its place. Then comes the short 
and sadly ended imperial reign of 
Maximilian, and after that general 
disorder, until with a return to 
order Hidalgo’s portrait again 
appears on the stamps, but in what 
miserable form! With the improve¬ 
ment of order the stamps improve 
too. The Mexican people begin to 
learn from their northern neigh¬ 
bors. From 1879 to 1884 we find 
beside Hidalgo’s likeness that of 
Carlos Benito Juarez on the coun- 
tsy’s stamps. Juarez was of Indian 
descent, the champion of religious 
liberty, of educational and financial 
reform, the successful defender of 
his country" against the French 
invasion, the greatest man Mexico 
ever had. The appearance of his 
likeness on the stamps indicates 
prosperity. In 1882 three stamps 
were issued, which are a copy of the 
U. S. due stamps, the adoption of 
which shows the spreading of North 
American influence. Yet the country 
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- under clerical influence; Hidal¬ 
go’s effigy again occupies the 
lamps of 1884, and Juarez disap- 
ears. Finally in 1886 the large 
umeral issue makes its appear- 
nce and indicates that the country 
i more and more turning to com¬ 
merce and industry, leaving politi- 
al and religious questions to the 
eaceful decision of the individual, 
he present issue serves as a resume 
f the postal development and 
<«eems to mark a new era, an era of 
ulture, study, art and science. For 
}ie philatelic student the stamps of 
Iexico afford a large field for 
esearch. Some very good work has 
^een done. For American collectors 
'. H. Mekeel’s work in the Philatelic 
ournal of America, 1896, is probably 
i he most accessible. For those who 
~ead German K. Heitmann’s “Gros¬ 
ses Handbuch der Philatelie” part 
fio-33, will prove excellent. But there 
s y r et many a point unsettled and 
;nough work to do for those who are 
willing and able to do it. The 
<specialist too will find the stamps of 
Mexico rich in varieties of color, 
shade, paper, perforation and water¬ 
marks, surcharges and curios. For 
:he collectors of the U. S. the stamps 
bf our nearest southern neighbor 
Should have some special interest. 
Until now Mexico is free from spec¬ 
ulative issues. Counterfeits and 
reprints have been sufficiently 
described to enable every careful 
jollector to avoid them. Remainders 
seem to be well in the market, so 
bthat a depreciation in value is 
ihardly to be expected from that 
source. All these stamps want is 
beauty,but the time may come when 
the favor of collectors will turn to 
ithe homely to make it beautiful. 


PICKINGS. 

Jubilee stamps seem to be the 
order of the day. New Zealand will 
issue 60,000 stamps of the J^d., Id., 
2d. and ‘^/od. The prices at which 
they are to be sold are very cheap (?). 
The x /zd. at6d. each, and on up to 2s. 
6d. for the 24£d. The proceeds are to 
be donated to the postoffice and 
libra ry.

The Turkish government is try’ing 
to get rid of the foreign postoffices 
in Constantinople. These offices 
were established by the various 
governments to insure safety to 
their own mails, the same as the 
U. S. offices in China.

It is reported that $50,000.00 worth 
of unused stamps were recently 
stolen from the general postoflice at 
Athens, Greece. 

* * 

The new issue from Barbados to 
conform to the U. P. U. regulations 
have appeared. The}’ are very 
similar to the old design except in 
size. The new issue measures 28x33 
mm., perforated 14b>. 

* * 

The Inland Revenue authorities 
of Fingland have decided that stamp 
dealers and publishers may use 
cuts of English stamps so long as 
they are not printed in colors nor 
used for advertising. Is it not 
possible that the United States 
authorities might be persuaded to 
grant the same favors? 


A London firm has a 5c Venezuela 
stamp printed on both sides for 
which they ask the modest sum of 
$5,100.00. They call it the “King of 
Stamps.” It certainly’ must be a 
king of something when such a 
price is asked for a printer's error. 
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NEW U. S. 

There are three things that may 
give us new varieties during- the 
next six months. First, the inter¬ 
national color changes, which have 
already began. Second, the exposi¬ 
tion. Third, the expiration of the 
arrangement between the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing and the 
Postoffice Department. We already 
have the one cent in the interna¬ 
tional green. The five cent blue 
will follow in April, with possibly a 
change in the portrait. The colors 
of the ten and fifteen cent will be 
changed so as not to conflict with 
the new one and five cent. The two 
cent will not be changed. 

Nothing has been said about 
changing the stamped envelopes. It 
is rumored that advantage will be 
taken of these necessary changes to 
introduce an entire new set of 
designs. The exposition stamps 


will probably be issued in June. 
The Bureau’s stamp contract 
expires June 30. If other arrange¬ 
ments for printing are made, we 
can expect the stamps to show the 
change. Like changes gave us the 
secret marks of the 1870 issue and 
the triangles of 1894. 

We have good chances for short 
lived varieties, if a new set should 
appear after the present color 
changes of the current type, if a 
change in printers should occur 
after a new set had been issued, or if 
the Exposition stamps should be 
printed by two printers. 

* * 

OMAHA STAMPS. 

Our own Nebraska stamps are by 
far the leading topic of the month. 
They are criticised as speculative 
and defended as being good adver¬ 
tisers of collecting. There can be no 
doubt that they are not necessary, 
and on the other hand, that they 
will start many new collectors. It 
seems that they will be issued in 
spite of the protests. In either event 
we think philately will be a gainer. 
A letter in Mekeel’s Weekly signed 
Nebraskan puts the matter in still a 
new light. We quote part. He is 
speaking of the protestors: 

“It seems to me that had this 
exposition been held in Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia or Chicago, 
nothing would have been heard 
from these gentlemen. There are no 
excessive^ high values like the 
Columbias or Canada Jubilees and 
hope there will be no inverted 
centers. 

I trust that Messrs. Scott and 
Wolseiffer and others of the wealth¬ 
ier class of philatelists from the far 
East will deign to visit our show on 
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ie banks of the Missouri and see 
'hat we can do in the way of a 
liilatelic displaj'.” 

Baron Harden-Hickey of the 
’rincipality of Trinidad committed 
uicide in El Paso, Tex., the other 
ay. Last month we noticed the 
-lisfortune of the Clipperton Island 
o. Lewis Bishop will turn up in 
rouble next. 

We have had occasion to use all 
inds of indexes for all kinds of 
mbjects, and have concluded that 
he card index is the best. It is 
er}' much the handiest and is 
lwaj'S full yet there is no limit to 
Ihe amount of matter it will hold, 
omplete re-arrangements can 
iasily be made. K. B. Jones has 
idopted the idea of indexing phila- 
elic literature in a very satisfactorj^ 
manner. 

There are not many books or 
articles dealing in a -complete way 
vith any set of stamps or stamp. A 
T ery large amount of information 
■las been published, but how is one 
foing to find it? We can not have 
ill the back numbers of stamp 
japers. What we need is a general 
index of the scientific contents of 
he back numbers. Such an index 
would not be hard to make provided 
one had the papers. 

* * 

We find it very handy to follow 
( his idea on a small scale by noting- 
on the margin of our Standard 
catalog any articles of particular 
nterest. These notes are of course 
folaced near the mention of the 
stamp in the catalog. 


There has not been much out of 
the ordinary for the plate number 
collector during the last year. 
Everything has been nearly uni¬ 
form. The monotony will now be 
broken by the change of colors and 
two new sets of numbers, with 
possibly some plates used by 
different printers. Plate number 
collection has one feature that other 
specialties do not—there are always 
new issues. 

Mr. Payne elsewhere in this issue 
sjjeaks of the annoyance caused to 
ones references by being called 
upon to answer inquiries. We think 
it would be a good thing for some 
one to establish a reference bureau. 
We could submit references to the 
bureau who would investigate them 
and if found satisfactory they could 
give us permission to use them as a 
reference and answer letters of 
inquiry. Of course they would be 
entitled to a fee. 

* * 

Several items have lately appeared 
in regard to what would happen to 
postmasters who sell newspaper 
stamps. The fact is, if they do not 
mention the matter the department 
will not detect the sales. The regular 
newspaper reports only state the 
number of stamps sent in with the 
accompanying stubs and not the 
number remaining on hand in the 
office, so it would be impossible to 
discover any- sales in this manner. 
Third class offices report the gross 
amount of newspaper stamps on 
hand each month, but nothing could 
be learned from this unless the 
figures were compared with the 
newspaper report, which they never 
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are. Fourth class offices do not 
even report the gross amount of 
newspaper stamps on hand, but it is 
figured in with the ordinary stamps. 
Of course all offices keep a detailed 
statement of all kinds of stamps on 
hand at the end of each month, but 
no shortage could be detected from 
this unless comparison were made 
with the amount actually used for 
newspaper postage, of which no 
record is kept. 

It frequently happens that exceed¬ 
ing!}' minute die differences are 
described. Many of these are simply 
the presence or absence of' slight 
lines caused by poor inking or a 
worn plate. We do not think it is 
worth while describing such varie¬ 
ties in the stamp papers. We take as 
much interest as anybody in trying 
to determine the cause of such 
things, but we think it absolutely 
useless to chronicle them. Descrip¬ 
tions of a few isolated cases are of no 
value. It must be remembered that 
no two things are exactly alike. 
Mention of slight retouchings that 
do not affect the appearance of the 
stamp might also be profitably 
excluded, unless one publishes a 
complete record of such changes, 
because they can only be studied 
from the stamps themselves. We 
are alive to the value of engravers’ 
marks in studying the history of 
stamps, but the genuineness of such 
can usually be easily proven. They 
are intended to be readily distin¬ 
guished from worn plates and the 
effects of poor inking.

THE INTELLIGENT COLLECTING OF STAMPS. 

Much can be said about the ways I 
of collecting stamps, both pro and ! 
con. 1st, at the present day it is I 
almost impossible to collect in a 
general way and expect to get either 
a used or unused complete series of 
a country. Years ago it was not a 
difficult matter, and then the price 
was so low that a glanco over an old 
catalogue of twenty years ago is 
somewhat amusing. Now we have I 
to face surcharges, Seebecks,annual 
issues, varieties of watermark, the 
same of paper, and other things I 
that make it so much more difficult. 

I suppose that a millionaire could J 
not get anything like a complete j 
collection. What then can we do? 1 
My idea is to make certain countries I 
specialties, and as far as possible I 
complete those. Of course a stamp 1 
album is not permanent enough, I 
and cards are far preferable (if with 1 
sunken mounts all the better). These 1 
at any time can also be easily shown 1 
in public under glass or in glass I 
cases and neecf not be handled. By I 
specializing, a collector can take up ’ 
one or two countries and increase ] 
according to the size of his pocket I 
book. If one is ambitious to have all 1 
countries represented, then get one 
single good representative stamp ] 
from each country and mount them 
alphabetically and geographically 
on cards, and this is not difficult. I 
collect United States unused in all 
its departments, and used revenues; | 
and in the case of foreign countries 
content myself, as I have above 
stated, with one only stamp, and 
that unused, and a fine collection it 
makes, too; one only of every postal j 
card mounted on card in frame and 
under glass, fifteen to a frame. I 
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■xcept U. S. only, and these I have 
i mused complete. Except for postal 
cards I find cards 9x11 the most 
convenient, and I mark spaces to fit 
lie stamps, cut out same, and mount 
n the second card. This gives me 
he desired depression to mount the 
tamps in and saves any rubbing 
hat might occuy from cards being 
daced one above the other. 

Now as to buying stamps, my 
xperience shows me there are as 
nanv dishonest dealers as buyers, 
nd nowadays one hardly' likes to 
.end money for stamps except to a 
eery' well known firm. This uncer¬ 
tainty has injured the stamp busi¬ 
ness, and is one cause of the present 
lump. The loss of a great part of 
he boy collector trade is another, 
md too many in the business 
mother. Cheap, trashy packets are 
bad too, and too liberally offered; 
and many' throw up a really good 
md fascinating pursuit because of 
one or more of these things 
mentioned. If stamps were to be 
seen in one’s own town, they' would 
sell better, and every' town contain¬ 
ing collections should keep sup¬ 
plies. This could be done by large 
firms appointing agents who should 
«e perfectly' recommended, and the 
Shocks supplied them changed and 
new issues sent them at stated 
(periods. This would in a great 
measure do away' with the tiresome 
preference business. One’s friends 
get tired of being constantly' called 
[ ipon for letters of recommendation, 
and then where’s the dealer’s 
recommendation, if you send money 
with order? Exchanges are not 
either a perfect success. Dealers 
sell as cheap and you run no risk, 
get returns more promptly, and 




y'our stamps are not injured by 
being sent around the circuits. If 
you are a good customer a dealer 
will exchange your duplicates too, 
at least I find it so. I say' all this 
not with a desire to find fault but as 
an honest lover of our beautiful 
study, to me a most fascinating one, 
and as a collector for thirty-five 
years. I speak as I think. I am 
sorry to find so much anxiety to 
get the better of fellow collectors 
and ,so little real brotherly help, 
and hope to see less anxiety for 
office and to rule instead of an 
honest desire to work for the com¬ 
mon good. A change must come or 
philately will not be what it has 
been, and I believe my remarks will 
be endorsed by a great many read¬ 
ers. I would like to talk more of boy' 
collectors, and will at some future 
period if our friends the editors will 
give me room for a future paper, 
but do not wish to occupy' too much 
space in one letter. R. E. Payne.

^he late Mr. Tiffany in liis 
history” says of this ptamp on 
;.ge 134: “Unperforated specimens 
' ve been catalogued.” From this 
! seems that Mr. Tiffany had no 
reat faith in these unperforated 
Dilips,havingnothing to say about 
■em except that the)' “have been 
talogued.” His investigations 
•ncerning them must have been 
ithout any definite result. Scott’s 
j talogue does not mention them at 
1, which seems to indicate that the 
’ott Company regards them as 
on-legitimate. They are rarely met 
fith. One copy which I have seen 
n the original envelope, addressed 
> Mr. Christian Oberholzer, Clar- 
nce Centre, Erie Co., N. Y., is of a 
Jnkish rose color and shows traces 
f perforation at one side. The 
istory of the letter and its whole 
ondition exclude all thought of 
raudulent trimming, and the only 
•lausible explanation seems to be 
hat the writer of the letter by the 
ise of imperforated stamps had 
:cquired the habit of cutting his 
tamps from the sheet with scissors 
ind kept on doing so with perforated 
tamps, unintentionally trimming 
his copy by doing so. Another 
:opy, on part of original letter, now 
n my possession, also of a pinkish 
ose color, shows traces of perfora- 
ion too, though the margins are 
rood on two sides and fraudulent 


manipulation is quite improbable 
on account of the raggedness of the 
edges. This would strengthen the 
above supposition. A third copy I 
have seen in the collection of Rev. 
W. Matthes of Milwaukee. It is from 
the same source as the above two; it 
is a decided pink; it is on a war 
envelope addressed to Dr. B. S. 
Myers, Clarence Centre, Erie Co., 
N. Y., has wide margins all around 
and no trace of a perforation. 
Considered alone this would go as a 
a beautiful used copy of the U. S. 
3c pink, imperforate on the origi¬ 
nal envelope, a thing certainly 
worth having. Considered in con¬ 
nection with the other two copies 
mentioned above, it becomes some¬ 
what doubtful and wants the 
co-operation of an imperforate pair. 
Such I could not find up to date. 
Nevertheless my theory is this: The 
pink shade was the first shade of this 
stamp issued in 1861 the manufac¬ 
ture was hurried because of the 
former issue having been declared 
void on account of the war—some 
sheets got out imperforated or but 
partly perforated and had to be cut 
by shears or torn off over a sharp 
edge- these stamps are as legitim ate 
as the “grilled all over,” and are 
about of the same value. I admit, 
though, that this theory lacks 
undisputable proof, and my object, 
in submitting it, is to induce others 
to come forward with any facts in 
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their possession for or against it. 
The dates on all three copies 
described are illegible; more than 
these three copies I have not seen; 
perforated pinkish-rose copies bear 
dates in 1863 and are all of Scott’s 
September die; so is the unperfora¬ 
ted copy in my possession; the other 
two I did not examine as to die.

PLATE NUMBERS. 

It seems to me that the present 
time would be very appropriate to 
say a few words about plate 
numbers. One reason being that we 
are on the eve of two new issues, 
viz; The Trans-Mississippi issue and 
the change in colors in our present 
current issue. The one cent denom¬ 
ination of the latter has already 
made its appearance, the plate 
numbers of which are 493 to 496, 526 
to 529, and 534 to 537, all in green. 
While the above numbers are 
already in circulation (and they are 
the highest numbers that are out) it 
will yet be many months before all 
the offices will be supplied with 
them. I would say to anyone who 
has had in contemplation the 
collection of this very interesting 
branch of philately, that now will be 
a good time to begin, as beginners 
now would be sure to be able to get 
a complete collection of the Exposi¬ 
tion stamps and plate numbers 
Number 500 or 501 would be a good 
place to start on the current issue, 
as the present way of numbering 
may run on for a long time yet. 

It will be noticed by the above 
numbers that the Bureau has 
improved somewhat in its method 
of numbering, all plates now being 
numbered by fours consecutively, 


whereas formerly there would 
frequently be one number of a 
certain denomination and then 
perhaps a large quantity of num¬ 
bers of another denomination 
following, and then back to the 
former one, etc. There are many 
interesting items that could be 
written in this connection, and even 
now there is a great difference in the 
coloring of the two cent. Some plates 
show a very pale pink while perhaps 
the very next one will be a dark 
carmine. It would add very much 
to the interest of our philatelic 
publications if this class of collect¬ 
ors would let it be known and 
published when they come across 
anything unusual, so please do not 
be backward and let us hear from 
you, as you may be assured that 
someone will get good from what 
you have to say. E. J. Scott.

In fact it 
would furnish a means for prices to 
adjust themselves.

Our government has not made 
many changes in design that were 
unnecessary. The issue of 1851-66 
was an improvement in the way of 
new values which were needed. The 
grill and perforation were also 
improvements. A change in design 
was unavoidable in 1861 to prevent 
the stock in the hands of southern 
postmasters from being wrongfully 
used. There seems to have been no 
particular object in the 1869 set. The 
series of 1870 took the place of the 
1869 issue because the latter were 
unpopular. The 1880 issue secured 
uniformity in design. The Colum¬ 
bians were not necessary. The 
different engravers’ marks and all 
changes of color have been 
necessary.

A queer stamp has come to light 
in Texas. A drug firm there ran the 
postoffice during the war, and when 
hostilities were declared in 1861 were 
out of stamps. A liappj’ thought 
struck them, and they brought their 
drug labels into use in place of 
stamps. The labels were placed on 
the envelope and cancelled in the 
regular wa 3 r . Thej r were used about 
a 3 r ear, or until a supply^ of the 
regular Confederate stamps were 
sent them. Each label represented 
postage to the value of 5 cents. 

The Postmaster General of Canada 
seems to have gone be 3 7 und his 
authority in reducing the colonial 
letter rate to 3 cents. Owing to the 
fact that all countries interested 
must first give their consent, the 
Canadian government is obliged to 
furnish the extra 2 cents required 
on each letter. The postoffice 
department at Ottawa has author¬ 
ized all postmasters to add an extra 
2 cent stamp to letters found mailed 
under this ruling. 

An agricultural implement firm 
doing business in Omaha has issued 
a private postal card ver3 r similar to 
the government issue now in use. 
The card is prepared t> 3 ’ a 1 cent 
adhesive, and but for this would be 
taken for the regular government 
issue. The printing at top is the 
same, and in the same kind of t 3 pe, 
as on the Jefferson cards.

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STAMP LITERATURE. 

There are but few stamp issues 
that have been exhaustively written 
about. There has been a great deal 
said in philatelic papers, but the 
greater part of the information 
published is in the form of notes. 
For this reason it is almost 
impossible to secure all that has 
been written about most stamps. 
One has to collect information about 
the stamps of most countries in the 
same manner that the stamps 
themselves are collected, and it is 
also as hard to obtain. In any other 
study it is easy - to secure in the form 
of books almost everything that 
anybody- else knows on the subject. 
With us it is impossible to get much 
of the published information of the 
stamps of most countries, for the 
reason that it is so scattered. 

There are two ways to overcome 


this difficulty: either have a 
complete index to all papers or have 
the valuable parts of the notes and 
short articles published under one) 
head. This latter way is the manner 
in which all scientific articles are 
prepared. To the information 
obtained from various papers is 
added of course what the writer has ] 
himself observed. 

At present it is almost impossible 
to obtain for publication an article | 
dealing in a complete way with the 
stamps of any country. Most j 
collectors who are well posted on 
particular countries have already 
written what they know. To write an 
article on a country that you are not 
familiar with requires about a year’s 
looking up information and study. 

If a number of collectors would 
work together along this line it 
would be possible to accomplish a 1 
great deal. Each could write on the I 
stamps he is interested in, the others I 
helping him with any facts they I 
know and any r articles they* have. I 
This would certainly be a pleasure j 
to anyone who likes to study stamps. ] 
One could also feel that his work 
was amounting to something. 

We would liketo see such a scheme ! 
tried, and want to hear from any one ’ 
who will help. 

THE STAMP EXHIBIT. 

The Nebraska Philatelic Society 
has undertaken to have an exhibit of 
stamps at the Omaha Exposition.

The address to which they 
are to be sent will be announced 
later. It would be cheaper if the 
framing could be done in Omaha. 
Such arrangements will probabty be 
made. 

We have heard that an eastern 
party expects to-open a large stamp 
business in Omaha. From the 
present outlook we can expect 
interest in' stamps to increase 
considerable in Nebraska, during 
the next six months. 

With the new western societ 3 r 
and the N. P. S. meeting, the stamp 
exhibit and the collectors visiting 
the exposition, Omaha will be the 
principal point of interest during 


the summer. The Philatelic West 
will be on hand. We invite 3’our 
patronage. 

While speaking of the meets, let 
me sa 3 ' to you, whether you are a 
member of the societies or not, try to 
attend. You can probably fix the 
time of 3 r our trip to the exposition at 
about the same date as the 
conventions. The dates are now 
under discussion; as soon as the 3 ' 
are decided the 3 r will be announced 
in these columns. 

The British board of Inland 
Revenue has at last decided that 
stamp illustrations can be used, 
under conditions. It has been found 
that the Siegler case could have 
been settled more satisfactorily to 
the A. P. A. had different methods 
been chosen. Thenextappropriation 
of exchange books will be collected. 
This leaves onty the newspaper 
stamp case to fear.

Greco-Turkish war surcharges are 
now coming to light. Both the 
Turks and Greeks are said to have 
surcharged stamps for use in the 
occupied territo^. The object in 
the Greek surcharge was to prevent 
the use of the stamps in case the 3 ' 
fell into the hands of the Turks. It is 
strange that these varieties were not 
discovered sooner. It would be well 
to learn more about them before 
buying.

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postmark are among the possibili¬ 
ties of the summer.

We misquoted the Virginia 
Philatelist in our January number. 
We should have said: ten stamps 
were printed in the red surcharge 
and thirty-five in the double sur¬ 
charge. As there were forty stamps 
in the sheet these printings must 
have been from the die and there¬ 
fore can only be considered essays or 
proofs. 

The American Journal of Phil¬ 
ately chronicles the discover}- of a 
sure enough 10 centavos Chilian of 
1853 with blued paper. There can be 
no doubt of it because it shows the 
ivory head. There has always been 
considerable question about this 
stamp because it is so hard to 
distinguish between paper blued by 
chemical action or by a surplus of 
ink. The paper also varies greatly in 
t hickness and tli in copies sometimes 
look blue on the back. We did not 
include the stamp in our list last 
month, although we mentioned in 
its favor the fact that other blue 
stamps of Perkins, Bacon & Co. 
printed about the same time have 
blue paper. 

Era mentions a remarkable V. S. 
error. It is a three cent 1861 
perforated the size of the 1896 issue.

The fact that Mexican stamps were 
not sold to the public up to 1878 
explains many of the odd things 
about them.

Now that the Omaha stamps are 
in assured fact why not quit kick- 
ng. The issue can not be called 
speculative in the same term as 
some other issues of different coun- 
ries, for these will be redeemable as 
postage anywhere in the U. S. I 
lave it from high postal authority 
hat any postmaster in U. S. can 
lave these stamps on sale by making 
■equisition on the postoffice depart- 
nent at Washington. This in my 
nind precludes all possibility of 
speculative issue. 

The government is now advertis¬ 


ing for bids for furnishing stamps 
and envelopes for the four years 
beginning Julj^ 1st. Does this make 
a new issue? If so, the lc issue 
(green) is short lived, also the 5c 
blue scheduled for April 1st. Both 
these stamps will be good stamps to 
keep. 

Talking about new stamps, what 
will be the outcome of the war 
scare? Congress has passed a law 
granting $50,000,000.00 for an emer¬ 
gency war fund, which is not 
provided for in the regular budget, 
as all expenses have been figured 
on a peace basis. Gen. Alger pro¬ 
poses a war tax, which supposedly 
will be the same as our civil war 
tax. Notes, drafts, bills, medicines, 
matches, etc., will be taxed again, 
This will give another boost to the 
already high prices of U. S..revenues 
and a great majority will be heard 
to say, “what a fool I was.”

In all the ordinary affairs of life it 
well to hasten slowly, while in 
atters philatelic, or at least in 
rming a collection of stamps, it is 
ill to hasten not at all. 

[There are two principal reasons 
r collecting stamps. One is the 
ve of possessing that which is 
autiful, odd, rare or curious. The 
her is the thought of amassing an 
hum of gems, with the idea of 
lling at a profit—speculation if 
u please. 

In either case haste is a non- 
sential, and in fact is almost sure 
be regretted. If you belong to 
& class that collect simply' because 
u love stamps, enjoy looking at 
em, studying and examining 
em, you do not want to be in a 
irry in gathering your treasures 
.for just as soonasy ou commence 
itting stamps in your album 
thout first studying them thor- 
ghly and learning all y'ou can 
•out them, just that soon will your 
terest in y'our collection and 
ings philatelic begin to wane, 
ocure good stamps, a few at a 
ne. Study each until y r ou know all 
u can learn about its country, 
len and why it was issued, and 


any other points connected with it 
that is of any r interest to you, then 
place it in your album, and every 
time you glance at that page and 
your eye falls on that particular 
stamp, you will unconsciously call 
to mind all that you learned in 
connection with it. In this way we 
seem when looking over the pages 
of our album to be looking into the 
faces of friends, who speak to us of 
things concerning other lands and 
other nations. Thus our collection 
can become a joy forever. 

On the other hand, if we are 
collecting just for what we expect to 
make out of it, we must obsere the 
same rule, go slow. “Rome was not 
built in a day,” neither can a person 
learn all there is about stamps and 
stamp collecting without spending 
considerable time at his task. 

To buy stamps intelligently' for 
the purpose of speculation, one 
must know the size of the issue, the 
probable number that will be used, 
whether or not it is a legitimate 
issue, and also whether it is of a 
country that collectors are seeking 
to complete. Many a scarce stamp 
is priced at ridiculously low figures 
just because collectors don’t happen 
to take an interest in the country or 
that particular issue of the country 
it represents. Examples illustrating 
this could be given, but any collec¬ 
tor of any experience knows of just 
such cases, so it is not necessary'. 

In closing I would say, whatever 
your object in collecting, don’t be 
in a hurry and study your stamps.

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COUNTERFEIT P. E. ISLAND 4Cd. BROWN. 

The stamp in question is an 
excellent imitation of the original 
and well calculated to deceive the 
collector who has not the original 
beside him, though as will be seen 
from the following the points of 
difference are many and easy to 
notice. 

The first thing that attracts atten¬ 
tion is the color, which is a stone 
brown instead of the rich purple 
brown of the original. The engrav¬ 
ing is coarse, especially the back¬ 
ground of the oval around head, 
being made up of lines about 4 to 
the m.m., while in the original the 
number is more than double that, 
giving the appearance of a solid 
color. The Maltese crosses forming 
upper ornaments of crown are far 
more distinct in the forgery than in 
the original apd consequently are 
smaller. The space between greater 
the first cross at right side of center 
one is smaller than any of the others 
and the space between it and the 
next one is about m.m. instead of 
Vi m.m. in original. 

The two crosses at end of crown 
at right side are not distinctly 
divided in original, while in forgery 
they are entirely separate. 

The two rows of pearls in crown 
are distinctly regular in spacing in 
original while in forgery they are 
irregular in position and shape. 
The hair on forehead in original 
does not meet in center at crown, 
and comes to a point in forgery 
below the lowest row of pearls. The 
eardrop in counterfeit is missing 
from left side. The dot after “D” 
over i%d. in forgery is square, 
original is round. The letters in 
title in scroll are about 1% m.m. in 


original, 2 m.m. in counterfeit. Tha 
letters WA in Edward almost run 
together in counterfeit. 

These enumerate the plainest 
differences to be observed, though 
every other detail can be outlined 
the same way. The chief danger 
about the stamp seems to be its: 
cancellation, which is oval baC 
cancellation (black), 4 bars top and 
bottom and two bars each side. 1

Just now there is a great under¬ 
current among collectors and deal¬ 
ers demanding the cheaper variety 
of Mexican revenues. Several well- 
known dealers and speculators are 
buying up large quantities of them. 
The high prices asked for some of 
the scarcer varieties of U. S. and 
Canadian revenues is driving 
collectors into other lines. The 
Mexican revenues have as much 
claim on us as the Canadian issues, 
and are every bit as interesting. 
They offer an unlimited field for the 
variety hunter, cheap, pretty and 
interesting, and why should not we 
collect them?

The Foochow locals seem to have 
recently gone out of use, as mail 
coming from this place is prepaid 
with all kinds of stamp combina¬ 
tions. The U. S., Japan and Great 
Britain seem to be in popular favor, 
as letters usually come with these 
combinations. The writer recently 
recently received an English postal 
card mailed in Foochow, also a 
letter prepaid by Chinese, Japanese 
and Some of the treaty ports stamps,

and in both cases they came through 
as prepaid. 

The new issues from Peru and 
Cuba are appearing here on mail 
from these countries. The 1 centavo 
Peru is dark blue, about the size of 
our Columbian issue. Center of 
stamp contains a picture of the new 
suspension bridge at Lima. The 
Cuban issue is dark brown in color, 
with profile of boy king as he 
appears at the present time.

FIRST OF THE EXPOSITION STAMPS. 

Samples of three of the exposition 
memorial postage stamps have been 
received at the postoffice department 
from the bureau of engraving and 
printing. These were the 1 cent, 4 
cent and $2 stamps. All of the 
stamps will be of two colors, the 
picture in the center being printed 
in black and the border being in 
color. The rules of the International 
Postal Union will be observed as to 
the color of the stamps, where they 
apply. Under these rules the 1 cent 
stamp will have a green border, the 
2 cent will be red, and the 5 cent a 
dark blue. The colors of the other 
stamps will be regulated by the 
postoffice department. 

The 1 cent exposition stamp bears 
a view of Marquette discovering the 
Mississippi, and represents Mar¬ 
quette sitting in his priestty robes 
in the midst of a group of Indians 
in war paint and feathers, with the 
great “Father of Waters” in the 
background. 

The 4 cent stamp represents an 
Indian hunting buffalo and is taken 
from a steel engraving in School¬ 
craft’s “Indian Tribes.” A magnifi¬ 
cent specimen of the bison is shown 


in full gallop, with an Indian astride 
a pony close upon his heels, the 
savage having his bow and arrow in 
action. 

The $2 stamp is entitled “Harvest¬ 
ing in the West,” and represents a 
farmer operating a four horse plow. 

The color to be given the 4 cent 
stamp and the $2 stamp has not yet 
been determined. As soon as this is 
decided the stamps will be printed 
and put on sale .—Omaha Bee. 

* * 

The sisters of the Home of the 
Good Shepherd at South Omaha and 
the sisters of the Poor Clare at 
Benson have been collecting can¬ 
celled postage stamps in South 
Omaha business houses by means 
of contribution boxes. The former 
send their stamps to Lucerne, Swit¬ 
zerland, for sale to collectors, while 
the sisters at Benson send theirs to 
the missionaries in China, where, it 
is claimed, 1,000 cancelled stamps 
buys a Chinese baby which the 
missionaries thereafter rear.

By F. s. Sanborn. 

I would never shoot an advertise¬ 
ment into the air. I would always 
shoot at something. 

Strength, beauty, originality and 
truth are the necessary component 
parts of an effective advertisement. 

The best advertisement is the one 
which sounds as if it were written 
without effort, and without any 
thought other than the conveyance 
of a certain definite knowledge. 

If your advertisement is original it 


will attract the reader; if it is brief 
it will hold the attention; and if it 
is truthful the reader will “take 
stock in it.” 

Every man who hopes to attain 
any great success in his business 
must be continually improving, 
growing and advancing. 

The best advertisement appeals to 
reason and common sense. It is 
plain, straightforward and truthful. 

An ad should be judicious, clear, 
succinct; the language plain and 
facts well linked. 

Don’t say all there is to say in one 
ad. Leave a shot in your locker. 
You’ll need it before the campaign 
is over. 

One word may make or mar an ad. 

Too much shouting in advertise¬ 
ments may frighten people with 
money and sensitive nerves. 

The man who does not advertise 
in summer is like the man who 
does not sprinkle his lawn in dry 
weather. 

Brevity in ad construction is ef¬ 
fective. “No” and “yes” are the 
most moving, most pregnant words 
in our language. 

He who advertises the whole y r ear 
round can afford to keep cool dur- 
in the summer months. 

It may be impossible to say any¬ 
thing new in j our ads, but it is al- 
ways possible to say what you wish 
to in a new way 7 . 

A good ad sometimes suggests 
more than it tells. 

The pointed ad sticks in the read¬ 
ers’ memory. 

The most successful advertiser is 
not the man who spends the most 
money, but the man who spends his 
money in the be^J; way. 

Every- advertisement ought to be 
written with the notion of selling 
something directly 7 .

INSTANTANEOUS. 

Snap shots, largest stop for mov- 
ng objects and 25 feet from lens 
’oming towards or going from you, 
novingobjectscan be made directly 
n front of lens at 50 feet and over. 
Waterscapes, open landscapes and 
song distance views should be made 
with highest speed of shutter, and 
lens stopped down. Interior expos¬ 
ures, best results are made by hav¬ 
ing an even light on the interior to 
be photographed. 

Bear in mind a long distauce pic 
lure requires less time than a picture 
of a few feet in distance, the reason 
being that more light ra} T s are 
diffused on a long than on a short 
distance. 

CAP EXPOSURES IX THE OPEN AIR. 
With Sunshine.—The cap can 
hardly be taken off and replaced 
quick enough to avoid over-expos¬ 
ure. 

With Light Clouds.—From half to 
one second will be sufficient. 


With Heavy Clouds.—From two to 
5 seconds will be required. 

STOPS. 

1. The Largest.—For all ordinary 
instantaneous exposures when the 
sun shines. 

2. The Middle.—For instantane¬ 
ous exposures when the sunlight is 
unusually strong and there are no 
heavy shadows; such as on views on 
the seashore, or on the water, or in 
tropical or semi-tropical climates; 
also for interiors (time exposures). 

10. The Smallest. For cap expos¬ 
ures out doors in cloudy weather. 
Never for instantaneous expos¬ 
ures. The time required for cap 
exposures on cloudy days with 
smallest stop will range from half a 
second to five seconds, according to 
the light. 

When setting the stops always see 
that the one to be used is brought 
to the center of the lens where it 
catches. 

Distance refers to principal object 
or figure in foreground. 

Time is noted only for cap expos¬ 
ures. 

Brilliant instantaneous pictures 
can only be made in clear sunlight. 
If made in hazy sunlight they will 
be flat and dull. They cannot be 
made at all in cloudy weather. 
DEFINITION OF TERMS RELATING TO 
SUNLIGHT. 

Bright Sun.—Perfectly clear. Ha¬ 
zy Sun.—Sun casts faint shadow. 
Cloudy Bright. Fleecy clouds. 
Cloudy Dull.- Dull, but not rainy or 
dark.

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THE N. P. S. EXHIBIT. 

When this reaches you the Trans- 
Mississippi Exposition, and with it 
the exhibit of the Nebraska Phila¬ 
telic Society, will have been opened. 
At the present time there is every 
prospect that the exhibit will be a 
complete success. The enterprise, 
originating- with the Nebraska 
Philatelic Society, is appropriate 
placed in the Nebraska building 
which is illustrated above. It also 
appears in the foreground of the 
birds eye view on the cover of our 
January number. It is located in 
the southeast part of the grounds 
on Sixteenth street. It has east and 
west fronts and overlooks a delight¬ 
ful view of the river and the Iowa 
shore. A room in the northeast 
corner of the second floor has been 
assigned to the society. This will 


be the principal philatelic head¬ 
quarters on the grounds, although 
the postoffice and treasury depart¬ 
ments will also have stamp exhibits 
in the government building. 

Change in Trans*lVlississippi Stamps. 

The bureau of engraving and 
printing having found it impracti¬ 
cable to furnish satisfactorily or in 
the time desired supplies of the sev¬ 
eral denominations of Trans-Missis¬ 
sippi stamps in two colors, or with 
black centers and colored borders, 
as was at first intended, and as is 
announced in the current^May— 
number of the Postal Guide, the de¬ 
partment is constrained to issue 
each of the denominations of these 
stamps in a single color. This 
change has necessitated several 
other phanges; so that the descrip- 
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tion of the stamps as given in the 
May Guide must be ignored. 

The Trans-Mississipjii stamps dif¬ 
fer materially in size from the ordi¬ 
nary series, the engraved space be¬ 
ing about % of an inch wide by 
about 1% long. The designs are 
radically unlike those of the ordi¬ 
nary stamps—consisting of a bor¬ 
der (substantial^ the same in all 
the denominations, except that the 
figures and letters representing 
values are different) and a central 
scene indicative in some way of the 
development of the great region 
beyond the Mississippi river. The 
scenes and the borders are all print¬ 
ed from lined engravings on steel, 
executed l> 3 - the bureau of engrav¬ 
ing and printing of the treasury 
department. 

The border, which forms in its in¬ 
ner line an irregular oval frame 
work to each of the scenes repre¬ 
sented. consists of a fluted figure on 
either side, with interior cross bars, 
beginning in a single line near the 
bottom of the stamp, and enlarging 
until it reaches a shield in each of 
the upper corners, wherein is en¬ 
graved in white Arabic numeral of 
denomination—the dollar mark be¬ 
ing also included in the case of the 
one and two dollar stamps. At the 
top, connecting the two Shields, ancl 
united to the fluted framework on 
the two sides, is a curved tablet, on 
which are engraved in small white 
capitals the words, “United States of 
America.” Above this, on either 
side, are heads of wheat, and be¬ 
tween these a small scroll. Imme¬ 
diately below the central scene is 
the title of the picture in diminu¬ 
tive white Gothic letters on a curv¬ 
ed tablet, and below this on either 


side, in scrolls, are the words of val¬ 
ue, “one,” “two,” and so on, in white 
capitals, except in the case of the 
two highest denominations, when 
“$ 1 . 00 ” and “$ 2 . 00 ” are substituted for 
letters. Above each of these is a 
projecting ear of corn, and at the 
bottom of all on a straight black 
tablet are the words “Postage One 
Cent,” “Postage Two Cents,” and so 
on, in white capitals. 

The scenes represented on the 
stamps together with the colors of 
the several denominations, are as 
follows: 

One-cent—Marquette on the Mis¬ 
sissippi; dark green. 

Two-cent—Farming in the west; 
copper red. 

Four-cent—Indian hunting buffa¬ 
lo; orange. 

Five-cent—Fremont on Rocky 
Mountains; dark blue. 

Eight-cent — Troops Guarding- 
Train; dark lilac. 

Ten-cent—Hardships of Fimigra- 
tion; slate. 

Fifty-cent—Western Mining Pros¬ 
pector; olive. 

One-dollar—Western Cattle in 
Storm; light brown. 

Two-dollar — Mississippi River 
Bridge; sapphire blue. 

No Trans-Mississippi postal cards 
orstamped envelopes will be issued. 

Although this series of stamps 
will be discontinued on the 31st of 
December, 1898, the} r will be good 
for postage at any time afterwards.

Cancelling machines are to be in¬ 
troduced into England. 

It is said that the British govern¬ 
ment will not change their stamps 
to comply with the postal union re¬ 
quirements. The}' consider the 
current set the most satisfactory 
that they have ever had and do not 
wish to risk a change. 


The early lithographed stamps of 
Hayti can be plated. 


The postoffice department has 
adopted a new kind of cancelling 
ink. It is very different and super¬ 
ior to any ink heretofore used to 
cancell L.S. stamps. Much plainer 
postmarks will be obtained because 
the new ink does not clog the 
8tamp, gum the pad or evaporate. 
It renders washing impossible as it 
penetrates the fiber of the paper. 
It does this very rapidly, drying al¬ 
most instantly. The color at first 
is almost black, but it soon changes 
to a greenist tint not unlike the 
British ink. 

It will probably be of advantage 
to collectors because while there 
will not be so many fait impres¬ 
sions, the heavy impressions will 
be more transparent. The quick 
drying feature will prevent smears 


and give us clean looking cancella¬ 
tions. It remains to be seen wheth¬ 
er the chemican properties will in¬ 
jure the color or gum. 

* * 

Most of the British colonies have 
agencies in London where their 
current stamps can be purchased 
at face. 


We learn from the Evergreen 
State Philatelist that the maple 
leaves in the lower corner of the 
new Canadians may be replaced 
with numerals. There is also talk 
of changing the color of the two 
cent. The purple does not show the 
cancellation plain enough.

Britain says that the stamps of 
from this new plate are perforate

liy 2 . There are conflicting reports 
in regard to a new design to be 
adopted soon. It is also said that 
all values above 6 centavos will be 




dropped. This will require still 
another plate.

A bill has been introduced in the 
senate allowing the use of private 
postal cards. They are to be mailed 
with a one cent stamp and to be un¬ 
der certain restrictions in regard to 
size and printing on the face. 

Envelopes are being made with a 
strip of wire lying inside the flap, 
with the ends bent downward and 
doubled to fit over the ends and 
hold it in place as the envelope is 
sealed, leaving a small section of 
wire in view, to be pulled upward to 
cut the flap.—Ex. 

Mr. E. J. Scott informs us that he 
has seen one cent green plate num¬ 
bers 538 to 541. 

The postmaster general and the 
secretarj’ of war urge the commit¬ 
tees on postoffices and post roads to 
secure the immediate passage of a 
bill granting authority to organize 
a military postage system, which is 
extremely important, because of 
the large bodies of troops that will 
be gathered at different rendezvous 
during the next few days. Special 
and complete military postal serv¬ 
ice is proposed under the direction 
of an inspector of the postoffice de¬ 
partment, who shall be detailed by 
the postmaster general and bear 
the rank and receive the emolu¬ 
ments of a colonel of volunteers. 
He will be assisted by a regular 
army officer with a rank of lieuten¬ 
ant-colonel of volunteers, and one 
of the assistant superintendents of 
the railway mail service, who shall 
have the rank of major of volun¬ 
teers. These three officials are to 


have full charge of the military 
mail service. The secretary of war 
is to detail an officer in each army 
corps and division to act as post¬ 
master, who shall have the assist¬ 
ance of the necessary number of 
servants corporals and privates 
who are to act as clerks, collectors 
and carriers. These nomadic post- 
offices are to follow the troops. 
Sub-stations are to be designated 
for each regiment, and batallions if 
necessar}% and provision will be 
made not onty for the handling of 
mail matter, but for money orders 
and a registered letter service.— 
Chicago Recbrd. 

HOW TO REMOVE STAMPS 

This is a question that has aggi- 
tated the minds of a great manj- 
collectors. My best and most suc¬ 
cessful way is to la}' the stamp on a 
smooth board or a piece of glass 
with its face downward. Then 
dampen a sponge and lay it on the 
paper to be removed, leaving it 
there until it moistens the gum, and 
then gently remove the paper from 
the stamp. In this way you do not 
altar the color or mutilate the 
stamp. R.L. Doak.

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 

Fellow members of the Nebraska 
Camera Club: 

Permit me to call 3 ? our attention 
to the many benefits derived from 
membership in this society. Let 
each member secure at least one 
application for membership. I have 
found that a large number of am¬ 
ateurs are willing to join as soon as 
the benefits are explained to them. 
For those who desire to exchange 
prints, no better way will be found 
than the exchange column of this 
paper, or with Mr. Smith of Beaver 
City. 

Several members have written me 
for formulas, for developing. The 
following will give good results for 
those desiring to put up their own 
developer: 

No 1. Good well water 16 oz. 

Sulphite of Soda (crystals) 4 oz. 

Pyrogallic acid 1 oz.

MAGIC PHOTOGRAPHS. 

Harpers Round Table states pho¬ 
tographs which can be made to ap¬ 
pear on a piece of blank paper, 
make photographic print on piece 
of albumen paper printing to same 
tone as finished, wash two or three 
times and without toning place in 
fixing bath 1 oz hj-po and 8 of water, 
leave in for five minutes, then wash 
thoroughly and place in saturated 
solution of bicloride mercury un¬ 
til picture disappears. Leave till it 
bleaches them, wash and dry. The 
paper appears white but contains 
invisable image. The magic picture 
is action of hypo. Take piece of 
blotter in saturated solution of 
hypo of soda and dry. When wish 
picture to appear soak blotter 
slightly and place picture face 
down rubbing it to insure perfect 
contact. Immediately the picture 
will begin to show and soon be 
clear as when firjt printed. When 
you wish to show magic pictures it 
is more surprising to initiated if 
blotting paper has been moist and 
placed in a book, show the appar¬ 
ently piece of paper and slip in the 
book next to the blotter, shut book 
tightly and in minute or two take it 
out you will find picture. The pict¬ 
ure will disappear after being ex¬ 
posed to light some time, but can 
be made to appear indefinitely.

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and a careful examination of the 
stamps supposed to be on blued 
paper will show that they are blued 
bj r a surplus of ink or thin paper 
and not bj' a chemical action be¬ 
tween the gum and paper.

THE WAR 

Philatelists are above the ordi 
nary mortals in regard to wars — un¬ 
less, perhaps, if one was close at 
home. We look beyond the capture 
of Havana and Manila, and are 
onty considering what will be the 
complexion of the next issue of 
Porto Rico and the Philippines. 
The present prospects are fine for 
our being able to add some Omahas 
with foreign postmarks to our orig¬ 
inal cover albums. This will indeed 
be a noveltjr in the wa}' of U. S. 
stamps. As in the case of Alaska 
and the U. S. postal agency at 
Shanghai it is not likely that any 
foreign territory held by the United 
States will be given a special issue. 
There is no indication that the war 
will lessen the number of collectors 
or hurt the stamp business. On the 
contrary the great interest that is 
awakening in regard to foreign 
countries is starting new collectors. 
*** 

PROVISIONAL DUES 

Mr. F. W. Bradley mentions in 
Mekeel’s Weekly Stamp News, split 
two cent due stamps surcharged 
‘•postage due 1 cent,” used as one 
cent and submits a letter from 
the postmaster at Jefferson, Iowa, 
approving their genuineness. We 
also have like stamps on the origi¬ 
nal covers used in offices where we 
know they were necessary because 
there was no one cent dues on hand 


at the time. However, we do not 
think it well to consider them seri¬ 
ously. Philately already has too 
many side lines. Although such 
provisionals exactly forbidden by 
the department they only have 
the sanction of the postmaster. 
Suppose each of the 70 odd thous¬ 
and postmasters should issue them. 
There would be quite a few varie¬ 
ties in that many printings of the 
surcharges. Then there is more 
than one way of making one cent 
dues. We have seen the following: 

Half of 2-cent due. 

Same surcharged. 

Ordinary one cent stamp. 

Same surcharged. 

Of course the splits come in dif¬ 
ferent shapes, vertical, horizontal 
and diagonal. We have also seen 
the following different surcharges, 
not to mention the varieties of col¬ 
or, type and manner of expressing 
“one cent:” 

Due. 

Postage due. 

Due 1 cent. 

Postage due 1 cent. 

These provisionals are much 
more common than is generally 
supposed. Most all offices are pro¬ 
vided with rubber stamps with 
which it is possible to do the sur¬ 
charging.

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HISTORY OF THE 

STAMPS OF SCHLESWIG-HOLSTEIN. 


BY REV. H. WENDT. 


I T IS interesting- to know how the 
stamps of these two small countries 
came into existence, and how they 
soon disappeared. On March 24,1848, 
the provisional government of the 
dukedoms was constituted, and on 
April 25th the constitution was made 
public. The postal affairs in the duke¬ 
doms were performed before the year 
1848 by the secretaryship of the gen¬ 
eral post direction in Copenhagen. 
With the new government a post 
bureau was established, controlled by 
the finance department. 

The manager of this bureau was Dr. 
jur. Hans W. Ahlmann. This ener¬ 
getic man reorganized the whole postal 
affairs, and in March, 1850, brought be¬ 
fore the highest convention of the peo¬ 
ple (senate in our country) a sketch, 
or better, bill for the introduction of 
stamps. This bill was accepted by the 
house on March 26th and made public 
on April 8th. The next step was to 
find a suitable party who would under¬ 


take the work. Negotiations were made 
with a Mr. Wiener to engrave the first 
stamps, but as he asked too much for 
labor a contract could not be made. 
Soon after, May 15th, a Mr. Rinder- 
mann lithographed a number of stamps 
and sent fourteen to the government 
as samples. They were blue and black 
on different papers. Of these three 
copies are known to exist yet. 

Finally the book printers, Koebner 
& Dehmkuhl Co., in Altona, received 
orders to send proof impressions to the 
government. As they received no or¬ 
ders in regard to denominations, etc., 
they prepared a great number of dif¬ 
ferent values. The bureau, however, 
only accepted the 1-shilling and 2-shil¬ 
ling stamps, and on July 5, 1850, or¬ 
dered 2,000,000. The company went to 
work, and from November 10, 1850, to 
February 1, 1851, they delivered 1,300,- 
000 1-shilling blue and 700,000 2-shil- 
ling red. Accordingly, on November 
15th, the same day as in Russia, the 
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first Schleswig-Holstein stamps were 
put on sale. However, Denmark had 
again taken possession of Schleswig, 
consequently the stamps could only be 
used, in Holstein, and even there for 
only a short time. The civil magis¬ 
tracy prohibited further sales on Feb¬ 
ruary 1, 1851, because the coat of arms 
of the dukedoms adorned the stamps. 
The stamps already in the hands of the 
public were good for postage until 
August 31, 1851. 

So we find that the Schleswig-Hol¬ 
stein stamps were sold from November 
15, 1850, to February 1, 1851, and were 
used as late as August 31 of the same 
year. According to Rosekranz only 
8,701 stamped letters passed through 
the postoffice during this time. The 
postage on these letters was 15,731 
shillings, so about 8,000 1-shilling and 
4,000 2-shilling stamps were used.' Two 
millions were issued. What became 
of the o. g. stamps? Until 1864 they 
remained in the archives at Copen¬ 
hagen. It is thought that the greatest 
number came into the hands of dealers. 

These facts reveal the scarcity and 
therefore the high price of the used 
Schleswig-Holstein. Moral: As a rule' 
one should collect used stamps. 

The opening sale day of the Omaha 
stamps at this place was June 17th. 
The stamp clerk in charge claims the 
crowd was enormous—people of all 
classes, shades and sex, buying from 
a few varieties to the whole set. The 
clerk stated the call for stamps could 
have kept three persons busy filling 
orders. I hope the interest will grow 
in our “fad” in everyone’s mind that 
are buying these stamps as souvenirst 

The N. P. S. exhibit is already 
demonstrating the fact that there are 
hundreds of collectors who are too 
timid to let their fancy be known and 
stand out as a philatelist. 


PHILATELIC ITEMS. 

The overprint on the 1876 issue of 
Turkey is different for each denomina¬ 
tion. The catalogue would lead one to 
believe that all have the same sur¬ 
charge. The difference is only in the 
lower horizontal group of characters 

The old issues of Turkey are puz¬ 
zlers for the beginner. They were 
made in Turkey by natives who were 
careless. Some of them are so crudely 
engraved that we almost think we 
could have done it better ourselves. 
There are many perforation varieties, 
and the due stamps are printed from 
the same plates as the postage stamps. 
Each set of due stamps was printed in 
the same color for all values; just as 
the United States does. 


Who would have thought of China 
having revenue stamps ? The recent 
surcharges on the 3c revenue reveal 
their existence. They seem to be in¬ 
tended to be used by foreigners only, 
for there are no Chinese characters on 
them at all. 

The 1897 Chinese provisionals come 
cancelled in at least three different 
ways, but I have not seen any with the 
unique obliteration found on the 1885 
issue. Some are cancelled with a 
square of six heavy parallel bars. The 
other cancellations are formed of two 
concentric circles, with the date within 
the smaller. Between the two circles 
in one kind are Chinese characters; in 
the other kind CUSTOMS is found be¬ 
tween the two circles at the top and 
the name of the town at the bottom. 
Perhaps the stamps cancelled with the 
CUSTOMS hand stamp were used fiscally. 

It is not generally known that Hong 
Kong is not the only place in China 
where Hong Kong postage stamps are 
used. Hong Kong has had branch 
postoffices in various large cities in 
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China, just as the European nations 
have in the Levant. The stamps of 
China proper have never been avail¬ 
able until recently for sending- mail 
outside of China; hence the Hong Kong 
stamps were needed for foreign corre¬ 
spondence. Now that China has en¬ 
tered the postal union this will not be 
necessary in the future. 


The current 1-cent envelope stamp 
on the heavy quality amber paper (not 
manilla) is a really scarce stamp. It 
is missing in a good many fair sized 
collections. 

The stamped envelopes of 4-cent and 
5-cent denominations of the 1887 issue, 
catalogued at 25 cents each, were onty 
printed on the scarce varieties of pa¬ 
per in lots of 500 or more to fill special 
orders. The 4-cent on plain manilla 
paper seems to be the scarest of them 
all. A. D. Schoch. 


UNITED STATES ISSUES OF 1898. 

Beginning the first of the year, the 
government, to conform with the U. P. 
U., changed the 1-cent blue to green, 
and the 5-cent chocolate to blue, then 
June 15th came the “Omaha issue,” 

1-cent dark green. 

*2-cent copper red. 

4- cent orange. 

5- cent dark blue. 

8-cent dark lilac. 

10-cent slate. 

$1.C0 black. 

$2.00 light brown. 

*Lig-ht and dark shades already reported. 

Much can be said of this issue pro 
and con. They are, taken as a whole, 
a fine looking set; yet the engraving 
and ink under a glass are not of the 
best. The figures of value, with the 
possible exception of the 4-cent, are all 
good. 

On the speculators’ side, since the 
8-cent registration fee is in force, the 


4-cent is the odd “ bird in the bunch.” 
I cannot see how they can make a cor¬ 
ner as the first order of our govern¬ 
ment was as follows: 

1- cent, 100,000,000. 

2- cent, 200,000,000. 

4- cent, 5,000,000. 

5- cent, 10,000,000. 

8-cent, 5,000,000. 

10-cent, 5,000,000. 

50-cent, 500,000. 

$ 1 . 00 , 100 , 000 . 

$2.00, 50,000. 

Already indications show this order 
may have to be supplemented. 

Again, June 30th ended the fiscal 
year; also, the 1894 contract expiring 
same time, has called out new propo¬ 
sals. 

The envelope contract was given to 
the Purcell Envelope Co., although the 
papers state this may be rescinded on 
account of his failing in the other con¬ 
tract. I have seen nothing to verify 
this position, however, so I can say 
nothing as to design, etc., but I under¬ 
stand the dies may be changed from 
the 1887 issue for different reasons— 
long standing, plainness of die, etc. 

The contract for all adhesives was 
again given to the Bureau of Engrav¬ 
ing and Printing, and as “coming 
events cast their shadows before,” for 
a guess will name our 1898 issue as 
follows: 

1- cent green. 

2- cent red. 

3- cent purple. 

4- cent orange. 

*5-cent blue. 

6- cent red brown. 

8-cent dark lilac. 

10-cent slate. 

50-cent olive. 

$1.00 black. 

$2.00 light brown. 
f$5.00 dark green. 

*Has been talk of change in head, 
t This value may be left out entirely. 

We in all probability will not see 
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this set printed till 1899 on account of 
the Omahas and war tax stamps. 

The new postal cards are out (3 
sizes); cannot say who are the printers 
nor can I see where the design is any 
improvement over the old style. The 
small card, 1-cent, John Adams, is a 
very poor engraving on copies I have 
seen; they are also printed on a differ¬ 
ent cardboard. Rumor has it that it 
is “cotton wood pulp.’’ Anyway the 
1898 issue can be found in two styles of 
cardboard, one the smooth manilla and 
the other on rough cardboard, almost 
to being ribbed. Why not call them 
“wooden cards?” The printing looks 
like wood cut work anyway. Again 
July 1st our war tax went into effect, 
which was predicted by me in our 
March number. At this date there is 
no use to enumerate the articles taxed, 
suffice to say the revenue bi\l covers 
most everything taxable. 

Our government prints two classes 
of revenue stamps, document and pro¬ 
prietary. With two designs only, the 
battleship “Maine” on all small de¬ 
nomination stamps (both classes) and 
the figure of Justice on all dollar 
values of the document stamps. 

The document stamps will be of fif¬ 
teen varieties, viz: >£-cent, 1-cent, 2- 
cent, 3-cent, 4-cent, 5-cent, 10-cent, 25- 
cent and 50-cent, $1.00, $2.00, $3.00, 
$5.00, $10, $50. 

The proprietary stamps are of ten 
varieties, viz: J^-cent, X-cent, 2i-cent, 
^-cent, 1-cent, 1^-cent, 2-cent, 2'/ 2 - 
cent, 4-cent and 5-cent. 

This presents an aggregation of 
values new to all collectors. 

There is a section in this revenue bill 
that says, “Any manufacturer of pro¬ 
prietary articles may, by paying for 
the engraving and guarantee to take 
stamps to the value of not less than 
$2,000, have their own stamp and de¬ 
sign.” 

Considering the advances our coun¬ 


try has made in advertising, philately, 
in proprietary medicines, etc., the out¬ 
look, from a collector’s standpoint, is 
most bewildering, and the question 
uppermost in our minds is, “Shall we 
try to collect all ?” I say yes, be pa¬ 
triotic; and, first — always —be a phila¬ 
telist.” 

Again, banks can have their checks 
imprinted with a stamp. Now each 
bank will probably have their own de¬ 
sign, and as our government has 
designated that New York, Chicago, 
St. Louis, Atlanta and San Fran¬ 
cisco can print these checks, and it is 
now being agitated that all large cities 
be allowed to print them, the paper 
and imprint and style may be counted 
almost endless. In fact we are able to 
say positively they are being printed 
already, the Commercial National 
bank of Chicago being the pioneer. 
Style nearly the same as the old issue. 

As the time was so short from the 
passing of the bill till its effect, and 
the demand being so great, for the first 
time the United States have had to 
issue surcharged stamps to be used as 
revenues until the requisite amount 
could be printed. Hence the 1-cent 
green surcharged “I. R. ” in red. (Two 
sizes of type are already observed.) 

First style—“I. R.” 6% mms. 

Second style—“I. R.” 9 mms. 

Style No. 1 so far is said to be very 
rare. 

Also the 2-cent carmine is sur¬ 
charged “I. R.” in dark blue, but only 
one style of type so far has been found. 

With Cuba, Hawaii, the Phillipines 
and Port Rico under our flag we hope 
to see no surcharges, and to collectors 
will be the, task of collecting post¬ 
marks only of our different “colonies” 
if they so desire. 

The interest, in the “Omahas” and 
our new “war tax” stamps is very 
great and is turning many eyes to¬ 
wards philately in general. 

Here’s hoping that the United States 
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issues of 1898 may bring many new re¬ 
cruits and turn others back to their 
old love, philately. Nebraska. 


BOILED DOWN. 

Original and Otherwise. 

There are two interesting facts yet 
to be found out in regard to the recent 
New Zealand issue. As has been done 
so often before, the plates and a batch 
of stamps were prepared in London. 
The colors are delicate and the work¬ 
manship on this first printing is fine. 
The question is, Will the colonial 
printers be able to produce as good 
stamps ? The other matter in doubt 
is the why (?) of the 2#d error. The 
first reports described this as an error 
of spelling “Wakitipu” instead of 
“Wakatipu.” Now it appears that 
there are other differences. Both the 
colony and the colonial office in Lon¬ 
don have sold the error and the altered 
stamp. It is said that about 300,000 of 
the former were printed. Complete 
sets are sold at 2 per cent less than 
face. _ 

“Let’s have the stamps and not the 
Phillipines. The stamps will cost less, 
be far less troublesome, and it will be 
easier to distribute them so that each 
citizen may have at least one. There 
may be enough of the Phillipines to 
go around, but that is uncertain, 
though geographers aver that there is 
an immense number of them,” is what 
Harper's Weekly says in regard to com¬ 
memorative war stamps. 


The postoffice department has or¬ 
dered that mail matter to and from the 
Phillipines is to be treated in all re¬ 
spects as domestic mail. Postoffices 
are to be established in all conquered 
territory. The offices in the West In¬ 
dies will be conducted as stations of 
the New York office; those in the East 
Indies as stations of San Francisco. 


The office at Manilla will be known as 
San Francisco Military Station No. 1. 
The first office established in Cuba 
will be New York Military Station No. 
1. An important feature of these offi¬ 
ces will be the money order depart¬ 
ment, which will be conducted under 
the domestic regulations. The ad¬ 
vantage in having these offices organ¬ 
ized as stations lies in the fact that 
the business can be directed from New 
York and San Francisco thus avoiding 
the delay that would ensue if they 
were conducted from Washington. 
Designating them by numbers simpli¬ 
fies the matter of providing postmark¬ 
ing stamps and money order forms in 
advance regardless of the location of 
the offices.

CHATS ON PHOTOGRAPHY. 

N EXT to cycling probably no hobby 
has received more attention in 
recent years than photography. 
And the combination of the two pur¬ 
suits is a peculiarly happy one. The 
cycle takes one to favorite spots, the 
camera records the scene. So that 
when distance precludes the acquaint¬ 
ance being renewed the photograph 
will recall the charms that delighted 
the observer. 

Beyond the ability to secure records, 
there is a charm about the art of pho¬ 
tography itself which only those who 
practice the art can appreciate. To 
return from a holiday, or an outing 
with the cycle and camera; to know 
that on the plates or films taken there 
is the latent image seen a few hours 
before, and which the developer will 
coax into appearing, till it grows 
steadily before the eyes of the opera¬ 
tor, is to feel that one is possessed of 
power allied to that of the magician, 
an art which if it cannot recall the 
future can at any rate roll ut> the cur¬ 
tain of the past, and present it again 
to view. 

Photography is daily being made 
more easy to practice. The days of the 
“wet plate” in its accompanying “sil¬ 
ver bath” are, as far as outdoor pho¬ 
tography is concerned, being rapidly 
forgotten. The use of bulky cameras, 
so weighty that they could hardly be 
carried on a cycle, save the rider were 
a Hercules, is being left behind. 
Even the age of the dry plate is giving 
place more and more to film photo¬ 
graphy. 

The light, portable, easily adjusted, 
speedily erected, compact, hand or 
stand camera—capable of giving a 
brief exposure, or one, if required, of 


long duration, is coming more and 
more into the field. The American, 
the Continental, and English apara- 
tus manufacturers are striving to ren¬ 
der the path of the amateur practicer 
of the art as facile and easy, as far as 
aparatus is concerned, as can be. 
Plate makers are worthily backing up 
the efforts of such firms, and are pro¬ 
ducing plates of such sensibility to 
light that even on dull days good pic¬ 
tures are to be secured with very brief 
exposures. Photographic material is 
constantly being cheapened, and the 
result is that the art grows more and 
more in popularity. 

This year, indeed, there is a “boom” 
in the practice of photography. 

That our readers may have the bene¬ 
fit of the experience and help which a 
successful worker in the photographic 
field can render them, we have made 
arrangements with an expert to write 
a new series of articles under the title 
of “With Camera and Wheel,” “Chats 
on Photography.’’ Contributions will 
appear regularly, and he will be glad 
to give advice to readers through this 
paper in regard to matters photo¬ 
graphic—the choice of cameras, lenses 
and photographic material, develop¬ 
ers, etc. 

We also intend to notice specially 
such novelties in photographic apara¬ 
tus, printing papers, or other mate¬ 
rial as may be of use to cyclist photo¬ 
graphers, and thus to make our paper 
of service to those who take an inter¬ 
est in the “Camera and Wheel.”

Secretary’s Report.

The Nebraska Photographers’ asso¬ 
ciation, for professionals, meets on 
August 16 to 19 at Omaha, and by at¬ 
tending you will see a grand display of 
manipulate dry plates and different 
papers, and you will have instructions 
under skylight. 

Our Camera club numbers close to 
200 for amateurs, and we expect to of¬ 
fer several prizes at the meeting. 

We give below two toning solutions 
received from readers, and will be 
pleased to receive any others as well 
as hints, or help on camera and use. 

When in the city you can call on 
Omaha dealer, who has ad. in maga¬ 


zine, as he allows the use of dark room 
free, and sells supplies as cheap as 
most of them, if not cheaper, and 
being across from the Paxton hotel is 
handy and close to all car lines, and 
it will pay you to fill up on supplies 
before going to the grounds, and in 
this way save money. 

Shun gaudy mounts as they draw 
attention from the picture to them¬ 
selves, just as showy backgrounds 
weaken portraits. 

TONING SOLUTION. 

Dissolve 15 grains of gold in 3 oz. of 
water. For toning I take )4 oz. of this 
solution to 8 ounces of water. Add 2 
or 3 drops of a saturated solution of 
sodium carbonate. Prints will need 
to be rather dark and must be toned 
in very subdued light. Keep prints 
moving. For fixing I use 8 ounces of 
water in which I place 2 tablespoon¬ 
fuls of hypo and 2 or 3 drops of acetic 
acid. Fix about 5 minutes then wash. 
Have used with good effect on solio 
and find it works quick and gives good 
tones. Perhaps this is new to you; 
more likely not. F. S. Sanborn.

Directions for making platinum 
solution, or self-toning paper: Water, 
60 oz.; platinum and potassium chlo¬ 
ride (platenite), 1%. grains; phosphoric 
acid, U. S. P., y 2 dram. This is the 
equivalent of a $1.00 bottle.

U. S. ENVELOPES. 

Entires are more popular than cut 
square envelopes with most collectors. 
Still the cut squares are collected, and 
most of them are not to be despised. It 
would add considerable to the appear¬ 
ance of a collection of cut envelopes if 
they were all cut exactly the same size. 
This result can only be obtained by all 
collectors adopting certain sizes. S. 
B.. Hopkins suggests the sizes of the 
spaces in the 1897 international album. 
We give them below, horizontal 
measurements first: 

1853, 25x39 mm. 

1857-61, 28x34 mm. for single and 
52x34 mm for compound. 

1861, 33x34 mm. for 3c and 6c, and 
39x34 mm. for high values.. 

1863, 33x32 mm. 

1864, 37x34 mm. for 2c, 35x36mm. for 


3c and 6c, and 37x36 mm. for high 
values. 

1870 to date (except those specially 
noted), 35x39 mm. 

Centennial, 44x47 mm. 

Columbian, 54x54 mm. 

Postal service, 40x36 mm. 

It is always interesting to look over 
common stamps for rarities. The fol¬ 
lowing description of the 2-cent, 1887, 
die A, may help you in this direction. 
It is taken from one of Wolsieffer’s 
specialties: 

The most noticeable feature is the 
head, which is tipped back, causing 
the eye to look at an angle of 45 de¬ 
grees instead of straight ahead. The 
toe point of the neck points between 
the third and fourth tooth from the 
bottom of the inside serrated border in 
the die A and between the second and 
third tooth in die B. 

The G in postage is made like a 
“c,” the crossbar being left off. 

The “stars” at the sides between 
the upper and lower inscriptions are 
larger and more nearly round than in 
the common die. 

The T in united in die A is over 
the depression between two points of 
the inside serrated border, while in die 
B the T is directly over a point. 

The letters are taller and finer lined. 

Comparing the letter s found in 
the two dies there is a decided differ¬ 
ence. 

Last but not least there are 72 
notches in the outside serrated border 
of die A and but 67 in die B. 

As this die has been found on only 
two sizes, three and five, it is sufficient 
proof that the die was in use but a 
very short time. The head being out 
of plumb and imperfect G was suffi¬ 
cient cause for the rejection of the 
die.

THE OMAHA STAMPS. 

They are out at last. The colors, 
frames, and pictures are even better 
than the Columbians. Now it is time 
to stop talking about what the S. S. S. 
S. will do. What we want to do is to 
tell everybody all about them and 
start as many new collectors as possi¬ 
ble. The stamps are printed in sheets 
of 100, and furnished to postmasters in 
sheets of 50. Imprints are at the top 
and bottom occupying the spac*: of two 
stamps. A guide line divides the 
sheet into two panes of 25 stamps. 


PLATE VARIETIES. 

The English papers are discussing 
the question of collecting minor varie¬ 
ties of impression that exist in the 
same sheet, there being several de¬ 
grees of such varieties. The most 
noticeable occur when the printing is 
done from the die, or cut, that is actu¬ 
ally engraved (or drawn in the case of 
lithographed stamps), necessitating a 
separate engraving for each stamp in 
the sheet. Less noticeable differences 


result when the major portion of the 
design is rolled into the plate from a 
single die. The parts put on the plate 
separate are usually the values. In 
the ca»e of the early English stamps 
the corner letters are made with 
punches, each stamp in the sheet there¬ 
fore being different. With these of 
course a different letter is used for 
each stamp. The object of punching 
values on the plate is that it requries 
but one design die for all values of the 
issue. Such stamps generally differ 
but slightly. 

The idea of collecting these varieties 
can, of course, be carried to an ex¬ 
treme. No two stamps were ever pro¬ 
duced exactly alike. The line must be 
drawn somewhere. 

The great thing about this class of 
stamps is that it is possible to plate 
them. The collecting of varieties ex¬ 
isting in the same sheet leads in the 
direction of determining their relation 
to each other in the sheet. The next 
step is reconstructing a sheet. Unless 
one wishes to do this we do not think it 
logical to collect plate varieties. 


REVENUE STAMPS. 

Although it has not been much 
talked of, we think that the new reve¬ 
nue stamps mean more for philately 
in this country than any other issue 
we ever had not excepting the Colum¬ 
bians and Omahas. There are to be 
so many types, such large quantities 
will be used, and everybody will be in¬ 
terested in the novelty of them. They 
will, no doubt, give revenue collecting 
a push. Though we do not think there 
are grounds for all the kicks, yet the 
present state of postage stamp collect¬ 
ing is not satisfactory to lots of en¬ 
thusiastic collectors. The revenue 
field now opens up brightly for such 
people. _ 

The Canadian correspondent of the 
Herald Exchange refers to the Trans- 
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Mississippi Exposition as a “turnip 
show.” Of course it is only a turnip 
show, but Nebraska “turnip shows” 
beat anything' that ever came off in 
Canada. 

We have noted a number of slurs on 
U. S. stamps in the daily press lately. 
An examination will convince anybody 
that our stamps, past or present, will 
compare favorably with those of any 
other country._ 

It may not be necessary to collect 
any dues in philatelic societies in the 
future. The sale of the 10-cent stamps 
that will grace the proxies ought to 
provide running expenses. 


BY BUSINESS MANAGER. 

We have troubles of our own—with 
the paper—being delayed by printers 
in Superior, who cannot be depended 
on. The best and most satisfactory 
printer we have ever had here enlisted 
'and is now with the United States 
army in the Phillipines. I tried his 
successor but found him unreliable, 
getting out each number late. In addi¬ 
tion to being slow he was unfortunate, 
breaking his press at a most inoppor¬ 
tune time for the Phii.atei.ic West. 
Other mishaps caused exasperating 
delays, which necessitated my sending 
the paper away from Superior to be 
printed. Hereafter the mechanical 
■work will be done by Frank Brown of 
Omaha, who I believe will attend to it 
properly. We certainly hope so, at 
least, and expect to issue the numbers 
after August on time. 

Advertising must pay in the Phiea- 
TEEic WEST, for I find that all so far 
have came back the second time, and 
most of them have engaged space for 
the balance of the year, as our cash 
rates cannot be beat for returns. It 
will pay any advertiser to send for 
them. 

A copy of the Phieateeic West is 


sent to each name registered at the 
stamp exhibit at the Trans-Mississippi 
Exposition. By this means we reach 
collectors no other stamp paper goes 
to, opening a new field of several hun¬ 
dred names the first month. There are 
only two dozen on the list that I have 
heard of, so you may know they are 
good ones to reach. A large number 
give size of collection and specialty.

One-cent,2-cent,5-cent and 10-cent Co¬ 
lumbian envelopes can be had at Wash¬ 
ington, D. C., postoffice yet, as well as 
4-cent, 6-cent, 10-cent, 15-cent, 30-cent 
and 50-cent and $3, $4 and $5 Colum¬ 
bian stamps, so Houston writes me. 

Any one writing me will please use 
Omaha stamps, lc denomination pre¬ 
ferred, and I will do so in return. If 
you put plate number on, will also re¬ 
turn the compliment. 

The Philatelic Journal of Great Brit¬ 
ain, speaking of the stamp exhibits of 
the world, names only one for the 
United States, that being the one at 
San Antonio. What is the matter 
with the A. P. A. exhibit at Chicago 
during the World’s Fair ? I venture 
to say it was viewed by more col¬ 
lectors than any other exhibit cover¬ 
ing the same period of time, and it 
would have had more visitors had it 
been on the first floor. And, next, 
there is the exhibit of the San Fran¬ 
cisco collectors at the exposition there, 
as well as a number of exhibits at New 
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York and other cities of the United 
States aud Canada. The stamp pa¬ 
pers of the United States outnumber 
the rest of the world, so we must have 
the largest number of collectors. 

Eite reports that at the sale of 
Omaha stamps on the first day there 
was an awful crush all day that kept 
three clerks busy. The supply of 2- 
cent stamps is already exhausted. 

Denver collectors expect to be at 
Omaha the week of August 15th to 20th. 
The 15th is Wheelmen’s day, when all 
cyclists are allowed to take their wheels 
into the grounds and special rates are 
made on the Midway and at other at¬ 
tractions. So it will pay you to bring 
your wheel along. 

U. S. stamps used with Hawaiin 
stamps have been seen on envelopes in 
the state. 

One of our subscribers, J. A. Cook 
of Waterloo, la., reports the death of 
W. F. Burdick by drowning. He was 
18 years of age and a very enthusias¬ 
tic collector, being especially inter¬ 
ested in U. S. 

Mrs. C. O. Jensen writes me that her 
husband, who went to Risor, Norway, 
died at that place March 10th. They 
had one child.

PICKINGS. 

Plate No. 485 of the current 2-cent 
red is found with inverted water¬ 
mark. No. 536 of the 1-cent green 
seems rather hard to find. On an aver¬ 
age this number may be found in the 
proportion of one to one hundred of 
the other numbers. 


The cent values of the New Bruns¬ 
wick stamps were engraved and printed 
by the American Bank Note Co. of 
New York. Part of the Canadian reve¬ 
nues are also the product of this com¬ 
pany, especially the second issue. 

During the latter part of last De¬ 
cember the Postal Telegraph Co. ran 
out of stamps and were obliged to re¬ 
print the 1897 type. The stamp was 
printed in orange, and as it was in 
use but one week it is bound to be very 
scarce. 

The first sheet of Trans-Mississippi 
stamps printed for the occasion are on 
exhibition in the government building. 
Colonel Seebeck and the Vasdo de 
Gama issue must now take a back seat, 
as these are truly the most beautiful 
stamps the world has ever seen. 

Regarding new issues we are in¬ 
formed that Hayti has an entirely new 
set, and a surcharge. The overprint 
is on the 20-cent orange. The number 
printed of each value is as follows: 
1-cent blue, 20,000; 1-cent rose. 500,000; 
3-cent, 20,000; 5-cent; 440,000; 7-cent, 
10,000; 20-cent, 10,000. Chili is also re¬ 
ported as having issued a new set of 
due stamps, consisting of six values: 
2, 4, 6, 8, 10 and 20 centavos, all of the 
same design and printed in red. 

Those Canadian croakers who fur¬ 
nish some of the U. S. papers with 
their little items of local matters, must 
needs have something to croak over, 
and the Omaha stamps furnish the 
material. Some people can carry a 


thing too far, and make us tired. It 
is safe to say that not one of these as¬ 
piring writers will ever visit the Ex¬ 
position, and know anything whatever 
of its greatness.' Most of the build¬ 
ings are as large, and in every respect 
as fine, as those of the World’s Fair, 
and the buildings in general cover 
much more ground. The stamp ex¬ 
hibit is very large and one of the finest 
ever seen in America. 

In a recent number of the Youth's 
Realm note is made of a 4-cent stamp 
split and used as a 2-cent stamp to 
prepay the postage on a letter. The 
writer recently sent a French postal 
through the mails without the pay¬ 
ment of postage due. Such things 
should be considered only as oddities 
and due to the carelessness of postal 
officials.

A PICTURE. 

Visiting the Fine Arts building at 
the Trans-Mississippi Exposition, 
Omaha, Neb., one will find in the ro¬ 
tunda of the eastern wing a painting 
bv Haberle of New Haven, Conn., rep¬ 
resenting a bachelor’s collection. 

Strictly speaking it is not a collec¬ 
tion of postage stamps, comprising a 
cob pipe, comb, penknife, hairpin, 
cigarette stump, match-box, photo¬ 
graphs, paper money, tickets, a valen¬ 
tine, booklet and several other items, 
but stamps are there too; a 2-cent 
stamped envelope, green on blue, two 
1-cent U. S. stamps, a Canada 1-cent 
yellow and a cigar revenue stamp. 
There is a double interest attached to 
this painting. Visitors will frequent¬ 
ly pass by thinking what reason there 
may be to leave such rubbish in an 
empty frame. Then one will look a 
little closer and discover that part of 
the rubbish is painted. A close ex¬ 
amination follows. A crowd of visi¬ 
tors collect about the frame and a dis¬ 
pute arises as to whether the things

represented are real or painted. It 
takes a good eye to decide, and many 
pass on in doubt, the representation 
being so very real that some will not 
believe the picture painted. And truly 
it is master-piece of fine work. 

The other point of interest is the 
representation of U. S. money and U. 
S. postage stamps, which is quite con¬ 
trary to the letter of the law. Col¬ 
lectors will remember that now and 


then some officials have worried stamp 
people regarding illustrations of 
stamps in catalogues and periodicals. 
This painting, however, seems to have 
passed their notice, perhaps because it 
is so life-like that they have never 
thought of the possibility of finding 
counterfeits upon it. Surely there is 
no danger that the counterfeits on this 
painting could ever be used to defraud 
the government, but a man capable of 
doing such work should be employed 
by the government either as chief en¬ 
graver, designer or counterfeit detec¬ 
tor. Without wishing to cast even a 
shadow of doubt on the artist as re¬ 
gards his honesty, I would be afraid of 
a man possessing his qualities unless 
I were sure he would never turn them 
against me. Why, he might counter¬ 
feit myself and it would be hard to dis¬ 
tinguish which is which ! Without 
ou have not seen

How Shall We Keep the Young People 
Interested in Philately? 


BY K. I.. PAYNE. 


I T IS a fact that our young- people 
are not showing the interest they 
once did in philately, and a marked 
difference, I notice, even during the 
last year, and as we look for a con¬ 
tinuance of our interesting hobby 
from the young people, it is a matter 
wqrth considering. If school teachers 
efYcouraged the pursuit instead of 
thinking it a folly (as most do) and 
would consider it one means of educa¬ 
tion, which it certainly is, the interest 
in stamps would gain largely and a 
market for the cheaper stamps would 
be maintained. The knowledge of 
history, geography and other things 
gained by the study and collecting of 
stamps should appeal to the good 
sense of our educators, and I firmly 
believe if they were aware of this 
they would encourage it in every way 
and do much to promote it. A well 
written leaflet printed for general 
distribution and circulated by adult 


members in our public schools might 
accomplish in a measure the object in 
question, and I would like to get the 
opinion of other readers of the maga¬ 
zine on the best way to accomplish 
this end. 

Many people who at any rate toler¬ 
ate the collection of bric-a-brac, old 
china or coins, look upon the stamp 
man as the worst kind of crank, and I 
am quite used to the pitying look given 
me by many if I speak interestedly of 
stamps, but I still maintain our hobby 
is the best of all. 

If our young people could see what 
beautiful works of art could be bought 
cheaply, and be induced to confine 
themselves to certain divisions, I 
believe a new departure would be in¬ 
augurated. There should be stamp 
agencies in every town, large or small, 
where stamps could be seen, and 
marked at ’fair prices, cheap cata¬ 
logues, hinges, samples of good 
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papers, albums, etc., kept on hand, and 
this would certainly bring- out the 
desire to collect. 

I speak from experience when I say 
that certain dealers have greatly hurt 
the sale of stamps by advertising a 
lot of trash for little money, and the 
boys have found their money really 
wasted, and have in many cases given 
up discouraged. It would have paid 
these dealers to have burnt all the 
badly defaced, torn and dirty stamps 
they sent out. Reprints should always 
be marked as such, and it is dishonest 
to send out forgeries and speculative 
stamps and take in young people who 
buy them in good faith. We must be 
honest, and the dealer who acts other¬ 
wise should be vigorously sat down 
on every time for our mutual good. 
We cry out and are very read)' to ex¬ 
pose frauds when they affect us adults, 
but the dealer that cheats the young 
people is not mentioned. Give our 
young friends fair play and there will 
be no slump in the sale of stamps. 
Small dealers, small every way, have 
done much to injure the trade, and we 
should expose any such and stop pro¬ 
ceedings that are not straight, and 
the better class of dealers, who do a 
legitimate and honest business, would 
have a better trade. 

I would like others to write in the 
magazine and give their views, 
whether for or against mine.

That the Treasury department has 
an official order out that reads like this: 
“All requisitions for Trans-Mississippi 
stamps have been canceled. * * * 

All future requisitions of same will be 
held indefinitely.” This evidently is 
caused by rush on printing of revenues. 
As the Omahas were to be on sale till 
December 31st only, there may be a big 
scramble for this issue. 


That the small postal card, John 
Adams’ head, so far in the west has 
only been found at St. Paul, Minn. 


That the 1-cent green and 2-cent 
carmine, surcharged I. R., are found 
inverted, sideways, half and half and 
any other old way. 

That the 1-cent green, 2-cent car¬ 
mine, and %-cent proprietary are re¬ 
ported found on laid paper. 

That $5.00 is offered for plate num¬ 
ber from bottom of sheet on small sur¬ 
charged I. R., 1-cent green. 


That some of our war tax stamps 
are changing colors with the rapidity 
of a kaleidoscope. Revise your list as 
follows: VzC document, orange, slate; 
1 %c proprietary, lavender, light pur¬ 
ple. dark purple. 

That the $5.00 surcharged periodical 
is a very scarce stamp, as only a small 
number were issued. Most offices now 
have the regular issues. 

That the 3c orange, 1893 issue, Ar¬ 
gentine, is now obsolete, not being in 
use, and no copies were held. 

That the 5c vermilion, 1868 issue, 
Argentine, and the 2j4 pence pale 
green, 1891 issue. Cape of Good Hope, 
are catalogued four cents and two 
cents used, respectively, when they 
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should be 75 cents and 25 cents. I 
found both out to my sorrow although 
Scott’s fifty-eighth gives right prices 
in the “Errata.” 

That Canada and the United States, 
evidently tired of taking the back seat 
on new issues, are now running each 
other a race for first place, if the issues 
for the past twelve months are any cri¬ 
terion to go by. 

That the annual meeting of the 
Nebraska Philatelic Society was a very 
pleasant affair, and the contribution 
started by our friend from St. Joe for 
the “Widows and Orphans” should be 
continued at each meeting, and be 
entered in our by-laws as one of our 
most prominent rules. Nebraska. 

The meeting of the Nebraska Phi¬ 
latelic Society in Omaha was a suc¬ 
cess, and the writer found himself 
witn as jolly a lot of fellows as he has 
met with for some time. He knew 
Brody of old, but he then became ac¬ 
quainted with S. P. Hughes, a whole- 
souled fellow, whom to know is to like. 
Beardsley is another splendid fellow 
to meet. 

The stamps shown were a fine lot, 
and lots of fun was had in auctioning 
qff some, but Hughes is out of his 
line as auctioneer. New officers were 
chosen for the year, and a very happy 
selection was made for president in 
Mr. Rothery, who is a thorough gen¬ 
tleman in every respect, and will 
make a No. 1 president. Few other 
changes made, as the former officers 
were so well fitted that no change was 
necessary.

BOILED DOWN. 

Original and Otherwise. 

A collection of 2,000 varieties in¬ 
cluding many valuable European, was 
destroyed on the Vizcaya. It was the 
property of Midshipman Morris. 


A counterfeit of the lsh green, Great 
Britain, plate 5, watermarked spraj 
of rose, is chronicled in Mekeel's. The 
bad ones are without the watermark. 
This and the Id black are the only 
English stamps that have been coun¬ 
terfeited. 

The same paper mentions what is 
evidently a private surcharge. It reads 
“I. R. Dr. K. & Co. Binghamton, N. Y. 
7-12-’98.” It is found on the 2-cent 
and 3-cent postage. It probably would 
not be sanctioned by the government. 


Postmasters have been directed to 
return their unused newspaper and 
periodical stamps to Washington. 

The new Canadians are out. Num¬ 
erals instead of maple leaves in the 
lower corners. 

Hundreds of revenue stamps slip 
through as postage stamps and some 
postage are used as revenues. 

Regular United States stamps will 
be used in our new possessions. Com¬ 
missions are being sent out to examine 
the postal systems and United States 
offices will be established as fast as 
possible. 

Postal communications have been 
resumed with the kingdom of Spain. 
Regular foreign rates are still charged 
on civilian mail for Cuba, Puerto Rico, 
and the Philippines. Soldiers’ letters 
are forwarded at domestic rates, as are 
letters for the Hawaiian Islands. 

Private mailing cards can now be 
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transmitted in the domestic mails for 
one cent under the following- condi¬ 
tions: They are not to be larger than 
H card nor smaller than the present 
K card. The paper must be white, 
cream, light gray or light buff and 
substantial^' the same quality as the 
government cards. On the address 
side the cards must bear the words in 
print, “Private Mailing Card—Author¬ 
ized by Act of Congress of May 19, 
1898.” When prepared for general 
sale to the public they should also bear 
in the upper right corner the words, 
"Place one cent stamp here,” and in 
the lower left corner, “This side is ex¬ 
clusively for the address.” These 
cards are not mailable to foreign coun¬ 
tries, except at foreign letter rates. 

A certain printer in Toronto has sud¬ 
denly turned very patriotic. Instead 
of printing a picture card requiring 
2 -cent postage this patriotic fellow 
uses a 1 -cent postal card, and covers 
the entire left half with his patriotism. 
Columbia and Britannia are seated 
side by side beneath the British flag 
and Old Glory tied together with a 
bow of ribbon, with the words “Anglo- 
Saxon Alliance” in curved line be¬ 
tween the folds of the two flags. 
Britannia has her left hand resting on 
the head of the lion while the back¬ 
ground shows several battleships. Co¬ 
lumbia has the usual olive branch and 
great American eagle by her side. 
From the scared looks of the British 
lion, “Old Abe” has just let off one of 
his American screeches as a welcome 
to the king of beasts. The designer 
evidently never saw “Old Glory,” as 
he has given us but 15 stripes and 35 
stars. However, as his intentions are 
all right we’ll overlook the slight mis¬ 
take. The card is beautifully litho¬ 
graphed in colors and highly prized by 
those lucky enough to get one. 

Canada now has a special delivery 
service.

Hints for Camera Users. 

In photographing landscapes during 
sunlig-ht, remember that the best re¬ 
sults are obtainable from the use of 
the smallest stop, as more detail is 
given. 

By using a cloth on your prints on 
the ferrotype, instead of a blotter, you 
can keep your prints from rolling 
about or getting torn. 

Hypo in the wrong place causes 
many of the minor faults. Enough 
can be carried under your finger nails 
to spoil a dozen prints. 

One of the best ways to develop a 
roll of films, especially pocket size, is 
to use a tray or dish large enough to 
develop it all at once; by using wooden 
clips for each end you can pass the en¬ 
tire roll back and forth until develop¬ 
ment is complete; hold like a skipping 
rope, film side up. 

Self-toning paper is taking the lead 
throughout Nebraska. Use it once and 
you will use no other. It is easily un¬ 
derstood and there are no toning solu¬ 
tions to bother with. Send toH. Bauer 
for sample of the paper. 

Hints on Development. 

If the developer does not work clear, 
add a few drops of a 10 per cent bro¬ 
mide of potassium solution. 

During the hot season the developer 
must be used more diluted and cold (by 
placing on ice cold water), while dur¬ 
ing the cold season it should be 
stronger and moderately' warm, about 
70 degrees Fahrenheit. 

Developer, which is too strongly 
alkaline or too warm, produces stain 
and fog. 

An under-timed plate should be 
treated with a fresh diluted developer, 
and if sufficient detail does not appear, 
take the plate from the developer, and. 


without rinsing, place it in a tray con¬ 
taining water, to which a little of the 
alkaline solution (sulphite and carbon¬ 
ate of soda) has been added, and leave 
it there as long as it increases in de¬ 
tail. If it is not then strong enough, 
the development may be continued in 
fresh developer. 

As soon as over-exposure is noticed 
in developing, check it immediately' by 
plentiful washing, and then finish with 
the bromo-hydrochinon developer. 


Glace Finish. 

From Recreation: I am frequently 
asked how I get such an even polish 
on my unmounted photographs. When 
I say I squeeze, on ferro-type plates, 
the questioners say, “Mine always 
stick.” In reply to this I sayAfter 
prints are taken from the final wash¬ 
ing allow them to dry thoroughly; then 
soak for a few minutes until they are 
limp; place on a clean ferrotype plate, 
cover with a blotter and roll well with 
a print mounter. Result: No sticking 
and an even gloss which cannot be ob¬ 
tained by rubbing with the hand. 

The reason the prints stick when 
placed directly on the ferrotype, from 
the final washing, is that the gelatine 
is swelled too much and acts as a glue, 
which is not the case when first al¬ 
lowed to dry. Try it and see the re¬ 
sult. 

Choice of Photographic Apparatus. 

There is such an abundance of mater¬ 
ial offered to the would-be photographer 
at the present time, and the various 
types of cameras, lenses, etc., form 
such a bewildering variety that a few 
hints on the choice of apparatus should 
be valuable to the photographer who 
contemplates making some change in 
his present outfit. 

It may' be taken as an axiom that 
the better the workmanship in the 
camera the larger the price will have 
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NOTES. 

The 3kr, unpaid letter stamp of Ba¬ 
varia, exists imperforate with silk 
threads in the paper.

The £5 South African Republic 
stamp is used to prepay postage on 
gold dus* sent through the mails, this 
being- recog-nized as the safest and 
best way to send it. 

It is not g-ererally known that the 
Ranched specimens of Western Aus¬ 
tralia, which are occasionally met 
with, are really officially used stamps, 
and were so punched that they might 
indicate “no revenue” to the postal 
department; but such is the fact. 
Their use was authorized in July, 1861.

LETTER-CARRIERS IN CHINA. 

At the last convention at the World’s 
Fair, at Chicago, China was admitted 
to the Postal Union. As China is not 
much in favor of railways postal af¬ 
fairs are in quite a primitive state; 
however, many achievements are 
wrought. Letters and parcels of value 
are under the responsibility of the 
state. We find even postal institu¬ 
tions, or postoffices, scattered through 
the country. Between these postoffices 
mail carriers are always on the go. A 
mail carrier must be a strong, fearless 
personality. They must carry on then- 


backs a weight of forty kilograms. 
As soon as a mail carrier has reached 
his end station he unloads his mail 
bag, and a waiting companion, after 
the mail is assorted, takes the bag and 
hurries to the next station. The ar¬ 
rived carrier or some one else returns 
at once. 

In this manner a continued postal 
service is given all the same, whether 
it is good or bad weather, day or night. 

The labors of our carriers are also 
tedious, for instance going up and 
down stairs, but the Chinese carrier 
has more difficult performances. Above 
all he must be strong. Sometimes he 
must make his whole trip on a trot, 
because their time is limited. They 
have the peculiarity that they seldom 
eat a full meal, they holding it detri¬ 
mental to the calling, but only enough 
to quiet the hunger. 

As a rule the Chinaman fears the 
night, because he believes then the 
bad spirits prevail. The mail carrier 
must not have fear; he must, without 
stopping, run through woods and lone¬ 
ly places, over hill and dale, and will 
be severely punished if he comes too 
late. All in all it is no easy task to be 
a mail carrier in China. H. W.

R. L. SHEPARD 
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HISTORY OF THE STAMPS OF 
SCHLESWIG-HOLSTEIN. 


BY REV. H. WENDT. 


E VERY collective object has an in¬ 
structive side. Those, however, 
for whom collecting- means 
“carr 3 r tog-ether” cannot find anything: 
tasteful or instructive in even the most 
interesting- species. Collecting of ob¬ 
jects is considered by many as play. 
Certainly, as it seems, the great ma¬ 
jority are filled by the collector’s im¬ 
petus or impulse, combined with the 
desire to speculate. This state of af¬ 
fairs harms philatelia. Now, the 
wrong usage does not do away with 
the right usage of objects. So with¬ 
out doubt stamps are instruments 
through which one is lead to think and 
read about in the histories of the re¬ 
spective stamp issuing countries. 

Please look for instance at the 
Schleswig-Holstein stamps in our fifty- 
eighth catalogue. There we find only 
two stamps in use from 1850, but in 
T the years 1864-65 we find a great va¬ 
riety of issues and inscriptions. That 


is puzzling. All those stamps relate 
to an important chapter of modern his¬ 
tory of the above countries and those 
connected with the same. The stamps 
even directly invite one to become 
familiar with the history of the coun¬ 
tries. 

In Volume VII., No. 1, of this paper, 
we learned the history of the 1-shilling 
and 2-shilling of 1850. In 1864 ap¬ 
peared a 1 %-shilling curant, or 4-shil¬ 
ling coin of empire, and soon after a 
l^-shilling curant (c. r. t.) or l'/s -shil¬ 
ling legal coin. However, the some¬ 
what later stamps of Schleswig have 
the values 4-shilling and l^-shilling. 
The year 1865 brought stamps of vari¬ 
ous values for Schleswig-Holstein, for 
Schleswig exclusively, and also for 
Holstein exclusively, mostly all valid 
and current, until the last part of the 
year 1866. 

This state of affairs causes a phila¬ 
telist, who studies his stamps, to think 
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and ask, “How is that?” What his¬ 
torical ground is there for such a mix¬ 
ture, etc.? Those issues of stamps are 
only a product of historical evolutions 
in said countries. 

In No. 1, we saw that Denmark had 
taken possession of Schleswig-Hol- 
stein in 1850, and these stamps were 
withdrawn. November 15, 1863, King 
Frederick VII of Denmark died. As 
he had no son, Christian IX became 
the successor, but the fact that Chris¬ 
tian was not the son of Frederick VII 
gave Schleswig-Holstein their inde¬ 
pendence. In the Wiener peace declara¬ 
tions Denmark had to confer the above 
dukedoms to Austria-Prussia, and a 
Schleswig-Holstein government was 
formed. 

Now a new series of stamps was is¬ 
sued. Inscription: schleswig-hol- 
stein above and shilling below. 

Values: 

^-shilling rose, issued February 22, 
1865. 

1)^-shilling green, issued June, 1865. 

11 3 -shilling mauve, issued August 
18, 1865. 

2-shilling blue, issued August 18, 
1865. 

4-shilling bistre, issued September 
10, 1865. 

We see they were in use only a short 
time, not a year, therefore used copies 
are hard to get hold of. 

At the Gasteiner convention it was 
resolved to dissolve the joint or mutual 
government, and that this should take 
place September 15,1865. Austria took 
the administration of Holstein, and 
Prussia took Schleswig. From Novem¬ 
ber 1st, same year, each country is¬ 
sued their respective stamps. The 
reader will find same in the fifty- 
eighth catalogue, page 480. On the 
stamps of 1864-65 the inscription reads 
thus: herzogth (um)sCHLESWiG; on 
1864 Holstein, in center 1 % shilling 
c(u)R(an)T; below 4 s(hilling) R(eichs) 
M(unze); left side of stamp H(e)RZ. 


GL(iche); right side FR(ei) M(arke). On 
next stamp below we find l'X Shil¬ 
ling) L(andes), M(unze). 

Schleswig-Holstein stamps were 
withdrawn in 1866. By the war of that 
year these countries became a Prus¬ 
sian province and prosperity was first 
noticed. 


FROM A BOY DEALER. 

In the August number of this maga¬ 
zine I saw on the first page that con¬ 
tained philatelic literature a piece 
headed, “How Shall We Keep the 
Young People Interested in Phi¬ 
lately.” It was by Mr. R. L. Payne 
and expressed a good deal what the 
junior collectors think themselves. 

I have been collecting and dealing 
for six years, ever since I was nine 
years of age, and my interest in the 
art of stamps has never waned. In¬ 
deed it has grown more and more until 
now I use every bit of time I can in its 
interests. 

It is as Mr. Payne says, that the 
majority of school teachers dislike 
stamp collecting, perhaps because it 
promotes talking and disorder during 
school time, but this could easily be 
stopped if the teacher had proper con¬ 
trol over her scholars. And what it 
loses in things not right, it more than 
makes it up by cultivating the mind in 
geography, history, etc. 

Now I am speaking from experience, 
and I say that in reply to Mr. Payne’s 
heading that if the older collectors and 
dealers would take more interest in 
the junior collectors and dealers, and 
not throw their lists into' the paper 
basket as “kids’ work,” the junior list 
would swell considerably. I know of 
certain “kids” whose prices, when 
compared with those of the seniors, 
have been found to be from 40 to 25 
per cent cheaper, especially in U. S. 
revenues. 

Now I second the motion of Mr. 
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Payne, being myself a junior collector, 
and heartily ask that all we young 
members of the philatelic world be 
listened to, and let us have a voice in 
the says of the philatelic world and we 
will most heartily and cordially help it 
to prosper. 

With the permission of the editors of 
this paper I will be glad to hear from 
other juniors and seniors on this mat¬ 
ter.

SUPPRESSING SPECULATIVE ISSUES. 

On account of the issue of the Omaha 
Exposition stamps, questions concern¬ 
ing speculative stamps will necessarily 
arise and receive due recognition in 
the philatelic press. In the present 
paper it is the aim of the writer to at¬ 
tempt to consider the question whether 
there is a possibility of suppressing 
these obnoxious stamps. Let it not 
be understood that I am in favor of 
speculative stamps, not by any means, 
for I consider them a great hindrance 
to the healthy growth of philately. A 
reform is needed, and the best way to 
accomplish this reform is to point out 
the defects in the present condition. 

From the present condition of af¬ 
fairs, namely, the continual appear¬ 
ance of speculative issues, it seems 
there is a slight possibility. Societies 
condemning these issues have been 
formed from time to time, but all have 
succumbed to the inevitable except the 
S. S. S. S., which is still living but 
may be considered as being in the last 
stages of consumption. Nevertheless 
this society has done some very com¬ 
mendable work, but it is lacking in 
one essential—it has not reached the 
individual collector, upon whom most 
of the responsibility falls. The S. S. 
S. S. has spent most of its energy upon 
the several governments without de- 
cending to the level of the individual. 

It must be remembered that as long 


as there is a sufficient sale to warrant 
the issue of these stamps they will be 
produced; a government will not cease 
to issue them merely to satisfy the 
wishes of a society of stamp collectors 
as long as there is any pecuniary profit. 
Then, as it is the individual collector 
creates the demand for these stamps, 
the question arises whether the individ¬ 
ual can be induced to desist from col¬ 
lecting them. This is scarcely prob¬ 
able. 

First, the young collector, unac¬ 
quainted with the various intricate 
terms of philately is quite overcome by 
the philosophical language which 
characterizes the edicts of the learned 
dealers who admonish the young col¬ 
lector to cease collecting speculative 
stamps for reasons incomprehensive 
to the stamp invoice. Therefore the 
edicts fall upon a deaf ear and the 
young collector continues to indulge in 
his desire for beautiful scenes and vari¬ 
ous colors characteristic of these 
stamps. Finally as the young collector 
becomes older the desire for collecting 
these stamps has been so firmly rooted 
that it cannot be eliminated. 

Then among other persons the spirit 
of Yankee independence is so predom¬ 
inant that if any one should dictate to 
him what should be done, he would un¬ 
doubtedly do the reverse. Young 
America will tolerate no dictation from 
anyone, least of all a foreigner. 

Therefore in my opinion the present 
condition will have to be revolution¬ 
ized if we wish to suppress speculative 
stamps. E. W. Thomas.

Photography for Beginners. 

It is a common idea that photography 
is very expensive and difficult—too 
much so to enable the average youth 
to take it up. The writer knows dif¬ 
ferently, for he has started at least half 
a dozen boys with this fascinating- 
hobby- boys of the age of 13 or 14— 
with only a few cents per week pocket 
money. In a week or two they turned 
out some very decent pictures. 

‘•Yes,” some one says; “but what 
about a camera? Is not that a great 
expense?” 

Many boys nowadays have bicycles, 
and the camera with all its accessories 
will not cost a quarter as much as a 
bicycle. Ten dollars will set a young 
photographer up luxuriously, and it 
may be done for much less than that. 

Probably a camera has been pre¬ 
sented to a youth, in which case, good 
or bad, he must make the best of it. 
You cannot look a gift-horse in the 
mouth. 

But if a choice is allowed, a start 
should be made with a stand camera— 
on no account with a hand camera. It 
is very nice to be able to prowl around 
snapping off everyone and everything, 
at all times and in any circumstances. 
But no one really does. The president 
of a photographic society cannot do it. 

In the “Mikado” a self-conscious 
young lady sings a song about the 
“Sun and I.” This title is a capital 
motto for photographers. The sun is 
quite as important a personage as “I” 
where a photograph is concerned, and 
he must be shining very brightly to 
enable the snap-shotter to work. 

The beginner will find many, many 
days, when the hand camera cannot be 
used, but it will be a dull day, indeed, 
when he cannot do something with the 
stand camera. He can also see what 


his picture is going to be; he can be 
sure it will be in focus, and the camera 
is much more likely to be steady when 
placed on the stand than when held in 
the hand. 

Only the most expert photographers 
can snap-shot successfully, and they 
get a good percentage of spoilures. 

The best possible camera fer a be¬ 
ginner is the Premo. More of these 
cameras have probably been sold than 
any other. There are cameras for $5 
which will do to begin on, but the 
young photographer will soon want a 
better article, whereas the Premo will 
satisfy for a lifetime, or at any rate 
till a hand camera is wanted. 

The $10 includes a stand and dark 
slide. Two extra dark slides will cost 
$1 each, and as each holds two plates 
the photographer will be able to take 
six photographs without changing. 

A ruby lamp may be made from an 
old cigar box and ruby medium, or one 
may be bought for 40 cents. Dishes 
and graduated measure will cost $1, 
and four printing frames $1. 

Therefore $15 will cover the initial 
expense, and most of the boys referred 
to started with this outfit. 

And now let us consider what it costs 
to take a photograph. 

Full directions are given in pamph¬ 
lets and manuals issued by the manu¬ 
facturers. The object of this article 
is not to tell how to take a photograph, 
but what it costs. 

The pictures are taken on glass 
plates which are specially prepared by 
numerous manufacturers. The X‘pl a t e 
size costs 25 cents per dozen. It is best 
to stick to one brand, not try one kind 
one week and another the next. 

After exposure the plate is developed 
with a liquid called the developer. 

It is best, of course, to mix one’s own 
developer, but a boy will find it much 
simpler and easier to buy a couple of 
bottles of hydroquinone. These can 
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be bought for 25 cents and should de¬ 
velop at least forty plates. 

For a good many reasons pyrogallic 
acid is better than hydroquinone, but 
the latter is much better for a beginner, 
because of its cheapness, cleanliness, 
and ease of working. 

The only other solution required is 
one of hyposulphite of soda, which is 
best kept in a jug. This only costs 5 
cents per pound, and so it will be seen 
that a negative may easily be made 
for 3 or 4 cents. 

Having obtained a good negative, 
any number of prints may be taken 
from it. These may be done on sev¬ 
eral kinds of paper—bromide, plati¬ 
num, velox and self-toning. 

After printing it has to be toned. 
Gold chloride is . generally used, and 
this is where the expense comes in. 

Though it is best for a beginner to 
buy his developers ready prepared, it 
will not pay him to get his toning solu¬ 
tion that way. He can, however, get 
the chemist to make up two solutions 
for him, with which he can make his 
own chloride of gold bath. 

The first solution is sulphocyanide 
of ammonium 15 grains to 1 dram; the 
second, chloride of gold 1 grain to 1 
dram. 

When, therefore, the directions say, 
“15 grains of sulphocyanide of ammo¬ 
nia,’’ all that is needed is to measure 
out 1 dram of the liquid and add it to 
the distilled water. Similarly 1 grain 
of gold is obtained by adding 1 dram 
of the solution. 

By this means the trouble of weigh¬ 
ing is saved, and the photographer can 
add gold as needed. 

Hyposulphite of soda is again used 
to “fix” the prints. The cost of a print 
may be thus estimated: Paper, 1 cent; 
toning and fixing, 1 cent; total, 2cents. 

This is a most liberal allowance, but 
it will be seen that a lad can, with 10 
cents a week, take two negatives and 
take a print from each, and if he gets 


one good negative a week he will not 
have done badly at the end of the year. 

“Ah, but I have no means for mak¬ 
ing a dark room,” one says. A prop¬ 
erly equipped dark room is certainly 
a great advantage, but if development 
is done at night, the bathroom or the 
kitchen will do equally well. 

The coal cellar is worse than use¬ 
less. The dust is ruinous to plates, 
and a good supply of water is of the 
highest importance. Therefore the 
bathroom or the kitchen is by far the 
best. If the moon shines, or a light 
streams in, it can be made safe by 
pinning up a cloth or brown paper over 
the window. 

The writer has developed a good 
thousand negatives and lantern slides 
in such a dark room. 

Reference has been made to manuals 
of photography. If a boy wishes to 
take up photography he will find these 
very useful. But the best plan of all 
is to get some one to show him how to 
use his camera and how to develop. 
Amateurs are always ready to extend 
a helping hand to a beginner. 

We will be pleased to answer ques¬ 
tions on the camera. 

Camera Notes. 

The writer wishes to take exception 
to the article in last month’s paper 
relative to “glace finish.” Mine never 
stick, and I mount them directly from 
the final bath. The prints always 
stick in hot weather. No one ever saw 
a print stick in the winter. Amateurs 
are usually careless in drying and 
place them in too warm a place. The 
paper dries too fast for the gelatine in 
hot weather unless the plates are left 
to dry in a cool place. 

I find the formula sent with Ham¬ 
mer plates fine for short exposures: 

No. 1 Pure water, 57 oz.; sul. soda 
crystals, 2>£ oz.; methol, 1 oz. 

No. 2—Pure water, 57 oz.; sul. soda 
crystals, 2>4 oz.; pyro, % oz. 
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No. 3—Pure water 57 oz.; carbonate 
potassium, 2j4 oz. 

To develop take pure water 3 oz. 

No. 1, 1 oz. 

No. 2, 1 oz. 

No. 3, 1 oz. 

This is sufficient to develop two 5x8 
plates if tray be large enough. De¬ 
veloper may be used repeatedly by ad¬ 
ding- a little fresh developer each time. 
Keep used developer in a separate 
bottle. 

Snap-Shotting. 

A great deal of the work done by the 
photographic cyclist will probably con¬ 
sist of what are termed “snap-shots,” 
i. (., pictures taken in a small fraction 
of time by means of a shutter. To 
make successful pictures with such 
brief exposure, some knowledge should 
be acquired of the rate at which cer¬ 
tain common or familiar objects move, 
and also the speed at which the shut¬ 
ter should work in order that they 
may be successfully photographed. 

Many shutters attached to the mod¬ 
ern hand cameras have an indicator 
attached to them, showing the speed 
at which they are supposed to work; 
and, providing the shutter is set fast 
enough to secure the desired picture, 
if the light is good, no mistake will 
probably be made. But very erroneous 
impressions often prevail as to the 
rate both at which the shutter works 
and the rate at which objects move in 
relation to the image thrown on the 
plate. Expodak tells you the speed 
to use. 

Thus, the finish of an exciting cycle 
race would require an excellent shut¬ 
ter, working at somewhere about the 
500th part of a second; whereas a 
cyclist travelling at an ordinary rate 
on the road could be photographed 
with a shutter which worked some¬ 
where about the 100th part of a second. 

Should the cyclist find that he is in 
possession of a camera which bears no 


indication whatever of the speed that 
the shutter works at, he should con¬ 
sult someone who has a camera fitted 
with shutter and indicator, and com¬ 
pare notes of the rate at which his 
shutter travels across the lens ; or he 
may make a few exposures on moving 
objects taken at right angles to the 
camera; and when he finds the expo¬ 
sure which gives successful results 
without blurring he can note it as the 
speed at which his shutter probably 
works. 

The following are approximate 
speeds at which the shatter should be 
set to give a well defined image of the 
following objects: 

Secs. 


A number of people watching- some event.1-20 

People at ordinary walk.1-30 

Horses walking-.1-50 

Horses trotting..,. ."....1-10C 


These speeds pre-suppose that the 
lens in use is about 5 inches in focus 
and the object about 50 feet from the 
camera, and that the object will be 
photographed in sunshine, on plates of 
not less than medium rapidity for the 
slower speeds, and fast plates for the 
higher ones, and that the light is of 
such a character that the shadows 
thrown by the objects are really black. 
In fact, snap-shotting is best left alone 
unless these conditions prevail. 

It may be added, that if- the space in 
which the objects are moving is a par¬ 
ticularly open one, say by the bank of 
a great river, in a large park, or open 
space not shut in by buildings, then 
the next stop, say F. 11, may be used, 
and increased sharpness of the picture 
will result. 

For those whose cameras bear no in¬ 
dication whatever of the speed the 
shutter works at, it may be said that 
usually it will not be found to be above 
the thirtieth part of a second. 

Even whilst using the shutter at a 
fairly high speed it is important the 
camera be held, steady and level and 
not jerked while the shutter is being 
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released. If the camera is of the 
square-box pattern the best position 
for holding- it is against the left side 
with the left hand underneath, the 
shutter release being freed by a steady 
press of the right thumb. Just pre¬ 
vious to firing a deep breath should be 
taken and held as the shutter is dis¬ 
charged. 

Notes on Dark Room. 

The amateur photographer is always 
apt to be at a disadvantage when the 
question of dark room accommodation 
is to the fore. The head of the house¬ 
hold may view his operations kindly 
enough as long as they are confined to 
taking portraits, or making prints; but 
when the question of utilizing some 
part of the house for the purpose of 
converting it into a dark room is 
mooted, objections are not at all un¬ 
likely to be urged in an uncompromis¬ 
ing fashion. Of course, if the photo¬ 
graphic enthusiast proposes to occupy 
the bath-room at various times and for 
prolonged periods, or to utilize the do¬ 
mestic sink, or the best linen cup¬ 
board, he is hardly likely to pursue 
such a course for long without incur¬ 
ring someone’s displeasure; and at the 
outset of his career, therefore, it will 
be as well for him to endeavor to se¬ 
cure some spot in which to carry on his 
operations, the occupation of which 
will interfere as little as possible with 
the domestic arrangements of his 
abode. 

Very often a corner of an attic, or a 
lumber-room, or a small attic itself can 
be spared, and in this case the pro¬ 
ceedings necessary to convert it into a 
dark room are simple, and will be re¬ 
ferred to in detail further. I do not 
recommend building a wooden house 
or shed in a garden, for my experi¬ 
ence, even in an exceptionally well 
constructed one, was that I was very 
cold in it in the winter and baked in 
the summer; and neither of these con¬ 


ditions are to be desired when manipu¬ 
lating photographic materials. It is 
true, however, that an expensive dark 
room can be bought, which, if space 
can be found—say on a large landing 
or in an attic—will form a great con¬ 
venience. In using any such structure 
the light, say a lamp, or gas—for arti¬ 
ficial light must be used at times, and, 
indeed, is to be preferred for actual 
work, as it does not vary as daylight 
does—should be placed outside the 
room, say on a shelf behind a sliding 
ruby or orange screen, so that the 
fumes from the lamp or gas do not 
enter the apartment, and yet the light 
can be used without the screen if de¬ 
sired. 

If an ordinary room is to be had, sub¬ 
ject only to blocking out a window, 
that will, of course, be one of the sim¬ 
plest solutions of the dark room diffi¬ 
culty. In this case a strip of flat wood, 
2x)4 inches, or 3x^ inches, should be 
screwed on the flat of the moulding of 
the window from the top to the bot¬ 
tom, and a square frame made, from 
wood of a similar thickness, to fit close 
to each of these pieces, to which it is 
secured when placed in position by a 
thumb-screw on each side. The whole 
of the frame can be covered with brown 
paper, say two thicknesses, and the 
light can all be blocked out except say 
at one corner, where a piece of red or 
orange fabric can be used instead; or 
if the photographer has a little skill in 
using tools he can so make the frame 
at one corner that will take various 
small frames with different colored 
fabrics, say deep ruby, orange or 
light yellow. The former for color- 
sensitive plates, the second for ordi¬ 
nary plates, and the latter for bromide 
paper; each, screen being kept in its 
place by some form of turn buckle. 

The safety of the light should be 
tested. This can easily 1 be done by 
placing an unexposed plate in tfie posi¬ 
tion which the developing dish will 
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occupy, cover half of the plate with a 
card, and let it remain for a quarter of 
an hour. Develop in the usual way, 
and if no fog is visible on the part 
whioh has been exposed to the light, 
the fabric or glass in use may be con¬ 
sidered safe. If the sun shines on the 
window, as many as three thicknesses 
of fabric may be required to make a 
safe light. As the sun bleaches the 
fabric, it should be tested fairly fre¬ 
quently. The position of the non- 
actinic light should be such that the 
rays fall on the plate and not on the 
worker’s eyes. This can be arranged 
by a hinged screen on the top, and if 
the light is placed at one side of the 
sink instead of in front, the arrange¬ 
ment will be still better, and leaves the 
whole of the front of the sink free for 
shelves. 

An important point is to see that, 
whatever place is used as a dark room, 
it should be properly ventilated, and in 
such a way that no white light can en¬ 
ter the room. For this reason cup¬ 
boards and other places which it is 
difficult to ventilate properly should be 
avoided. 

A lead-lined sink, not necessarily of 
large size, should be fitted with at 
least cold water, and if possible hot, 
and the waste taken to the nearest 
available outlet. Shelves should be 
placed at a convenient hight for meas¬ 
ures and developing bottles; whilst a 
separate shelf should be put under the 
sink, or on one side, for the hypo dish 
or tank, as on no account should this 
be allowed to get into close proximity 
to the developing solutions or dishes. 

The temperature of the dark room 
should, wherever possible, be main¬ 
tained at between 60 degrees and 70 de¬ 
grees Fahrenheit, as this keeps the 
solutions and the dishes at the proper 
temperature for development. Indeed, 
in any case, for the worker’s own com¬ 
fort, some method of warming should 
be arranged. 


The reason of the spots on finished 
prints: Spots are caused by black 
spots in the negative, from imperfect¬ 
ions in the paper, and from imperfect 
toning-bath. Stains on the print are 
caused from careless handling in the 
toning-bath. The face of the print 
should never be touched, but the prints 
lifted by the edges. Hypo will cause 
spots, if any comes in contact with the 
face of the print. Care should betaken 
that the hands are perfectly clean when 
toning and fixing picture. 

Following are the directions for 
making a vignetting mask: Take a box 
cover that fits the printing-frame and 
cut a hole in it as large as the plate. 
Over it paste a piece of opaque paper, 
and make an opening any shape de¬ 
sired for the vignette—either pear- 
shaped, oval, round, etc. Cut little 
slits all around the edge of this, and 
over it paste a sheet of tissue-paper. 
Place the cover over the printing frame 
and print. If the cover is attached to 
the frame the progress of the print can 
be examined without changing the 
shape of the vignette.

To develop: 

Take of No. 1,1 oz.; No; 2, % oz.; 
pure water, 3 oz. 
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Use a little more water in warm 
weather and less if the weather be cool.

CURRENT TOPICS. 

The lc green and 2c carmine current 
issue come on laid paper, Scott and 
others to the contrary. I have seen 
one copy with the marking very dis¬ 
tinct. In most copies, however, the 
stamp will have to be soaked to find 
the variety of paper. 

The lc green current issue is found 
in dark and yellow-green shades, al¬ 
most as distinct as the 5 ore, Norway. 

Where are the higher values of used 
Omahas ? Anything above the 4c is 
exceedingly rare here. To inquiries 
of janitors at different blocks invari¬ 
ably the same answer is received, 
“Have none for sale.” The old issues 
seem to be used to this city from other 
points in about the ratio of twenty-five 
to one. 

Do you, as a collector, carefully ex¬ 
amine all your stamps, both in album 
and duplicates, measure all perfora¬ 
tions and examine with benzine for 
water marks? If not, why not? 

If you are going to collect stamps be 
a philatelist—not simply a collector of 
postage stamps. Study them, and if 
you specialize in any countries, read 
up on them, so that in showing your 
treasures to a friend you will be able 
to talk intelligently on the subject. It 
has come to my notice just recently 
where an old collector, never special¬ 
izing on different watermarks, ex¬ 
amined some old colonials he possessed 
and to his surprise had many rare 
ones among his duplicates, cataloguing 
now up into the dollars. If so with 
him, may be so with you; anyway the 
few surprises you find and the satis¬ 
faction of knowing your stamps are 
located in the proper space will be 
ample reward for your time and

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THE CATALOGUE. 


The announcement of the Scott 
Stamp and Coin Co. that this season 
they will not follow the time-honored 
custom of issuing- the standard cata¬ 
logue in January strikes stamp col¬ 
lectors with as much force as the 
declaration of the war with Spain. The 
reason given is the fact that at the 
present time the value of stamps is 
very unsettled, and it would be im¬ 
possible to fix satisfactory prices. This 
condition has been brought about by 
the general business depression of the 
past five years. Such a result was im¬ 
perative, but we can point with pride 
to the fact that stamps held up longer 
than almost any other kind of securi¬ 
ties. There is no question but that 
this depression is the result of the un¬ 
loading of speculators and not from 
the sale of collections or a decrease in 
the number of collectors. This is 
proven by the fact that the market is 
simply unsettled and not showing a 
general decline. 

The Scott Co. think that the greater 


part of the speculative holdings that 
are to be sold in bulk have already 
been unloaded, and that within a few 
months prices will have adjusted them¬ 
selves nearer the true value, based on 
the number of specimens in existence, 
than ever before. It is likely that they 
will issue an edition next summer. 

Taking it all around the present 
difficulty will do us good. It has put 
a check to speculation that will last 
for several years, and it will finally 
give us fairer prices than we have ever 
had before. Even the change in the 
date of the catalogue to the beginning 
of the season is an advantage, because 
heretofore business has been practi¬ 
cally suspended for several weeks be¬ 
fore its appearance. 

POSTAL RULES. 

Mutilated postal cards are subject 
to letter rates. C. E. Severn tells of 
an old issue card being held up in the 
mails for one cent due because some 
official thought it had been cut down. 
This brings up the question of the rea¬ 
son for some of the seemingly foolish 
postal regulations. Take the rule in 
question; suppose one could cut postal 
cards, why not cut one in two and use 
each half. Then there is the rule for¬ 
bidding anything pasted to the back 
of a card. It seems a hardship not to 
be able to send a small newspaper 
clipping or sample of cloth, but if that 
was allowable wlw not a whole news¬ 
paper or several yards of cloth? A line 
must be drawn somewhere, and most 
postal rules fulfill this object. 


An additional printing of 50,000 of 
the 2 Lad New Zealand error has been 
made to supply the demand from col¬ 
lectors. The designs of the Id and 4d 
will be interchanged. That is all for 
this time. 

The report in English papers that 
our postoffice department is consider- 
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ing the charging of 2 cents on all pos¬ 
tal cards bearing any reference to 
business is untrue.

I N the International Philatelist for Sep¬ 
tember appeared the following 
article under the head of “Es¬ 
says:” 

“Another essay much prized by those 
who like such things is what is known 
as the Connell stamp. This was de¬ 
signed by Hon. Charles Connell, post¬ 
master general of New Brunswick. It 
was intended to fill the place of the 
ordinary 5c green, the stock of which 
had been exhausted. The device very 
much resembled the 5c of the regular 
issue, with the exception that Connell’s 
head appears in the oval instead of 
Queen Victoria’s. % 

“At times there has been much wrang¬ 
ling among philatelic writers concern¬ 
ing this essay, some contending that a 
fe w specimens passed through the mail. 
I have thoroughly investigated the sub¬ 
ject, and have arrived at the decision 
that not a single specimen of the so- 
called Connell stamp was used for 
mailing purposes. Philatelists who 
have investigated the facts will bear 
me out in this decision. Connell was 
dismissed before his essay could be¬ 
come current.” 

As this stamp is of great interest I 
think a few corrections on the above 
article will not be considered in any 
way dictatory. Not much information 
has been elucidated or in possession 
of stamp collectors in connection with 
this stamp beyond the knowledge that 
Mr. Connell’s countenance was en¬ 
graved on the stamp and he was com¬ 
pelled to resign in consequence. 

As the stamp was used for one day 
some of them passed through the post- 
office. In what manner persons came 
in possession of them I will describe 
later. This stamp cannot be called an 
essay. The circumstances of this so- 
called essay are as follows: 

In the year 1861 a gentleman by the 


name of Hon. Charles Connell was 
postmaster-general of New Brunswick. 
Upon entering his official capacity 
Mr. Connell perceived, it is supposed, 
room for improvement in the stamps 
then in use, and employed the Ameri¬ 
can Bank Note Co. to execute a series 
of stamps, Mr. Connell furnishing the 
design of each stamp, viz: A steam en¬ 
gine on the lc; the queen on the 10c; a 
steamboat, indicating European post¬ 
age, on the 12j4c; a portrait of the 
possible future king of England on the 
17c; and his own on the 5c. 

The stamps soon arrived and were 
sold to the public, except the 5c. Mr. 
Connell’s picture on the 5c stamp was 
not favorably received. A political 
mass meeting was called, presided over 
by an opponent of Connell, and it was 
resolved to request Mr. Connell to re¬ 
sign. Mr. Connell threw the reins 
of the postoffice off, and retired at once 
and forever from the political arena. 

A short time previous to this, on the 
arrival of the stamps, Mr. Connell 
gave a banquet to some two hundred 
of his friends, and in the course of the 
evening each one of the guests were 
presented with a copy of the new 5c 
stamp with their host’s countenance 
adorning it. Some were used the next 
day; this accounts for the used speci¬ 
mens. 

Anyone who has examined any of 
these stamps will observe a great 
many torn at the corners. This is as¬ 
cribed to have happened when they 
were served at the banquet, on that 
memorable night. 

In Mr. E. H. T.’s article he errone¬ 
ously states, it was intended to fill the 
place of the ordinary 5c green, the 
stock of which had been exhausted. 

This was not the case, as the Connell 
was the first 5c stamp, there being no 
5c green previous to this. I believe 
there are used specimens of this stamp 
in existence. In fact I have conversed 
lately with a philatelist who states 
that there is a used specimen in the 
collection of an eminent stamp collec¬ 
tor here in Toronto.

trouble. Other instances have come 
to my notice where the true watermark 
being- known had placed the stamp at 
an earlier date and raised the value 
fifty to three hundred per cent. 


While I am “harping-” on this sub¬ 
ject I want to say a few words about 
the looks of your album and stamps. 
Over seventy-five per cent of the col¬ 
lections I have been permitted to see 
in the past three years are composed 
almost entirely of unsoaked, dirty, 
torn, and heavily cancelled stamps. 
Why is it? It looks as if their only 
ambition was to get as many varieties 
as possible, regardless of looks. Don’t 
be in such a rush, take more time; 
make your album look neat and pretty. 
You will take more pride in showing it 
to a friend when in this shape than if 
it was thrown together “hit and miss.” 
Again, a clean and orderly album will 
be more of an incentive to keep col¬ 
lecting than otherwise. 

Here are two or three rules that will 
do you no harm to remember: 

Don’t put a stamp into your album 
that is torn, cut close, dirty, or heavily 
cancelled. It don’t pay; it detracts 
not only from the beauty, but from the 
value of your collection. This rule can 
be modified on more valuable stamps 
to be used as space-fillers till more de¬ 
sirable copies can be obtained. 

Soak your stamps. A little experi¬ 
ence will soon enable you to take a 
stamp from bath before it is discol¬ 
ored. I always use cold water, which 
I prefer to steam, unless I wish to save 
gum. When stamps are soaked place 
between two blotters under a press or 
weight till dry. You will now have a 
clean, flat specimen, where before it 
was ragged and uninviting. Where 
the stamp is dirty and greasy it can 
be greatly helped by soaking and plac¬ 


ing between blotters as before, but 
dry with hot iron. This usually soaks 
up a great amount of grease and dirt. 

Another important item is “Mount¬ 
ing.” Above every thing else mount them 
straight. The albums of the rail fence 
variety are numerous now. . Don’t let 
yours be another. The location and 
placing of hinges on stamps is a sub¬ 
ject for never ceasing discussion. 
Some mount from the bottom, some 
from the top, some from the middle of 
the stamp. A short time ago in 
“ MekeeVs ” I even noticed where some 
one mounted his stamps by sewing 
them to the album. This last cannot 
be recommended to be either saving to 
the stamp nor ornamental to the album. 

In my collection all are hinged at 
the top, a trifle above perforations, so 
that in raising the stamp the perfora¬ 
tions are protected; also, this way the 
the stamp can be entirely turned on 
its face for examination.

THE STAMPS OF CANADA. 


BY 


W. HICKS. 


T HE postal emissions of Canada 
afford a wide field of study to 
collectors of British colonial 
stamps. Their unique designs, their 
historical significance, and their un¬ 
tainted character, make them prime 
favorites with the specialist. 

From the first issue in 18,51 to the 
“ long standing ” issue of 1869-97, 
Canada has a clean record, and no one 
can point back to any unnecessary or 
speculative issue. But how the mighty 
are fallen! For, in the year 1897 
Canada committed her first crime—she 
issued a set of Jubilee stamps. 

But a first offence is always dealt with 
leniently; and so with Canada, for, 
after a good deal had been said about 
it, collectors with one accord sought 
for the stamps eagerly until they did 
find them—even after the prices of 
some of the values had increased an 
hundred fold. And when they had 
found them they called in their neigh¬ 
boring stamp friends and did rejoice 
exceedingly over them. As will be 
seen our language has become some¬ 


what “biblical”; but we think this is 
pardonable, seeing we have just re¬ 
turned from a horse race. 

But this is a wide diversion from 
our subject. To continue: No 
sooner had the up-to-date collector 
filled in the last blank space with 
Jubilees, than another issue appeared. 
After the first brief start of surprise he 
proceeded to rule spaces for these 
stamps and to fill them in. But he had 
not got farther than the 8-cent value 
when another set with figures in the 
corners appeared before him. He has 
since heard that this set is entirely 
unsatisfactory and that there will be 
but one printing of each value, so he

issues are reported for all her colonies, 


bearing the design and values of the 
home series. 


Some countries in the far east seem 
to have a mania for surcharges (it 
may be the climate). Will it ever stop? 

I see by the different papers that 
Scott has decided not to issue a new 
catalogue until next spring or summer. 
This is a more sensible time, to my 
notion, for it to come out. I hope they 
will continue to publish each summer 
hereafter. Where catalogue comes in 
the summer, as a dealer it gives me a 
chance during the dull season to check 
up m 3 ' approval sheet stock and ar¬ 
range my sheets. As it is now there 
is an annual loss in the selling of 
stamps at old prices to the value of 
many times the price of a book. 

TO DETERMINE CANCELLED STAMPS. 

How can ymu find out whether a stamp 
has been used or not? At present 
many fine unused stamps are offered 
for sale at a remarkably low figure, 
but they are in most cases pen-marked 
specimens cleansed and offered for 
sale. 

These in nine cases out of ten come 
from abroad and are cleansed by r 
means of chemicals and absorption. 

Chemically' cleansed stamps are 
stamps cleansed by means of acids and 
bleaching compound that are a secret 
to many and known only to the stu¬ 
dent of chemistry, the most simple 
process being done by soaking the 
stamp or stamps in a solution of lime 
and acetic acid, but this only works 
well on but few black inks used in can¬ 
celling stamps by a pen-mark, differ¬ 
ent methods and receipts being used 
for different inks. 

The absorption process is done by 
soaking the stamp in a solution of 
caustic soda and while damp placed on 
a blotter and put under great pressure, 
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the soda softens the cancelling ink and 
it is drawn from the stamp by the blot¬ 
ter; this only removes the ink, leaving 
a faint stain on the stamp, which is 
the oil used in the cancelling ink, the 
stamp is next put through another 
process which takes out the oil and 
leaves it apparently uncancelled. But 
is it uncancelled ? To the casual ob¬ 
server, yes, and even to the one who 
examines the stamp with a microscope, 
but there are two agents yet to be con¬ 
sulted, and neither of these fail to 
show the stamp a fraud, but instead 
just what it is, a cancelled stamp 
cleansed and made up for the occasion. 
These are the camera, and the same 
method used to clean them, chemicals. 
First, let us see what the camera 
will do. 

If you have a suspicious stamp and 
want to find out whether it has been 
used or not photograph it. If the post¬ 
mark has been obliterated the color of 
the stamp will not make any impres¬ 
sion on the plate, while the black traces 
of the postmark will appear with great 
clearness. Even when the stamp has 
been well washed or cleaned, and no 
trace of the obliteration can be seen by 
the naked eye or through the micro¬ 
scope, the photograph will show very 
clearly the two concentric circles of 
the stamp, the date and even the local¬ 
ity. This does not in any way injure 
the stamp as the second method which 
is more precise. 

It consists of plungingthe stamp for 
a few seconds into a boiling solution 
of five grains of caustic potash in 100 
cubic centimetres of a mixture of equal 
parts of water and alcohol. The color 
of the stamp disappears completely; it 
is then washed in water, next in water 
acidulated with acetic acid, then in 
water again, and lastly carefully dried. 
On the discolored face of the stamp the 
cancellation marks can be discerned 
very plainly. This process is more 
sensitive than the preceeding. 


Two stamp's which indeed had not 
disclosed anything by the photographic 
method showed, after the treatment by 
potash, traces of obliteration. The 
only inconvenience of this method is 
that it changes the stamp which the 
experiment by photography does not 
disturb, so it is wise not to try this un¬ 
less the photographic trial has given 
no result. When the stamp proves to 
be a good one we shall certainly regret 
our curiosity. 

Another method of raising the value 
of a stamp is to change the perfora¬ 
tions; say we have a stamp perforated 
eleven and one-half abd catalogued at 
six cents while the same stamp per¬ 
forated fourteen is catalogued seven 
dollars. To change the eleven and a 
half perforations to fourteen is but the 
work of a few minutes, and yet when 
carefully done deceives the average 
collector, if not the expert. Ten cents 
will buy enough material to change 
the perforations of several thousand 
stamps, which is no more nor less than 
a can or ordinary potash. The stamps 
are soaked in a weak solution of this 
a few minutes and then passed under 
a roller and dried, the potash shrink¬ 
ing the paper so that the size of the 
perforations is reduced. To illustate 
this place a square inch of paper in a 
strong solution of the above, and in a 
half hour or less it will be one-half 
inch square, and if left several hours 
will entirely disappear. This is a good 
way to make invisible stamps, but un¬ 
fortunately they cannot be made visi¬ 
ble again.—Stamps. 

Some queer signatures appear on the 
register at the stamp exhibit, and not 
a few talented poets have left speci¬ 
mens of their genius. For instance, 
one “poem” reads as follows: 

•I can have the measles. 

Also cramps. 

But I am still a collector of postage stamps." 

An Omaha collector is responsible 
for it, so you see they are still alive.

COUNTERFEITS. 

Mr. Jos. F. Burnett, F. C. S., writes 
a valuable classification of the differ¬ 
ent methods of detecting counterfeits 
for the Philatelist's Supplement to the 
Bazaar. 

There are numerous counterfeits 
that to an old collector are easy, yet 
they deceive one who has never seen 
the orignals. This article mentions 
seven points that will enable anybody 
to spot lots of bad stamps with the aid 
of a catalogue. 

First. The manner of printing is 
almost always different. If the cata¬ 
logue lists a stamp as line engraved 
and a lithographed copy is offered, it 
is certain that the lithograph is a 
counterfeit. He also says that most 
counterfeits have dividing lines be¬ 
tween each stamp. Of course a divid¬ 
ing line is not absolute proof because 
many genuine stamps have dividing 
lines. 

Second. Details of the design. In 
order to detect anything under this 


head it is almost necessary to have an 
orignal copy or a description of the 
original or counterfeit. 

Third. Size. Counterfeitsoftendif¬ 
fer in size. Sometimes it is possible 
to get the size of a particular stamp 
from some catalogue or article in the 
stamp papers. 

Fourth. Watermarks. Many coun¬ 
terfeits are not watermarked when the 
orignals are. 

Fifth. Perforations. It is usual¬ 
ly easy to find the correct perforation 
of a stamp with access to a copy. 
Counterfeits usually differ in perfora¬ 
tion. 

Sixth. Paper. The paper is almost 
always different. 

Seventh. Postmarks. There are a 
few postmarks that are found on nu¬ 
merous counterfeits and the postmarks 
of any particular country are some¬ 
what alike. 

When you wish to determine on a 
suspicious stamp, find out from other 
stamps of that country, philatelic 
papers and the catalogues you have, 
all you can about the printing, design, 
size, watermarks, perforation, paper 
and postmarks. If the stamp in ques¬ 
tion agrees it is probably good, if there 
is much difference it is surely bad. 

THE ARMY FRANK. 

Several papers have chronicled an 
army frank and several have con¬ 
demned it. We do not have an exact 
description at hand but we have heard 
one kind described as an adhesive label 
with an incription very much like that 
on the penalty envelopes. 

Now we do not intend to advocate 
the collection of this frank, but we 
wish to point out the fact that it is in 
a way legitimate. We all know the 
tremendous increase in the business of 
the war department during the sum¬ 
mer. It was impossible to furnish all 
the military posts and officers with 
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sufficent penalty envelopes. In many 
instances the usual phrases on a penal¬ 
ty envelope were written on blank 
envelopes and did duty as franks. 

No matter whether they were author¬ 
ized or not, such franks are now pass¬ 
ing- through the mails. What would 
be the difference between an officer 
writing the clause, and his having it 
printed on a slip of paper and pasting 
it on a blank envelope? 

We have seen it stated that Admiral 
Dewey is a stamp collector. 

Revenue stamps part rouletted are 
chronicled. Owing to the rush of busi¬ 
ness at the Bureau of Engraving and 
m Printing all kinds of errors may beex- 
• pected. 

BOILKD DOWN. 

Original and Otherwise. 

The postoffice department reports 
that over 14,000,000 letters and post¬ 
cards were distributed in the Interna¬ 
tional Sea Postoffice, and only 1,500 
errors were reported. 

The United States carries double 
the number of pieces of mail that Great 
Britain does, and has over 50,000 more 
postoffices. 

There is talk of a 2-cent letter rate 
between the United States and Euro¬ 
pean countries. 

The price of used copies of the new 
revenues is expected to be about ten 
per cent of face, the $1 revenue being 
advertised at 10 cents. We have not 
yet seen the $50 stamp advertised. 

Omaha stamps are in big demand 
and the dealers can’t meet it. We have 
heard of a few cases when parties paid 
i^face for used copies of the 4-cent and 
higher values. The 1-cent now brings 
nearly one-half of face. When such 


cities as Chicago have none on sale, 
there is something wrong. 

Why should not plate numbers be 
worth as much with the number alone 
on the stamp, and envelopes cut round 
be worth as much as those cut square? 
No dealers or collectors value them the 


Chicago has a new postmark in two 
lines, with words, “Delayed Train, 
Late.” Delays were caused by storms 
and Omaha Exposition. 

The 4-cent in the new color looks 
very neat and pretty. 

According to postoffice reports over 
$2,000,000 worth of Omaha stamps 
have been sold. 

The postoffice department has de¬ 
cided that Hawaiian stamps are to be 
recognized for the present on articles 
mailed in Hawaii, whether addressed 
to the United States or elsewhere. 

A large number of the stamps in the 
Government building at Omaha have 
faded, the $2.00 Oniahas being a dif¬ 
ferent shade from any others we have 
seen. The $100.00 Newspaper is faded 
white, and the 3-cent values in purple 
are changed by the light. 

Of th^ Omahas in entire sheets, we 
have the following plate numbers:

Formula for converting’ blue prints 
into brown prints: • 

Blue ferro - prussiate photographic 
prints may be converted into brow-n 
prints by the following process: The 
positive blue print, thoroughly washed 
and dried, is plunged into a solution 
of ammonia, in which it is kept until 
it has nearly or entirely lost its color. 
(The operation lasts from two to four 
minutes). The print is rinsed and 
plunged into a bath of tannic acid, 
the operation being stopped as soon as 
the desired sharpness and tone are 
obtained. This last operation requires 
about ten minutes. If at the end of 
this time the color be not dark enough, 
it is intensified by adding to the bath 
a few drops of ammonia. After a 
lapse of one or two minutes rinse in 
abundant water. 

1. Solution for preparing the sensi¬ 
tized paper: 

Tartrate of iron and potassium, 15 
Gm. 

Red prussiate of potash, 12 Gm. 

Rain water, 250 C.c. 

2. Solution to remove the color of 
the print: 

Stronger ammonia (0.900), 100 C.c. 

Rain water, 800 C.c. 

3. Solution to give the brown tone: 

Tannic acid. 10 Gm. 

Rain water, 500 C.c. 

Dissolve and filter.

COLLECTING THINGS 


There rings in my. ear a pretty 
German jingle: 

“Eiri rabe schlepte tansend Dinge 
GFd : ld, Glass Korallen, I’erlin, Ringe.” 

I never knew what I learned it for 
till now. It will serve as a fitting in¬ 
troduction to what I have to say. Here 
is a free translation: 

A ra ven slipt a thousand things 
Gold, coral beads'and glass and rings. 

Into a corner where he slept. 

“Why do you gather these, old Chappy? 

These things which never ihake you happy? 
A rooster asked, who watched him close. 

“Pont know myself,” answered the raven, 

“1 took’em just to have’em, have’em.” 

How much a child is lik^ the raven! 
The boys pocket, the lady’s purse, the 
old maids drawer are proof positive of 
human nature’s predisposition to Col¬ 
lect something. 

Parents, encouarg© your boy, encour¬ 
age your girl to collect something. No 
matter what it may be,—the child will 
turn out well. God pity the lad or 
lassie who is born without this precious 
gift! Like true- love it grows stronger 
by opposition, unless it be entirely 
crushed out* 

With a little help from his parents, 
the child who starts a collection will be¬ 
come ehthusiastic. Did you ever see 
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anyone who was enthusiastic? Do you 
know what it is to be enthusiastic? 
What does it mean? God in you. With 
God’s help you can do something. The 
man who is enthusiastic does something. 

Darwin telL us in his autobiography 
how much enthusiasm he displayed 
when collecting beetles It is so differ¬ 
ent from anything you would expect 
from him, I take the liberty of quoting. 
Life and Letter of Charles Darwin, by 
his Son. (Appleton & Co. 1898) Page 43: 

“But no persuit at Cambridge was fol¬ 
lowed with nearly so much eagerness or 
gave me so much pleasures as collecting 
beetles. It was the mere passion for 
collecting, for I did not dispect them 
and rarely compared their external 
characters with published descriptions, 
but got them named anyhow. I will 
give a proof of my zeal: One day, on 
tearing off some old bark, I saw two rare 
beetles, and seized one in each hand; 
then I saw a third and new kind, which 
I could not bear to lose, so I popped 
the one which I had in my right hand 
into my mouth. Alas! it ejected some 
intensely acrid fluid, which burnt my 
tongue so that I was forced to spit the 
beetle out, which was lost as was the 
third one.” 

When I was very young I collected 
things. Buttons, blocks pieces of 
cloth, and later pebbles, fossils arrow¬ 
heads and stamps became my prey. 
What did it amount to? It taught me 
to observe, compare, Classify;-in a word, 
Science. And last and best of all, it 
taught Philately. 

When 1 was about five years old, my 
father kept a news stand. The large 
red and blue stamps on the packages of 
newspapers, were very attractive to me 
and I collected them. Had I been 
asked what I wasgoing todo with them, 
the raven’s answer would have been my 
answer. I had a lot of them and when 
I first began to really collect stamps, how 
happy I wa« to find an older schoolmate 


who stood ready to give me 35 cents j 
worth of “foreign” in exchange for each ! 
one of them. What if 1 had kept them 1 
till today! 

A short time after this I stayed all 
night with an old friend who slept in a 
bank. We went down into the basement j 
and there were barrels and barrels of j 
old envelopes with treasury stamps on I 
them. I collected as many as I could J 
get. I knew nothing of their value, but 
as luck would have it, got one complete 1 
set. The duplicates went off in com- ] 
pany with the big newspaper stamps. 

What if l were turned loose in such a 
bank basement today! 

My father's life was almost co-exten- 
sive with this century, begining in 1810. | 

What if h« had saved all his old letters 1 
and stamps for me, as I am saving mine 
today! I know of a half dozen that 
would buy me a farm. 

I am glad stamp collecting is here. 1 j 
am glad it has come to stay. 1 prophesy 
that it will soon be on a firm scientific j 
basis and be taught in our public 
schools. It will become a necessary 
adjunct to the teaching of history and j 
geography. From experience I can say { 
that my children, a girl of 8 and a boy 
of 10 have learned more geography in 
twe years, from their stamps than I did 
from the book. 

I wish the science were now taught in 
the schools. It is studied in them, as 
many teachers know to their sorrow, i 
and others do not know at all. 

In our Sunday school each Sabbath I 
notice a very interested group of boys, 
and peeping in I notice that they have 
some approval sheets which they are 
discussing just before class-time. Yes, 
the infection is spreading and 1900 will ] 
see many added to the ranks of stamp 
collectors. 

Our boys and girls who study Biology, J 
who learn to read the life history of the 1 
ameba, hydra, earthworm, turtle, bird | 
ect., become kind to animals and would j 
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no more ‘•needlessly set foot upon a 
worm” than they would tread upon 
their fellows. 

They become better men and women, 
better citizens. And so, “I would not 
number ’mongst my list of friends, him 
who would needlessly” tear a stamp in 
two, be it only a common “two.” He 
who throws an Omaha into the waste 
basket seem9 a barbarian indeed. 

Therefore I appeal to each one who 
reads this to see to it, that he '-ets some 
ittle boy or girl to collecting stamps. 
Donate, say a hundred stamps, arranged 
nicely in a little album or on sheets; 
accompany it with a small catalogue 
and a kind word, and you have acquir- 
sd a friend who will live to bless your 
memory.

The two cent pinu, was issued to pre¬ 
pay soldiers letters to great Britain. 

NEW BRUNSWICK. 

The two cent New Brunswick was is¬ 
sued to prepay soldiers letters to Great 
Britain. 

NOVIA SCOTIA. 

The two cent Novia Scotia was also 


issued to prepay soldiers letters to 
Great Britain 

The eight and half cent was for 
letters to Newfoundland. 

NEWFOUNDLAND. 

The thirteen Newfoundland, was is¬ 
sued for letters to Great Britain.

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ITEMS FROM HASTINGS. 


A lo jil dealer advertised for Omaha’s 
in a theatrical program not loDg since, 
I have not heard what success he had 
but consider it would be a paying as 
well as unique place to put a stamp ad. 

Speaking of paying investments, I 
must say that a stamp which will soon 
Command a higher price than present is 
the 5 cent (beaver) 1831J of Cmada, 
Speculators and dealers are rapidly 
“cornering'’ this stamp. 

It may be interesting to know that 
the Chinese who claim to have used 
moveable type thousands of years be¬ 
fore any other nation, today print their 
paper from a litograpic stone each col¬ 
umn of which has been written by the 
editor upon the stone. 

A Hastings philatelist had a hard 
time in fi rding Mr. Estes the Omaha 
dealer while visiting the exposition in 
that city. His advice, and it is good 
to toll >w, is to go straight down Harney 
till you reach i)th St. Do not try the 
reverse. 

It seems that Hastings Philatelists 
have a little more “push” than those of 
other Nebraska cities, while she boasts 
but twenty-three collectors yet they 
have banded together and formed a club 
renting a suite of rooms and prepared at 
any time to receive visitors. 

If you ever stop at Histings make 
your way to the rooms they are cen¬ 
trally located, on one of the principal 
business streets, Hastings Avenue, as a 
further aid in finding them they are 
over the Democrat printing office. 

The Asylum for the Chronic Insane 
at Hastings, boasts one stamp collector, 
this does not help philately any, how¬ 
ever, as the Collector is hopelessly in¬ 
sane. The coll ctioo is very complete 
in early foreign and U. S. issues mount¬ 
ed in an early French album but the 
mental disarrangement is shown by the 


many reprints and crude fac-similes 
which adorn 1 he pages. 

A collector in this city has several of 
the high values of Cmada Jubilees can¬ 
celled with thesam e po3t mark and re¬ 
taining full original gum. Now this 
collector is wo ideringif thegovernment 
cancelled them and sold them at a dis¬ 
count in this con lition or whether they 
actually paid postage on a package 
without being attached to that package. 
He got them of a dealer at one half 
face. 

The small boy collector has caused 
dealers much ammu«e^aen•; one of the 
latest was to a local dealer who upon 
request for a Confederate stamp had 
sent one on approval at the net price of 
20 cents. The return of the assortment 
brought with it the terse sentence “I 
don’t care to invest so much as 20 cents 
in one stamp, thank you” The deabr 
is still wondering what that “thank you” 
meant. 

Perhaps there is no better investment, 
at present, than the current war reve¬ 
nues. Their colors are unsatisfactory, 
many of them fade easily and in many 
cases two values have colors so near the 
same that, at a distance, they appear of 
the same values. Shades and, in some 
cases, several distinct colors of the 
same values have been found, the pro¬ 
prietary set are rife in these differences. 
The % cent is found in light veil >w 
green and in the dark green of the one 
cent, the % cent has been seen in at 
least, three shades, the %'>ent, comes in 
lemon and rich orange, the % has been 
found in light as well as dark blue, the 
one cent has been found in yr llow green 
light blue green and dark gr«en, the 
1)4 in Pl'im, blue purple and rL*h red¬ 
dish purpl *. Toe other values are not 
as plentiful in varieties as the smaller^ 
denominations but I must mention thatf 
the four cent has been seen in a blue 
shade as well as in purple. 
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These minor differences, so common 
now, will one day be eagerly sought for 
by revenue specialists and he who lays 
in a supply of these stamps now, will be 
the gainer. 

There is also some talk of perforating 
the current revenues and as the color 
changes are also in view, our next set 
will be different in color and in perfora¬ 
tion, the department will lie in no es¬ 
pecial rush to supply any great demand 
and therefore we may expect a change 
in appearance, for the better in work¬ 
manship. 

It will pay every collector to complete 
his set of revenue in shade and color, if 
he does not, sometime in the future he 
will pay fancy prices for stamps he can 
now get for face. 

In view of the fact that the Trans- 
Mississippi and International Exhibi¬ 
tion which so lately closed a successful 
year at Omaha is to be extended cover¬ 
ing a period of six months for the com 
ing year why cannot the thousands of 
collectors of America arrange for the 
erection of a special stamp building. 

The building could be erected at the 
cost of but a few cents from each col¬ 
lector, it would have a seating capacity 
of about 200 accomodating stamp con¬ 
ventions and philatelic meetings around 
the sides of the s'ructure could be ar 
ranged stamp exhibits from the collect¬ 
ions of philatelists throughout the world 
and the running expenses and part of 
subscribers could be repaid by the ren¬ 
tal of space to dealers. The past year 
has been one of war and consequently 
one of less interest in the exposition, 
the coming one will be a year of 
jubilation for the victory of American 
arms. For the hundreds who visited the 
Exposition in the past thousands will 
visit it in '99. Out of every hundred 
indeed out of every ten there will be 
one or more philatelists or stamp 
collectors, these will, of course, take an 
interest in the stamp exhibit and after 


the experience of the writer and many 
other collectors, to his immediate know¬ 
ledge, will desire to purchase as well as 
to see stamps; thereby making space in 
this centrally located building valuable 
to dealers. 

If the Nebraska collectors and dealers 
take hold of this project and “p u8 h it 
for all it is worth’’ with the assistance 
of collectors throughout the United 
States, will produce a stamp 
exhibition which will redeem herself, 
she having been far surpassed by 
other countries in Philatelic shows in 
the past. 

Hastings boasts one of the largest and 
the best newspapers collections in the 
United States. For many years Mr. E. 
N. Hamen of this city has been budding 
up, with the aid of great labor, time, 
and expense, a collection of newspapers 
which, in the alcoves of some museum 
would give it a world wide fame. The 
collection consists of 750 varieties in 
80 different languages. 

Besides collecting the curious and in¬ 
teresting, Mr. Hamen has endeavored to 
collect the historical Probably the 
most unique paper he has is a Russian 
document issued in St. Petersburg by a 
Nihilistic enthus ! ast. It breathes, threats 
in every word. Besides being curious, 
it is valuable. Mr Hamen has been 
offered the small and ins gnificant sum 
offifiOOO by a wealthy Russian of St 
Bonis Mo. for the document. 

Mr Hamen also possessed an Irish 
paper expressing the sentiments of the 
Liberty Party of that down trodden en¬ 
slaved people. 

Among his varieties are newspapers 
print'd in the Basque language, Native 
Hawaiian, Burmese, Af-ganistaD, Siam¬ 
ese Andulasian, Javanese, Welch. 

Mr. Hamen is a wonderful linguist, 
speaking and writing in seven different 
languages and with the assistance of his 
abilities he has managed to amass his 
splendid collection. 
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It will pay all who are interested in 
this branch of collecting, so closely 
allied to philately, to correspond with 
Mr. Haraen for mutual benefit. 

It was in looking at some of Mr. 
Hamen’s treasures that I first learned 
to what purpose those Turkish reve¬ 
nues which are so common, were placed. 
For the benefit of those who do not 
already know I will explain. 

Each sheet of paper before recieving 
the imprint, is stamped by a govern¬ 
ment official who previous to its issue, 
has examined every line of the forms to 
see that nothing unfavorable to the 
Sultan occurs in its columns. When 
this stamped paper is run through the 
press it receives the imprint of some of 
the type, serving as a cancellation. 
These stamps serve a double purpose, as 
a revenue stamp anti again as a sign of 
approbation. 

Bro. Bartels of Washington claims 
Hastings is the home of fraudulent in¬ 
verted I. H. Don’t worry friends, to my 
positive knowledge there is not nor has 
there been a single specimen in the city. 
Don’t work a yellow journal scheme on 
us Bro. Bartels. 

50 cent Omahas are more plentiful in 
Hastings than the .1 cent. Every col 
lector lias from one to twenty copies. 

PICK UPS 

Although eastern dealers report a 
rushing business, stamp matters here 
in the west are duller than for over a 
year past. The local trade is very 
light and was much better during the 
summer months. The Omaha Exposi¬ 
tion may have had something to do 
with this, as it brought many jutpfders 
to the city. The mail trade seems to 
be about the same as last year. 

MrW. B. Hopson has gotten out a re- 
vieed edition of the old Nebraska Blue 


Book. I have not seen a copy as yet, 
but am informed it is out, and contains j 
the name and address of over 1000 active j 
collectors residing in the state. No ! 
doubt Mr Hopson will advertise the ; 
book for sale at a reasonable price, so ; 
that all desiring such a directory may 
obtain one. 

During the past month we have no- • 
ticed an error in the 20 cent on 15 cent 
blue Italy, of the 1865 issue, not listed 
in the catalogue. Scott prices an error, 
but one not as noticeable as the one in 
question, which has a badly broken C 
in the upper left corner. The error 
was evidently corrected at an early 
date, as all copies, so far examined, 
were used in August r865. 

Sometime since we mentioned in 
these notes of the arrest of Wolle in 1 
Long Island and brought back to St. 
Louis to answer a charge of using the 
mail for purpose of defrauding stamp 
dealers. Mr. Wolle operated under the 
name of H. R. Kaiser, and is the same 
man formerly operating under the name 
Smith, Stein, set., ect. His trial came 
up in the United States court, Nov. 15. j 
He was found guilty and sentenced to 
the full extent of the law, 18 months 
imprisonment and to pay a fine of 
$500.00. Mekeels Weekly contained a 
full report of the trial and no doubt 
many would-be frauds are begining to 
mend their ways, ere they to come to 
grief. 

About a year ago there was a great 
deai of talk about organizing an associa 
tion to be made up wholly of western 
collectors. Owing to the sudden death 
of Joe F. Beard, and Mr. Shepards 
absence in Cuba, the matter for the 
time being was dropped. Now 
that Mr Shepard has returned 
the movement seems filled with new 
life. If such an organization is ever an 
accomplished fact, it is bound to 
succeed. One of its aims will be to J 
admit only reliable oollaetora and those U 
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^bat are able to furnish satisfactory 
business references. The one great 
fault of our present associations seems 
to be the officers aim to increase the 
membership, regardless of w ho the ap¬ 
plicant may be. From our own experi¬ 
ence we believe that fully one half of 
the so called collectors holding member¬ 
ship cards in Philatelic associations are 
frauds, and only joined for the purpose 
of fleecing brother collectors. 

The Id black Gt. Brit, cataloguing at 
lOcts is in the minds of many a rare 
stamp, so much so that a pair recently 
sold for §1.50 in a JN. V. auction. Euro¬ 
pean dealers are offering 25 cts each for 
good copies, and American dealers are 
not far behind. We know a young 
fellow in St. Louis with over 800 fine 
copies, another in Kansas city with 
1600, and a waiter here in an Omaha 
restaurant with over 500. If people 
over the east have this stamp in 
corresponding number it is not worth a 
quarter. While speaking of holding 
stamps this same Missouri collector 
has over 1000 copies of the 541847,400 
of the 10 cts and the small number of 
40,9041869, mostly unused. When we 
met him he was carrying a dozen or so 
looee in a small note book and a per¬ 
fect copy with original gufn had stuck 
fast to one of the leaves. Its such 
sights as these that almost disgust us 
with collecting, especially so when their 
owners refuse to sell even a single copy. 
When we are fortunate enough to get 
two copies of a desirable stamp we 
can never rest until the heart of some 
fellow collector is made glad by tbe 
possession of the other copy.

MY ALBUM 

About a year and a half ago I started 
to collect stamps, and of course needed 
an album in which to place them and 
after looking at several kinds of books 
used by other collectors I came to the 


conclusion that a cheap Internationaf 
album (81.50) would do for me a couple 
of years. But it d'd not. I did not 
have 400 varieties before I noticed that 
I was collecting quite a large lot of 
stamps for which there were no spaces 
in the book. About that time I had 
just got a 57th catalogue, which helped 
me a great deal to prove that the stamps 
for which there were no spaces were act 
ual postage stamps, but the catalogue 
did not cover all the ground which I 
should have liked it to have done, I still 
had more than a dozen stamps that were 
not mentioned and the only thing to do 
with them was to hang them on the 
edge of the page controlled by that 
country until furtner information could 
be obtained. In the course of ten or 
twelve months 1 accumulated somewhere 
near one thousand varieties, and among 
them had fully one hundred which were 
not mentioned in the album or cata¬ 
logue. It was then that a brilliant idea 
occurred to me. and I right away put it 
into use. I took all the stamps out of 
my album and then sent it to a book 
bindery and had it inter-leaved through¬ 
out, one blank sheet of thick board pa¬ 
per bound between every two pages of 
tbe printed album. It made a thick 
and imposing volume when finished, but 
as the cover in which it was bound was 
morrocco it had a solid appearance. On 
the blank pages I hung in any order that 
my fancy took the stamps which I had 
taken from the printed squares, and 
place on the printed pages any dupli 
cates that I get. Everyone who has 
seen my album is pleased with the in¬ 
novation of it, and some are and have 
copied it. Since the invention is not 
patented in ah parts of the world, it 
would be a good investment for some 
dealer in albums to have a few specially 
rebound, unless the loose sheets could 
be procured from the publishers, in a 
cheap style of leather binding. R,

AND CAMERA NEWS. 


The death of the S. S. S S. is a true 
sign of the times, for nothing in phila¬ 
telic lines is more in demand now than 
new issues. 

The U. S, Treasury depar'mentis con¬ 
sidering issuing revenue stamps for in¬ 
surance and express companies. 

The Governor of New Zealand, Lord 
Ranfurly, is reported as bei' g an ardent 
philatelist. 

The follow ing stamps have been c »n- 
terfeited: Argentine, 20 pesos, gieen; 
Bavaria, 2 kr. pale lilac; Geneva envel¬ 
ope; Prince Edward Islands, all of ’72 
issue except 3c rose, and 3c blue of ’65. 

It is reported the remainders of the 
Porto Rico stamps were sold el public 
auction October 15 h. 

The 2c Documentary, printed on bank 
checks, are sim liar in design to those 
used from '60 to ’83. Only one variety 
and color (yellow) has been seen. 

The Hawaiian stamps exhibited at 
Omaha Exposition, have been sent east 
to be sold 

Klondyke stamps are beiDg sold in the 
east, which are reported as fakes 

Souvenir cards can be sent to Europe 
at same rate of other postal cards, by a 
new ruling of the P. O, department. The 
* Id rate was the same as letter, 5 cents, 
or postage due at double rates if only 2 
cents had been put on. 

Barte’s of Washington, D. C., states 
that Bureau officials of P. O. Depart¬ 
ment claim there, are no U. S. stamps on 
different va ieties of paper, the same 
paper being used for years. He also 
states a quantity of inverted 2c I. R. are 
being counterfeited at Hastings Neb. 

Virgin Islands will issue a new set of 
stamps soon. 

The Xmas (?) stamps of Canada must 
have remembered “the eariy bird catch¬ 


es the worm,” and in view of that fat; 
made their debut about two weeks in 
advance of time, Canada is given un¬ 
due prominence on the map which 
adorns the stamp. As all know, the me- 
ridian lines of the earth grow’ narrower 
as they near the poles the designer of 
the Xmas stamps did not take this into 
consideration, and also I suppose, lie 
was a patriotic “cuss,” and Canada is 
given i ndue prominence having been 
broadened out until it is about ihe ratio 
of 16 t> 1 in comparison with the U. S 
whereas in fact it is only about twice as 
large. Changes in color and alterations 
in designs are announced for it also and 
as the first print was not. large It will 
be well to get a specimen at once. 


FACTS ABOUT POSTAGE STMPS 

It is barely fifty years since this con 
venience was introduced into the Uni ed 
States. The stamp is a little older in En 
gland. When first introduced, postage 
stamps w'ere sold in solid sheets. Of 
course, a great many were wasted in the 
effort to tear them apart when there 
were no perforations. Indeed, the loss 
and inconvenience was so greatlhet the 
government offered a liberal reward for 
a patent which would overcometbe diffi¬ 
culty. 

The first machine submitted was ore 
which cut the stamps nearly, but en¬ 
tirely apart. While the Post Office De¬ 
partment was considering this machine 
the idea of perforating the sheets in rows 
each way was offered and promptly ac 
cepted. Nothing better has b^en sought. 

There was a time when better paper 
and mucilage was used, and when the 
printing was an inprovement upon the 
present stamps, hut since we have 
learned that a damp sponge is fu lv as 
good as Ihe tongue in preparing ihe 
stamps for adhesion, the quality of the 
materials used becomes of importance. 

The number ot postage stamps used 
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a a year is soihelbir ^ » normance. For 
instance the ordinary postage revenue 
for the year ending June 30, 1891, ex¬ 
clusive of money order business, was 
064,065,‘293,87. Of this 841,432,129.50 
eune from h-tter postage The bulb of 
this is,of e turse, in 2 cent stamps, and 
it is sate t" put the whole numter of 
this denomination used at more than 
2,000,000,000 per annum. 

The issuing if i ostage stamps, 
stamped enveh pes ami newspaper 
wrapper-* aii b long to- one of the 
divisions under the care of the Third 
Assistant Postmaster-General. There is 
another division of the same bureau 
which hi ks alter registered letters, and 
still another which attends to the sy¬ 
stem for the special delivery of letters. 
Thecldsification of mail matter belongs 
to this bureau, and it is with the Third 
Assistant Postmaster-General or his 
clerks that newspaper and periodicals 
have to qiarrel over their rights to 
official entry as second- class matter, 
A ten-cent special delivery stamp on 
a letter is supposed to keep it in con¬ 
stant motion from the time the letter 
Is deposited the main or branch post 
office utili! it is ceiivered to the ad¬ 
dressee, There is liable to be a little de¬ 
lay in the starting of a letter when it 
is deposited in a ietier box instead « f a 
post office, but everthing must make 
way for a special delivery Liter alter 
they ni ce get in the viciDity of a mail 
bag. The clerk hustle? them out with 
the first mail leaving the office and puts 
them on the outside of pack iges, is in 
a bundle by Ihemsrlves, so that the 
next offiiei 1 can see them at once. 
If the special delivery stamp is put 
on a package of second, third or forth 
class matter it has to h 1 -* tnatid in a 
First class manner—that is. it g »-s into 
pouch instt ad oi a sa< k ai d is j ushed 
through Just as rapidly as a le*t u r l>ea> 
hg the same s'amp, 


Last year th^re were over 2.500 000 
pieces sent by special delivery, and it is 
interesting to note that the average 
time consumed in the delivery ef each 
p «re*d after it. reaches the post office of 
t be addressee was only twenty minutes, 
Kd'e Pei'd’s Washington. 


Local stamps are, as the word signi¬ 
fies, stamps whose use is limited to 
the place in which they are issued. 
They may be for use in cities only, 
as were many of the United States lo¬ 
cals. They may be used between the 

different provinces within a country;- 

as the stamps of the different States of 
the Colombian Republic. The dis- ' 
tinguishing characteristic of all locals 
is that they are not intended for use 
in prepaying international postage. 

The grille is measured in millimeters. 
Many of the unused Seebeck issues 
never leave New York until sold to 
dealers. They are the surplus in the 
hands of the contractor when an issue 
is discontinued at the close of a year. 


We cannot furnish all the mss. and 
would be pleased to see anything to 
help the collector.

Between England and America there 
actually existed 200 years ago what now 
is little more than the dream of the post¬ 
al reformer—an ocean penny postage. 

In 1698 it was cus¬ 
tom of the masters of ships bound for 
America to hang up bags in coffee 
houses, and any letters that might be 
dropped into these bags they carried, 
and were glad to carry’, over for Id. or 
2d. a letter, according as it was single 
or double.—Liverpool Mercury.

NOTES ON STAMPS 

The current set of Hungary are ap¬ 
pearing in new shades. This is very 
distinct in the two cent especially. 

The two pence of 1872 issue of Soulh 
Australia has appeared on vertically 
laid paper. This specimen is uncata- 
logued. 

Collecting of railw ly letter stamps is 
p ipuiar in England. They charge on 
all letters mailed at ihe train instead of 
the P. O., while here, no charge is 
made 

A collector recently received a % cent 
orange Documentary revenue on a letter 
without the usual Postage Due stamp 
annexed. An off r of $3.00 for this * n- ‘ 
v.-lope with stamp on was refusid. 
Probably this 6tamp was mistaken for 
the 4 cent Omaha, because of the simi¬ 
larity of color. 

U. S. 1890 2 cent red with cap on 
right appears to be very scarce; as one 
collector who holds three copies has re¬ 
fused a cash offer of $3.( 0 fur each copy.

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STAMPED ENVELOPES. 

A new and cheaper schedule of 
stamped envelopes will go into effect 
January 1. Third quality envelopes 
will not be supplied after that date. 
It is not known whether the present 
method of designating sizes will be 
changed or not. The present issue of 
envelopes has had three schedules of 
prices. The first schedule (Oct. 1 1886) 
numbered and named each size; no des¬ 
ignation was made of the quality The 
second schedule (Jan. 1, ’91) lettered 
the sizes and defined the quality. “A’ 
alone stood for first quality, “Aa” for 
second and “Aaa” for third. The sche¬ 
dule Jan 1, ’95 which is still in operation 
numbered the sizes and designated the 
quality in words as—No 5 first 2 cents 
that being the ordinary type-by quality 
is meant the grade of paper, not neces¬ 


sarily the color. The first quality is 
white and amber, the second buff or 
blue and the third manilla or manilla 
amber. It is likely that a new water¬ 
mark will be adopted with the new con¬ 
tract. 


EARLY BUREAU STAMPS. 

Small circular, colored dots can be 
found in various positions on a number 
of bureau plates. They are usually be¬ 
tween the two stamps adjacent to t'.e 
imprint. I have seen the docs on most 
plates between numbers 55 and 251. 
They are probably guide dots such as 
are found in other positions on other 
U. S. stamps. 

Plate 98’has numerous white blotches 
around the numerals denoting the value. 
They seem to be most plentiful in the 
upper right corner of the lower right 
pane. 

The water marked stamps cannot be 
distinguished by the gum as has been 
stated. The gum used on the water¬ 
marked stamps was adopted in February 
or March, while the watermarks did not 
appear until April 29. 

The early two cents are found on a 
queer paper. The back of the stamp 
shows the design and watermark quite 
plainly, yet the paper is not thin. 
Five sheets were found among fifty. It 
was not used long. 

The distance between the two outside 
rows of perforations varies considerable 
on some sheets of the Bureau’s first 
efforts. There is sometimes as much as 
5 mm difference between their distance 
apart at the top and their distance apart 
at the bottom of the sheet. 


The Bureaus one cent stamps can be 
changed to several colors by being dip¬ 
ped into different solutions of sulphuric 
acid anti sulphate of copper. It is no- \ 
ticed that the early and late stamps are * 
always changed to entirely different 
colors by the same solution. 
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It is also remarkable that the Ameri¬ 
can Bank Note Company’s one cent 
stamps and the Bureau’s early one cent 
are always changed to the same color 
by the same solution while later Bureau 
stamp take a different color. This goes 
to prove that the Bureau at first used 
the Bank Note Company’s material. 


Hawaiian stamps will still be good 
for domestic or foreign postage in the 
islands. With the Cubans, Porto Ricans, 
and Filipines however it will be 
different.

BLUE PRINTS AND HOW TO MAKE 
THEM. 

The easiest, simplest, and withall one 
of the most permanent wajs to make a 
print is by the “blue print” or ferro- 
prussiate process. It is so simple that 
its use has been abuse and the true 
beauties of a properly made blue print 
are not seen often enough to be thor¬ 
oughly appreciate 1. 

Blue print, paper can be procured 
from all dealers in supplies, but care 
should be taken that it is freshly pre 
pared, as old paper prints slow'y and 
does not wash out white. 

The proper negative for blue printing 
is one having considerable contrast, and 
good detail throughout, what mignt be 
properly called a “snappy negative,” a 
flat overtimed negative or a thin under- 
timed one will not make satisfactory 
prints. Take a piece of your fresh blue 
paper, (fresh paper is of a light green 
color) and place in the printing frame 
with lhe negatiye, same as for ordinary 
printing, print always in the sun, never 
attempt to blue print in the shade or on 
dull days as your prints will be flat and 
smoky, the whites greyed and dull. 
With an average negative, printing will 
take about ten minutes, but do net try 
to go by any fixed time: print until the 
shadows or dark portions in the print 
are completely covered by a silveiy 
bronze, or to make it short, “print until 
the shadows bronze,” do not be afraid of 
overprinting, a little longer washing and 
bleaching will remove the excess of color 
and your print will be all the better for 
it. 

Now you have your print ready for the 
final operations, lay it in the bottom of 
a tray and either turn water on it from 
the faucet or pour on water from a 
pitcher. 

Turn ofF this first wash as quickly as 
possible and pour on some fresh, do this 


several times or until the bluecolordoes 
not run off from the print when held up j 
and allowed to drip: when sufficiently 1 
washed according to this method place I 
the tray with the print immersed in a 1 
small amount of water for about fifteen I 
minutes in bright sun to bleich. 

It may then be dried between blotters I 
or mounted in the ordinaay way. If a 
these instructions have been carefully 1 
followed, you will have a beautiful 1 
photograph in a most delicate blue and 1 
white, and with a wealth of detail un 
surpassed by any other method of print- ] 
ing, when matt-surfaced prints are ob- 1 
tamed. 

The process of making blue paper is 1 
quite simple and as many amateurs are J 
desirous of doing it all themselves, in JH

dinary narrow necked bottle, the notch 
should extend the full length of the 
cork, and should be cut in deep enough 
so that when the cork is pressed into 
the bottle a narrow opening is left on 
both sides. 

Pyro developer is the most economical 
developer in use, as the entire cost of 
Chemicals for making up the Formula 
should not exceed oOcts and it makes 
upward of six quarts of developer. 

It is adapted for all makes of plates 
or films, and the only objection that 
can be raised against it, is the fact that 
by Constance use it stains the nails and 
hands. This stain can be readily re¬ 
moved by lemon juice or stromg alum 
water. 

It yields negatives of surpassing 
beauty and of a printing quality that 
outclasses those made by any other 
developer now in use. 

One thing to be remembered is that 
Pyrogallic Acid or Pyro as it is common 
ly called is a deadly poison, four grains 
being amply sufficient to cause death,, 
consequently solutions containing it 
should never be left where children 
can get at them.

A GOOD PHOTOLIBRARY PASTE 

The following method and formula 
will give a paste suitable for all Photo¬ 
graphic and household uses. 

It is pure white, sticks well, is exceed¬ 
ingly smothe and free from lumps when 
made properly, and will keep ‘ till the 
cows come home.” 

Take a tablespoonful each of common 
wheat flour and laundry starch. Rub 
it up with cold water in which 
has been disolved a small amount of 
Boracic Acid. Break up all the lumps 
and hard masses with a spoon and do it 
carefully, for on this operation depends 
the smoothness of the paste. 

Now have ready some water that is 
boiling, not merely hot but boiling hot 


pour the boiling water slowly into the 
flour starch—and—water mixture, 

stirring vigorously all the time, it will 
soon begin to thicken and semi-trans¬ 
parent lumps form, which must be mash¬ 
ed down with the spoon, thin it down to 
about the proper consistency, allowing 
for its thickening-up somewhat on cool¬ 
ing, While still hot add a couple drops 
of Oil of Cloves. When cool place in a 
fruit can with screw top or other cover¬ 
ed jars, and always keep it covered when 
not in use. 

The important points about making 
this paste are the through rubbing up 
of all lumps with the cold water, the 
use of Boracic Acid as a preservative, 
the subsequent cooking of the starch 
and flour with boiling hot water and 
the final thorough stirring to render it 
smooth and free from lumps. 

Boracic Acid can be procured from 
any drug store at about 5 cents per 
ounce; the quanity necessary to use in 
thoroughly preserving as much paste as 
the foregoing formula yields, would not 
exceed a quarter of a teaspoonful. 

The use of oil of cloves is optional, 
but it does enhance the keeping 
quality. 

If the above directions are followed 
mplicitly, a paste will be produced that 
will be as satisfactory as any of the pre¬ 
pared articles.

HINTS 

It is often desirable to dry a negative 
rapidly and this is the way to do it. 

Immerse the negative after washing in 
common alcohol, allow it to remain at 
least five minutes, then remove to dry¬ 
ing rack. 

A negative given the above alcohol 
treatment will dry in about fifteen min¬ 
utes, if placed in a draught. 

Thin negatives should be printed in 
the shade, or if printed in the sun 
should be covered with several thick¬ 
nesses of tissue paper.

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The printing quality of a flat thin 
negative is improved by printing under 
light yellow glass or yellow tissue paper. 

It is not a good plan to wet the plate 
before development, as many of us do. 

Learn to cover the plate with develop^ 
er at one sweep by practising on an old 
plate. 

Use just enough developer to cover 
the plate well, don’t drown it. 

Make your fixing bath for use in cold 
weather, of one part of Hypo to four 
parts water; in other words use a pound 
of Hypo to two quarts of water, “a pints 
a pound the world round.” 

Valuable negatives, and those from 
whom many prints are to be made 
should be varnished. 

Use a hard drying spirit varnish. 
Spirit varnishes are sold under many 
names, Anthony’s “Flint” or “Adaman¬ 
tine” are among the best. * 

It’s no great trick to varnish a nega¬ 
tive but it does take practise. 

Heat your negative as hot as you can 
bear your hand on it; this drives out 
all moisture from the film; allow to cool. 

Hold the negative on the tips of your 
fingers, and pour a pool of varnish in 
the middle, tilt the plate with a slight 
rocking motion and allow the varnish 
to flow to the corners and finally back 
into the bottle; stand plate in drying 
rack and when apparently dry, heat 
again to thoroughly harden the varnish. 

Sounds easy does’nt it, but here's the 
the trick, be easy in your tilting the 
plate when the varnish is on it, or you 
will have it all over your clothes, your 
fingers and the floor. 

Always dust out your plate holders 
before refilling, always dusc out your 
camera before using, always dust off 
your plates before loading your holders. 

If you dont heed these instructions 
don’t wonder and swear at the pinholes 
you will always have on your negatives,
